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Italian UN soldiers die in Somali gun battle

THREE Italian United Na- 
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terday in foe biggest battle in 
Somalia since UN forces

Two regiments of Jtafian 
paratroopers and carabinieri, 
along with sfa tanks and up to 

20 armpored .peraramel cam^ 
ers, were ambushed by Somah 
miKtiamen and pinned down- 
along a onMnd-a-half mile,

Up to 21 were wounded. The 
800 Italian soldiers were 
barked by 400 Somali police¬ 
men as they swept thr ough an 
area dense with supporters of 
General Muhammad Farrah 
Aidid. the fugitive warlord, 
.after Admiral Jonathan 
Howe, head of the UN opera- 
trons in Somalia, had ordered 
an “offensive disarmament*. 

- The dawn raid on homes 
and a compound owned fay 
Ahmed Donate, an associate 
of toe general yielded a few 
small arms, an Italian mili¬ 
tary spokesman said. But as 


the troops and police with¬ 
drew. they were ambushed in 
an orchestrated manoeuvre. 
The militiamen first used 
women and children to hurl 
rocks at toe Italians and as the 
troops attempted to escape, 
they were picked off bv snip¬ 
ers. The attacks lasted seven 
hours. A similar tactic was 
used on June 5 when 24 
Pakistanis were killed. 

In an effort to escape the 
bullets, which seemed to come 
at randan. Jeeps and wheeled 
armoured personnel carriers 
ran a one-mile gauntlet from 


their position on October 23 
-road, known as Checkpoint 
Pasta, to safety behind a hffl. 
At least two dozen vehicles 
bumped to safely an tyres 
punctured by rifle fire. 

Lieutenant Colonel 
Giovanni Farttini said after 
the battle ‘ I was surprised at 
toe Somalis* strength. We 
have been here sue months 
and have never had a serious 
incident." The Italians were 
fasted to abandon two perma¬ 
nent positions. Last night So¬ 
mali militiamen erected 
barricades along the once- 


busy street and claimed they 
had effectively established 
General Aidid? control over 
three square miles of 

Mogadishu. 

□ Bonn: Germany? parlia¬ 
ment yesterday approved a 
government decision to send 
troops to Somalia, as demand¬ 
ed by the country? supreme 
court.

‘No angel’ 
sex case 
is sent 
for review

THE Court of Appeal is to 
review the sentence given to a 
man who admitted attempting 
to have sex with an eight-year 
oJdgiri described by the judge 
as “no angd". 

Sir Nicholas Lyell. the attor¬ 
ney-general. referred the case 
to the court and described the 
sauence of two years proba¬ 
tion given to Karl Gam brill as 
“unduly lenient". 

Remarks by Judge Starforth 
Hill. QC at Winchester 
Crown Court last month pro¬ 
voked severe criticism. Sen¬ 
tencing Gam brill he said: “I 
have been provided with infor¬ 
mation which leads me to 
briieve that she was not entire¬ 
ly an angel herself. And you 
were only 18 at the time.” 

The family of toe girl, now 
aged 12. welcomed the deri¬ 
sion and said they hoped the 
hearing would dear their 
daughter? name. 

GambriU, 21. who had been 
advised that he would be 
imprisoned for three years for 
die crime, said the attorney- 
general should have sacked 
the judge rather than punish 
him twice. GambrilL who is 
due to begin a course at toe 
University of Wales this au¬ 
tumn, had admitted attempt¬ 
ing to have sex with tile girl 
when he was babysitting her 
three years ago. 

Judge Starforth Hill, 71. said 
he based his derision on social 
reports which suggested toe 
girl was sexually experienced, 
having been involved in a 
children? “sot gang". The 
family protested that the inci¬ 
dent was an innocent game of 
“doctors and nurses" 

Tbe father of the girl said 
yesterday: “1 have not been 
motivated by revoige. The 
thing that made us most angry 
was the judge? remarks, not

The effects of the recession, 
the slump in property values 
and the losses suffered by 
Lloyd? names have increased 
the pressures on the 1,450 
important country homes stiff 
in private hands. 

The meeting, attended b> 
Peter Brooke, the national 
heritage secretary, and lead¬ 
ing figures of the conservation 
movement, discussed ways in 
which charitable bodies and 
government agencies could 
combine to safeguard the 
future of historic houses put 
up for sale. 

The prime minister im¬ 
pressed toe gathering with his 
knowledge and enthusiasm 
for doing more to protect 
outstanding buildings. Policy 
changes or extra government 
grants were not raised at the 
meeting at St James? Palace. 

Simon Jenkins, a former 
editor of The Times, and 
Marcus Birmey from SAVE, 
began with a 30-minute pre¬ 
sentation to Mr Major and the 
prince on toe threats to histor¬ 
ic houses. This was followed 
fay about 45 minutes of 
discussion. 

It is understood Mr Jenkins 
emphasised toe importance of 
keying historic nouses in 
family ownership, not least 
because of the cost savings; the 
role buildings such as Covent 
Garden and Albert Doric can 
play in regenerating inner-city 
areas by acting as magnet for 
investment and commercial 
development; and the dan¬ 
gers posed by selling off 
important military landmarks 
and famous hospitals to pri¬ 
vate developers.

Writer apologises to 
Mellor for forgery 


IN ANOTHER bizarre twist 
to the Asil Nadir affair, the 
author of a forged letter aimed 
at linking David Mellor. the 
former heritage secretary, to 
the fugitive financier ex¬ 
pressed deep regret yesterday 
over the embarrassment he 
had caused. 

Trevor limbs, the manager 
of a ceramic die business and 
an aspirant novelist, apolog¬ 
ised to Mr Mellor and gave 
details of how the forgery — in 
which the former cabinet min¬ 
ister allegedly thanked Mr 
Nadir for a donation to the 
Conservative party — came to 
be touted around Fleet Street 

While expressing “deep re¬ 
gret" over the publication of 
the letter, Mr Timbs laid 
much of the blame on Nic 
Szeremera. “a friend" who. he 
implied, had duped him. 

In a letter faxed to Mr 
Meilor’s home yesterday 
morning, Mr Timbs. who 
lives in Torquay, described 
how a complex series of events 
had ' culminated in Mr 
Szeremera. a former journalist 
and bookmaker, approaching 
the Sun and Daily Mail 
newspapers with the forgery. 
The Guardian yesterday 
printed the letter, making it

plain that it was bogus. Mr 
Mellor. who has reported the 
forgery to police, said: “l am 
glad that at least it has been 
cleared up so far as 1 am 
concerned. I hope this puts an 
end to this kind of silly dirty 
rrick of which we see too much 
these days." 

In his letter to the former 
cabinet minister, Mr Timbs 
said that he took full responsi¬ 
bility for the forgery. 

He went on: “It is a letter 
totally without foundation, 
pertinent only to my book (I 
enclose a copy of the fictional 
letter to appear in my book

entitled The lady is a 
Trampl. The letter to Mr 
Mellor said Mr Timbs's 
“friend expressed interest in 
the letter and asked to see it 
The next day (Sunday) he 
telephoned twice asking me to 
fox him the letter, i did and it 
was the biggest mistake I 
made, for the next thing ! 
knew he had contacted news¬ 
paper reporters in London. “I 
showed them the manuscript 
and the characters, and they 
went away satisfied that there 
was no scoop and that the 
letter was pure fiction." 

The novelist’s version of 
events was yesterday disputed 
by Mr Szeremeta. He said: 
"Trevor suddenly told me that 
he had this letter that was 
dynamite. 1 told him 1 thought 
we could make some money 
out of it through my old 
contacts in Fleet Street. 

“At all times 1 thought the 
letter was genuine and I was 
amazed when all hell broke 
loose." 

John Darby. Mr Timbs’s 
solicitor, said last night that 
his client was “very cheesed 
off" over the publication of the 
bogus letter.

Week ends in a whiff of pigsties, rotten fruit and Tipp-Ex 


A sunny Tuesday after¬ 
noon is not the best 
guarantee of a big. 
turn-out in the House of 
Commons, although being 
down to speak immediately 
after questions to the prime 
minister is a considerable 
help. So is the fact that you are 
making a resignation speech. 
Therefore Michael Mates 
stood up soon after i30 on 
Tuesday to what can be called, 
in the time-honoured phrase, 
a “crowded and expectant" 
House. 

Expectant of what? Mr 
Males seemed nervous. A 
quiff of his swept-back, re¬ 
tired-colonel hair had become 
separated from the main par¬ 
ty and slipped on to his 
forehead. Clearly there was 
something in tiie air. As with a 
chemical leak, few could put a 
name to it much less deride if 
this was to be a Chernobyl or 
a brief discomfort downwind 
of a pig farm. 

We had already come some 
distance down the road. 
When Asil Nadir jumped bail 
and fled to northern Cyprus, 
leaving behind the baud 
charges which followed tire 
collapse of Polly Peck Interna¬ 
tional. the press appeared to 
have no more than a one-day 
wonder of a story. 

If there was a bigger story, 
it surely had to do with Mr 
Nadir and contributions to 
the Conservatives. Lord 


McAlpine, former Tory party 
treasurer, was wheeled out to 
say that most party funds 
were raised by earnest ladies 
making jam. This sounded 
comforting, although Mr Na¬ 
dir made much of his money 
selling fruiLEven the subse¬ 
quent resignation of Mr 
Mates. Minister of State in the 
Northern Ireland office, on 
Thursday of last week, lacked 
the legs to be much of a 
runner. 

All that changed with the 
Mates speech, which was in 
the category of sensational if 
true: the Serious Fraud Office 
had orchestrated a media 
campaign against Mr Nadir, 
summoning the press to each 
of his arrests; foe SFO had 
exerted improper pressure on 
the trial judge, Sfr Richard 
Tucker the police had investi¬ 
gated an attempt to bribe Sir 
Richard: and foe SFO had 
seized personal documents 
that Mr Nadir needed for his 
defence. 

AH of this was alleged in the 
course of a half-hour speech 
that the Speaker. Betty 
Boothroyd, interrupted nine 
times on grounds of the 
material being sub judice. 
Coming in the wake of Na¬ 
dir's claim that he had fled 
because he could not be 
guaranteed a fair trial in 
Britain, the charges, from a 
senior backbencher with sec¬ 
urity expertise, a formerchair-

man of foe Defence Select 
Committee, could hardly be 
ignored. 

And his target was vulnera¬ 
ble: The six-year-old SFO has 
been a troubled child. It has 
had three directors already 
and on several occasions it 
has brought high-profile, ex¬ 
pensive prosecutions only to 
lose in court With Mr Mates 
up and running, the last thing 
die SFO needed now was bad 
publicity. It got more of die 
last thing it wanted on Wed¬ 
nesday, soon after Sir Nicho¬ 
las Cyell, foe attorney-general, 
made a statement to foe 
Commons about the Mates 
allegations. 

I t was a measured, calm, 
legalistic statement from 
a measured, calm, legalis¬ 
tic figure: there had been no 
improper conduct by the SFO. 
there was no “tangible or 
verifiable" evidence of tip-cfis 
to the media, there was no 
need for the independent en¬ 
quiry Mr Mates wanted, there 
had been no tampering with 
documents. There was an 
enquiry into an allegation of 
an attempt to bribe the judge, 
but this was a police matter. 


The only compromise we've made 
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Surprisingly. Mr Mates 
was not in Commons. Conser¬ 
vative MPs expressed support 
for Sir Nicholas and collec¬ 
tively sighed with relief. Mr 
Mates is not especially popu¬ 
lar, so many backbenchers 
welcomed an opportunity to 
deflate the balloon. 

Then Sir David Steel stood 
up to ask the A-G a question, 
foe answer to which was that 
yes. a member of the SFO staff 
had forged a letter purporting 
to come from Sir David. The 
Lrb-Dem rider statesman had 
taken up foe case of Nazmu 
Vfrani. who faces fraud 
charges over his corripany 
Control Securities. 

Sir Nicholas told MPs that 
foe letter was “a prank" and a 
“serious error of judgment". 
He had earlier (old Sir David 
that it was “an April Fool 
joke”. But Sir David had 
failed to see foe funny side 
and now joined Mr Mates in 
calling for an independent 
investigation into the SFO. 

While this was going on. foe 
media awaited the text of 
letters between Sir Nicholas 
and Mr Mates on the Nadir 
affair. There were to be 48 
pages and we were to expect 


them at 6pm on Wednesday. 
Na it would be 7pm. No. it 
would be later in the evening. 
Na it would be Thursday. 

The delay was because law 
officers were shipping in 
Tipp-Ex to expunge references 
that might cause legal prob¬ 
lems. although the attOTney- 
general took foe precaution of 
publishing the letters via foe 
House of Commons, thus 
giving them privilege. 

These letters, of which 
about half were eventually 
published on Thursday after¬ 
noon. added the security ser¬ 
vices to the list of culprits. Mr 
Males had alleged that foe 
security forces of (Greek) 
Cyprus, Britain and the Uni¬ 
ted States had conspired to 
bring down Asil Nadu, some- 
tiling that would, in view of

Nadir’s huge economic re¬ 
sources. have the effect of 
destabilising the self-styled 
Republic of North Cyrprus. 

A note of a meeting between 
foe attorney-general and Mr 
Mates on May 10 this year, 
five days after Nadir fled to 
Cyprus, quotes the MP as 
saying that he found Nadir’s 
departure "appalling but not 
surprising". At another meet¬ 
ing, in December 1992. Mr 
-Mates told Sir Nicholas that 
there might be “strong polit¬ 
ical pressure for Mr Nadir to 
be convicted in order to pro¬ 
vide a solution to the problem 
of northern Cyprus”. 

By this time Fleet Street 
night editors were wearing a 
manic expression, as happens 
with a running story contain¬ 
ing multiple strands. Gre¬ 
nades were appearing all over 
Whitehall, but it was hard to 
tell which ones haul their pins 
out 

Late on Thursday night The 
Guardian plopped on to 
desks around The Times with 
a hanntr hwiriffne naming foe 

one man this story had so far 
managed without: David 
Mellor. The Guardian had 
him at the centre of a smear 
campaign following attempts 
to drculate a forged tetter; in 
Mr Melloris name, concern¬ 
ing Tory party donations 
made fry none other than the 
departed fruit merchant Asil 
Nadir.The tetter emanated 


from .... a novelist. A solicitor 
acting for Trevor Timbs, of 
Torquay, said that foe letter 
was “a photocopy of a fax 
created by Mr Timbs [and] 
extracted from a novel written 

by him ". 

S o this was a sideshow, 
but it meant that by test 
night the Mates affair 
had acquired foe one 
legitimising ingredient with¬ 
out which no such saga is 
complete: at least two forged 
letters. 

. A sunny Tuesday, a sunny 
Friday. The Commons is a 
quiet place on a summer 
Friday afternoon, most MPs 
having gone off on “important 
constituency work". The sun¬ 
nier the weather, foe more 
important the constituency 
work. 

So foe benches werespazse- 
ly populated yesterday when 
the House agreed Lords

Main players in an unfolding affair

SIR Nicholas Lyefl QC. 54, is a former 
judge who has been an MP for 14 years. 
He is foe senior government tew officer, 
ultimately responsible for the Serious 
Fraud Office. He has kept such a low 
profile that his face was virtually un¬

Anthony Scrivener QC, 57, is Mr 
Nadir’s counsel He is a former Bar 
chairman and that rare thing: a radical 
lawyer with a sense of humour.

A sharp 
brain but one winch has focused mainly 
on dvfl litigation. 

Mark Rogerson, is a partner in a 
public relations company that has repre¬ 
sented Mr Nadir for foe past two years. 
He is a former presenter of Channel 4’s 
Business Daily programme and tire 
constituent who brought Mr Nadir's 
problems to Mr Mates. 

Wyn Jones, 49, is an an assistant 
commissioner of Metropolitan Police, 
suspended pending an in tonal enquiry 
into allegations of foe misuse.of police 
vehicles.

The committee said that pro¬ 
posals to replace News at Ten 
with a 630pm or 7pm news 
programme and a 15-minute 
bulletin at 11pm were deplor¬ 
able. It rejected the assertion 
by Greg Dyke, chief executive 
of London Weekend Tele¬ 
vision and chairman of the 
ITV Association, that such a 
move was within the nv 
companies’ powers. 

The report stated: ‘The com¬ 
mittee deplores both the pro¬ 
posal to reschedule News at 
Ten arid the evasive and 
wholly unconvincing manner 
in which the representatives of 
ITV sought to justify that 
proposal at the committee's 
hearing. It therefore urges the 
ITV Council unequivocally to 
reject the proposal to make 
any change to the time at 
which News at Ten is shown.’* 

Gerald Ka ufman, the com¬ 
mittee chairman, said it was 
imperative to publish the re¬ 
port before Monday’s meeting 
of the ITV Council, which will 
discuss the proposed changes. 
“If the ITV companies try to 
revive these plans later, we 
will be just as vigflanL” 

The ITV companies believe 
they will attract more viewers 



and advertisers by brin ging 
forward the evening news. It

The Independent Television 
Co mm ission (TTC), which reg¬ 
ulates and licences ITV, is 
attempting to block tbe change 
and has warned the nv 
companies that it believes it to 
be ill e ga l. Both the prime 
minister and J ohn Smith, die 
Labour leader, have written to 
the chairman of die eomnris- 
sion opposing the move. 

The heritage committee re¬ 
port disclosed yesterday that 
the commisskm had provided 
it with evidence that LWT had 
made a commitment to show¬ 
ing the main evening news at 
10pm in its licence application. 
Seven other nv companies 
gave similar commitments. 
The committee cnnchided: 
“Any move to chang e die 
timing of News at Ten, onfy six 
months after the licences came 
into operation, would certain¬ 
ly be a breach of die spirit of 
such an undertaking.”

Historic houses gain new champion 


Major backs heritage fight

JOHN Major emerged yesterday as an 
unlikely champion of the movement to 
preserve Britain? historic houses after a 
private meeting with the Prince of Wales 
and heritage groups at St James's Palace 
in London. 

Leading conservationists said they had 
been impressed by the prime minister? 
knowledge of the subject and his enthusi¬ 
asm for safeguarding a key part of the 
national landscape. His interest may 
have been stimulated by his retreats to 
Chequers, a red-brick Tudor mansion 
dating from 1565 and surrounded by 1.000 
acres of farmland and woodland. Norma 
Major is writing a history of Chequers. 

One participant at yesterday? meeting 
said: “The prime minister was extremely 
forthcoming and well informed and very 
postive and constructive." 

Over the past 20 years, the number of 
historic houses owned and occupied by a 
private family has fallen from Z000 to 
1.450. Those that are sold may be turned 
into country hotels or broken up and 
converted into Oats, often without regard 
to historic features. Among the issues 
discussed was a system of "crisis manage¬ 


ment" to be triggered when an important 
building is put on sale. Participants 
debated how government bodies and 
charitable groups could unite to protect 
such buildings against unsuitable rede¬ 
velopment or neglect and decay. 

The meeting, attended by about 16 
people, including Peter Brooke, the nat¬ 
ional heritage secretary, followed a gath¬ 
ering at Sandringham of leading 
conservationists at the prompting of the 
Prince of Wales, who is a patron of many 
bodies working in this Geld and is leading 
appeals for the restoration of Bath Abbey 
and Salisbury cathedral spire. The prince, 
who was seeking better co-ordination of 
conservation efforts, offered to arrange 
the meeting with Mr Major.

EC offers hope of 
escape from poverty

MERSEYSIDE and the High¬ 
lands and islands of Scotland 
see no shame in seeking to be 
classed among the poorest 
regions of Europe. 

The two areas are very 
different, but both are desper¬ 
ately in need of the multi- 
million-pound subsidies that 
would go with the European 
Community's so-called objec¬ 
tive one status. 

If the vote in Brussels last 
night went in its favour, the 
Highlands and islands will 
receive £250 million from EC 
funds over the next six years, 
which will be topped up with 
money from the UK. 

The money will be used to 
build a University of the 
Highlands and upgrade the 
transport system. By the end 
of the decade all the single- 
track roads in the Highlands 
could be replaced. 

Crofters are also likely to 
benefit from the money, which 
could be used to help them 
diversify their skills and en- 


■ The Foreign Office is fighting for an 
increased share of EC subsidies. Liverpool 
and the Highlands may get up to £2 billion 


them to use environ¬ 
mentally friendly fanning 
techniques. 

The region represents half 
the land mass of Scotland but 
is one of the most sparsely 
populated areas of Europe, 
with only 9 people per square 
kilometre. Jonathan Poore, of 
Highlands and Islands Enter¬ 
prise. said: “Land here is very 
poor and transport is difficult 
People end up moving away to 
find work elsewhere. 

“It is becoming a vast wil¬ 
derness- We want to use the 
money to develop the area and 
to give something back to 
Europe. We are good 
Europeans.” 

The money will a doubling 
of EC finance for the area. 
Previously it received £240 
million over 15 years. A work¬ 
ing group will draw up a list of 
projects for EC approval 


which will be ready by the end 
of October. The money will be 
available from next January. 

Merseyside is prom o ted as a 
region full of potential, offer¬ 
ing many advantages to inves¬ 
tors. but the reality is that 
income per head is only 79 per 
cent of the EC average. 

Harry Rimmer, leader of 
Liverpool city council, said it 
was sad to be numbered 
among the poorer areas of 
Europe but objective one sta¬ 
tus would be of great value. 

“Six years ago, the EC 
review said we had income 90 
per cent of the European 
average,” he said. “Last Sep¬ 
tember it had dropped to 79 
per cent and possibly it is 
even lower down the league 
table by now. The most impor¬ 
tant result of objective one 
status would be the number of 
jobs it would create. Mersey¬

Tories accused of 
genymandering 
in Scottish reform

THE government plans to 
scrap five of Scotland's biggest 
regional coundls and 32 other 
local authorities in a move 
that will strengthen Tory^held 
councils, according to leaked 
Scottish Office documents. 

The proposals were des¬ 
cribed as gerrymandering by 
opposition parties. George 
Leslie, the Scottish National 
Party's vice-convener for local 
government, said: “The Tories 
can't win fairly at the ballot 
box in Scotland so they are 
redrawing the boundaries. 
This is a political exercise by a 
Toiy party in desperation as 
their support in Scotland sinks 
ever lower.” 

The Scottish Office des¬ 
cribed the detailed leak, which 
appeared in The Scotsman 
newspaper, as pure specula¬ 
tion. But die plans for local 
government reform, which 
will be published officially this 
month, look to be more radical 
than expected. 

The main proposal in the 
leaked document is for the 65 
district and regional authori¬ 
ties to be replaced with 28 
single-tier authorities. 

This would kill off the big 
four Labour-controlled region¬ 
al authorities — Strathcfyde. 
Lothian. Central and Tayside. 
Grampian. where there is no 
overall political control, is also 
likely to go. Four regional

authorities. Highland, Fife, 
Borders, and Dumfries and 
Galloway, would continue as 
single-tier authorities. The 
main cities of Glasgow.

Shetland and the 
Western Isles would remain 
intact 

Tory-controlled district 
coundls such as Stirling, and 
Perth and Kinross, are

The 
Borders would have a popula¬ 
tion of only 85.000 while 
Glasgow would have a popu¬ 
lation of 642,000. 

Tom Clarke, shadow Scot¬ 
tish secretary, said: “Instead of 
a considered reform of local 
government what we have is 
a shabby political exercise 
designed to manipulate local 
government on behalf of the 
minority party, which hap¬ 
pens to be in control of the 
Scottish Office." 

Charles Gray, president of 
the Convention of Scottish 
Local Authorities, said the 
proposals would be fought "If 
accurate- they are an affront to 
democracy and show a com¬ 
plete disregard for the wishes 
of those who replied to the 
consultation papers."

THERE is a certain un¬ 
changing quality about the 
average British drinker's 
trips to the off-licence. The 
six top selling off-licence 
brands have not changed at 
all since 1991. 

According to statistics 
gathered by the Stats MR 
division of the Nielsen mar¬ 
ket research company, they 
are. in descending order of 
sales. Bell’s whisky, Gor¬ 
don’s gin, Smirnoff vodka. 
The Famous Grouse 
whisky. Teachers whisky 
and Bacardi rum. The top¬ 
selling beer for home drink¬ 
ing is Heineken lager, 
which has overtaken 
Carlsberg Special Brew for 
seventh place. 

Bell’s, with sales estimat¬ 
ed to be over £153 million, is 
comfortably ahead of all 
competitors. Gordon’s is 
the only other brand be¬ 
lieved to sell more than 
£100 million worth a year, 
with sales estimated at 
£103 million, and Bell’s 
sales are about twice those 
of next best-selling whisky. 
The Famous Grouse, which 


was tbe only top-six brand 
to increase sales last year. 

The only newcomer to 
the top ten is Tennenfs 
Super lager, which im¬ 
proved its position in lists 
prepared by the market 
researchers for Checkout 
magazine from thirteenth 
last year to ninth, with 
sales of £50 millioa. 

The tenth biggest seller is 
The Claymore “value for 
money" whisky, which 
Whyte and Mackay target 
as a cut-price competitor to 
retailers' own brands.

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Hotels plagued 
by bill-dodgers

MORE than a third of small 
hotels face foe persistent prob¬ 
lem of guests who try to leave 
without paying. 

The finding was made in 
research carried out by Dr 
Martin Gill, lecturer in sec¬ 
urity management at foe 
Centre for Public Order at foe 
University of Leicester. Na¬ 
tionwide losses are impossible 
to calculate. Dr Gill says, 
because many small guest 
houses and bed-and-breakfast 
establishments are not 
registered. 

His study, based on ques¬ 
tionnaires sent to 900 small 
hotels and guest houses in six 
areas of Britain, suggests that 
two-thirds of attempts to 
dodge the bill succeed. Dr Gill 
said the results proved the 
need for further research to 
combat this sort of crime. 

The most commonly used 
methods are for guests to 
make unannounced early de¬ 
partures. or to lie about their 
intention of returning. One 
ruse is to leave a bag while 
claiming to be gang to a bank. 




Balancing faith 
of the apostles 

Dr Geoffrey Rowell 


I n the late 2nd century 
St Irenaeus. Bishop of 
Lyons, set our to defend 
the Christian faith from foe 
speculative, syncretistic 
movement we know as 
Gnosticism. Gnostic reli¬ 
gion was characterised by a 
sharp dualism of the 
worlds of matter and spirit, 
elaborate metaphysical cos¬ 
mologies. a stria asceticism 
or its opposite in morals, 
and an appeal to secret 
wisdom. 

To counter these claims 
Irenaeus grounds his theol¬ 
ogy on an appeal to Scrip¬ 
ture, to the rule of faith, and 
to foe "Apostolic tradition 
and creed, which has been 
brought down to us in the 
greatest most ardent and 
well-known Church, found¬ 
ed by two most glorious 
Apostles. Peter and Paul at 
Rome". Two centuries later. 
Pope Leo the Great 
preached on the twin Apos¬ 
tles of Rome on their joint 
feast day (June 29). Both 
Peter and Paul were ac¬ 
claimed as teachers of the 
Christian faith. 

In the nineteenth centu¬ 
ry, one of foe founders of 
critical study of foe Bible, 
the German scholar Ferdi¬ 
nand Christian Baur. 
pressed a theory of sharp 
rivaky and conflict m foe 
primitive church between 
the party of Peter and foe 
party of Paul. Baur*s con¬ 
temporary, the idealist phi¬ 
losopher ScheUing. taught 
a progressive philosophy in 
which three ages of religion 
succeeded each other, rep¬ 
resented by Peter, Paul and 
John. For ScheUing, Peter 
was the Apostle of foe 
Father. Paul of the Son and 
John of foe Spirit 
The first stage was that of 
Catholicism, foe second of 
Protestantism, but foe third 
mil be foe perfect religion 
of mankind.. This symbol¬ 
ism derives ultimately from 


the writings of the 12th- 
century Calabrian abbot 
Joachim of Fiore. Joachim 
imposed a Trinitarian pat¬ 
tern on history, and looked 
to the time when the institu¬ 
tional church of Peter 
would be replaced by the 
“Eternal Evangel” of John. 
Peter as the institution: 
Paul as foe inner and 
personal; John as the mysr- 
ical/spiritual new order — 
these, interpreted in a pro¬ 
gressive way, keep crop¬ 
ping up in Western 
Christian thought. 

The apocalyptic utopian¬ 
ism of some contemporary 
feminist theology, in which 
the old age of patriarchy is 
replaced by the androgy¬ 
nous or feminine age of the 
Spirit, resonates with much 
of this earlier pattern. 

Catholic Christianity ha« 
rightly insisted on holding 
together Peter. Paul anc 
John. All are apostles: al 
are teachers of foe church 
This was powerfully ar 
gued by Baron von Huge 
in his great work Th> 
Mystical Element of Kelt 
gion . in which he insistei 
that foe Petrine, foe Paulin 
and foe Johannine bt 
longed together — the trac 
itional /institutional; t h 
rational; and the mys 
leal/intuitive.

ed parliament ratifies the elec¬ 
tion agreement and consents 
to a transitional executive 
council which would help to 
run the country in the run-up 
to polling day. 

President de Klerk, also in 
Washington, was equally con¬ 
fident that “we are very near 
the point where sanctions will 
belied". 

As South Africa’s present 
and future leaders. Mr de 
Klerk and Mr Mandela are 
making oddly separate but 
parallel visits to the United 
States. While Mr de Klerk is 
drumming up economic sup¬ 
port. Mr Mandela is raising 
election funds for the ANC. 

President Clinton was see¬ 
ing each man on his own. 
They will ail meet again 
tomorrow in Philadelphia 
when the two South Africans 
are to receive jointly the Liber¬ 
ty Medal, an award presented 
by acommunity organisation 
for their efforts to promote 
racial reconciliation. 

In candid remarks, Mr de 


Klerk said South Africa faced 
ten to 15 years ofviolence from 
whites resisting the transfer of 
power to blacks and blacks 
seeking revenge for years of 
indignity at the hands of 
whites. He expe ct ed, though, 
that die troubles would be 
confined to a "lunatic fringe" 
and will not undermine eco¬ 
nomic stability. 

Sanctions continue to be 
enforced by 29 American 
states, more than 100 cities 
and many private institutions. 
South Africa is still denied 
loans from the Weald Bank, 
the International Monetary 
Fund and foe US Export- 
Import Bank — bans that Mr 
de Klerk is trying, to have 
lifted. 

By holding out against an 
immediate repeal of sanctions. 
Mr Mandela has added to the 
urgent necessity of co m ple tin g 
negotiations on establishing 
the transitional executive 
council.

Palestine extremist ready for strikes against Israel

Wanted Muslim cleric ‘prepared to surrender’

SHAIKH Omar Abdel Rah¬ 
man. the radical Muslim cler¬ 
ic whose followers are accused 
of two bombing conspiracies 
in New York, is ready to 
surrender, Iris lawyer Barbara 
Nelson said yesterday. She 
was making arrangements for 
the shaikh to give himself up. 
“Immigration wants him. he 
might as well surrender. 
There's no point running 
away from it” 

The FBI refused to comment 
on reports that he might stfll 
be inside the Abu Bakr 
mosque in Brooklyn, but one 
source close to the shaikh told 
the Associated Press news 
agency that file cleric was 


inride the building. Late on 
Thursday night, the FBI had 
confirmed that foe Egyptian 
shaikh. 55, who is under a 
deportation order, would be 
arrested and detained by the 
United States Immigration 
and Naturalisation Service. 

The shaikh's followers in¬ 
clude several of foe men 
accused of bombing the World 
Trade Centre last February, 
and at least six of foe eight 
men suspected of a plot to 
attack other New York targets. 
A justice department spokes¬ 
man said there were no plans 
to diarge the shaikh in con¬ 
nection wfth either conspiracy. 
On Thursday night, federal 


agents waited at a Brooklyn 
mosque where the blind 
shaikh preaches, and saw a 
man with a beard and a red 
cap similar to thatworn by the 
shaikh being bundled into a 
car. The agents, armed with 
shotguns, immediately sur¬ 
rounded the car and ordered 
the man to surrender, but he 
turned out to be an imposts' 
posing as foe deric and was 
later released. 

Federal agents also staked 
out the shaikh's flat in Jersey 
City, but officials yesterday 
admitted they did not know 
where he was. One official 
said police and FBI agents had 
planned to take the shaikh 


into custody on Thursday, but 
the precise timing of the arrest 
would depend on whether he 
was “in a position to be takoi”. 

Over the past week, govern¬ 
ment officials have debated, 
sometimes publicly, whether 
and when to arrest the shaikh, 
whose fiery rhetoric is be¬ 
lieved to have inspired terror¬ 
ist attack s both in Egypt and 
America. On Thursday morn¬ 
ing. the decision was taken to 
arrest him by revolting his 
immigration status, amid 
fears that he might try to flee. 
Janet Reno, foe attorney-gen¬ 
eral. has come under increas¬ 
ing pressure to apprehend 
Shaikh Omar, particularly 


after the FBI acknowledged it 
had evidence that the deric 
was aware of foe latest plot to 
blow up several rites around 
New Yak City, inducting the 
United Nations, the FBI head¬ 
quarters, and commuter tun¬ 
nels linking Manhattan and 
New Jersey. 

For the first time since eight 
suspects in that conspiracy 
were arrested on June 24, 
federal investigators befieve 
they have uncovered a foreign 
link with the plotters.

Computer Hal turns raunchy author (with help)

GIVE enough monkeys 
enough typewriters and even¬ 
tually you will get Shake¬ 
speare; give a computer 
programmer just eight years 
and you will get a steamy pot¬ 
boiler which writes itself. 

This week Scott French, a 
computer buff from Silicon 
Valley, California, published 
Just This Once — A novel 
written by a computer pro¬ 
grammed to think like the 
world's best-veiling author: 

Using a supercharged com¬ 
puter and a program known 
as ” artificial intelligence" 
winch emulates human 
thought. Mr ftench and bis 
machine (named Hal) have 
teased out 295 pages of ro¬ 
mantic. raunchy prose. Just 


This Once took three years 
longer to write than War and 
Peace, and there any similar¬ 
ity ends. An excer pt “Her 
heart leapt into her throat and 
she jumped involuntarily as 
the stranger appeared in front 
of her. Then ft all came back 
inarush...” 

It may not win many liter¬ 
ary prizes, but foe book repre¬ 
sents a remarkable advance 
in the use of brain-simulating 
computers. Mr French read 
all the works of Jacqueline 
Susann, best-selling author of 
such pulp classics as Valley of 
the Dolls and Once is Not 
Enough. 

He then trained the com¬ 
puter to “think" in Susann's 

writing formula, based ox the 
probability that she would 
indude such factors as sex, 


death, violence, drugs and 
money. The machine was also 
ftm ght U) hriffnh* Susann’s 
sentence and dialogue con¬ 
struction, and vocabulary. 
For example, • when two 
i ofthe 


ch a ra c ter s of the opposite sex 
meet in the coarse of the plot, 
the computer would ask Mr 
French to select what one 
might call foe “steaminess 
factor^ if Bus was tow, the 
computer would search its 
memory for words tike “rus¬ 
tle*. "glance”, “breath” or 
"giggle-. 

If, on the other band, the 
steam factor was deemed to 
be high, file computer would 
craft a sentence which might 
contain such words as “pane*, 
"grasp” "water”, “radon", 
“shudder” or “lips”. 

Mr French Would then tidy 


up foe spelling and grammar, 
before moving on to the next 
sentence. “You can't get up, 
walk away, come badt and 
find a completed chapter,” Mr 
French. 43, terid The New York 
Times. “It'S not that ad¬ 
vanced.” The human author 
estimates that he wrote per¬ 
haps one quarter of (he prose, 
foe computer wrote another 
quarter and the rest was a 
joint effort 

Fifteen thousand copies 
have been printed and Just 
This Once has already re¬ 
ceived rave advance reviews, 
particularly from the Jadtie 
Sus ann fen dub (Ms Susamt 
died in 1974). which declared:

Lighter forces may nut be able 
win a war against ah enemy with 
tank and artillery divisions, like 
Iraq, but the}* can project instant 
power and they fulfil the require* 


merit for greater mobility and 
versatility. 

In arguing for properly balanced 
forces, however, there is the ques¬ 
tion of cost The army is pushing 
for a complete fleet "of the new 
Challenger 2 tanks. The RAF wants 
a full complement of Eurofighter 
2000 aircraft to replace Jaguars. 
The Royal Navy expects the gov¬ 
ernment to keep to its commitment 
to buy two new amphibious assault 
ships to replace HMS Fearless and 
HMS Intrepid, and to build a £170 
million helicopter carrier. 

Something may have to give. If 
there is to be an increasing call on 



country retaining global responsi¬ 
bilities, it would be unwise to 
sacrifice the mobile and lighter- 
armed forces. Because they are self- 
supporting and do not require the 
huge logistic chain needed for 
armoured brigades, the lighter 
forces are more cost-effective.

Ethnic tremors shake paradise

T he Sar mountains in the 
south of the former Yugo¬ 
slavia play host to the most 
curious of all Bosnian refu¬ 
gees. Packs of wolves, dis¬ 
placed by the fighting and the 
lack of food in Bosma-Herze- 
govina, have made their way 
through southern Serbia and 
Kosovo to the lush slopes and 
sparkling springs of the Sar to 
feast on sheep and goat 
like all landscapes seem¬ 
ingly fashioned by the archi¬ 
tects of paradise in this region, 
foe Sar is also a black spot 
Seduced by the beauty, few 
notice foe danger until too 
late. The Sar is foe point 
where three regions meet 
northern Albania. Kosovo 
and western Macedonia. It is 
here that a chaotic; down¬ 
trodden nation, Albania, 
hopes its romantic dreams erf 
unity may be fulfilled 
The tremors of conflict are 
beginning to shake the moun¬ 
tains. They are still impercep¬ 
tible to much of the outside 
world. But tiie paradox of a 
nation is seeking both 
liberation from repression 
and foe goal of an expanded 
nation state at foe expense of 


two others may soon result in 
a catastrophe in the southern 
Balkans against which the 
Bosnian conflict will seem 
quite simple to understand. 
The immediate problem fee¬ 
ing the Albanian government 
is the dramatic deterioration 
in Us relations with Greece. 
The expulsion of a Greek 
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exhaled tension between Tira¬ 
na and Albania’s Greek mi¬ 
nority in the south. 

Albania has protested to 
Athens, demanding the expul¬ 
sions stop and alleging that at 
least 53 deportees had been 
beaten. Neither ride can gain 
from this squalid develop¬ 
ment, although it will give 
succour to nationalist politi¬ 
cians on both sides. There are 
plenty of those. 

But while the focus is on 
southern Albania, even more 
serious developments among 
the Albanian populations of 
Kosovo, the southern Serbian 
province, and western Mac¬ 
edonia are going unnoticed. 


Orthodox priest Archiman¬ 
drite Chrysostomos from 
southern Albania has led to a 
massive retaliation by the 
Greek government in the 
shape of 13,000 illegal Albani¬ 
an immigrants herded back 
over Greece's northern bor¬ 
der.

I o Kosova the key to peace 
has until now been the 
remarkable ability of Ibrahim 
Rugova. the local Albanian 
leader, who has a gentle 
manner and genuine concern 
for foe well-being of his own 
people. Mr Rugova insists the 
Kosovo Albanians seek a 
peaceful way to realise seces¬ 
sion from Serbia. He argues 
that if the Serbs do not agree 
to let go of Kosova then his 
people must not take up arms.

organiser of a popular referen¬ 
dum on electoral reform held 
in April 

Hie amendment, designed 
to cut away dead wood in the 
parliamentary ranks, was pre¬ 
sented by Concetto Stivoletto. 
a backbench MP of PDS, and 
passed by a comfortable Sen¬ 
ate majority on Thursday 
night Under its terms no MP 
may serve in more than three 
full legislative terms or a 
maximum of 15 years. “The 
old political actors should not 
apply the new rules,’’ Signor 
Stivoletto said. But news of foe 
vote caused consternation 
among many of his party 
comrades. 

“This norm is unconstitu¬ 
tional,” Augusto Barbera, a 
leading PDS thinker an elec¬ 
toral reform, contended. "Par¬ 
liament must have gone mad.” 

La Stampa noted that Si¬ 
gnor Occhetto had not been 
informed of foe amendment 
“When he was told what had 
happened his jaw dropped.” it 
reported. 

Leopoldo Elia, the minister 
for institutional reform, said 


there was nothing in the 
constitution precluding the 15- 
year limiL 

Signor Barbera tiled the 
British example to try to bring 
his colleagues to their senses. 
“The English Parliament has 
never made a similar disposi¬ 
tion.”

HELMUT Schlesinger. the 
Bundesbank chief, said yester¬ 
day that the criteria for entry 
into the European Monetary 
Union should not be weak¬ 
ened and emphasised that foe 
European central bank must 
be free of political interference. 

Herr Schlesinger was 
speaking at the end of a two- 
day hearing on the Maastricht 
treaty by the German Consti¬ 
tutional Court. The eight 
judges must decide whether 
the treaty can be squared with 
the constitution. Maastricht 
will not be recognised until the 
verdict is passed. 

Al the heart of the discus¬ 
sion has been how the planned 
European Monetary Union 
would affect Germany's abili¬ 
ty to control inflation. A poll 
this week showed that 59 per 
cent of Germans oppose any 


form of unified European 
currency. Heir Schlesinger 
was confident, if cautious, 
about foe future of foe Euro¬ 
pean central bank. “Its inde¬ 
pendence has been secured, 
foe instruments for a joint 
monetary policy are avail¬ 
able.” he said. Eveiything 
depended on the convergence 
criteria — price stability, limits 
on budget deficits and govern¬ 
ment debt — being strictly 
enforced.

T he While House is delight' 
ed. Most of the Tomahawk 
missiles that were launched 
on Baghdad last weekend landed 
where they were supposed to land, 

Wily a few harmless Iraqi civilians 
were killed, and President Clin¬ 
ton's popularity rating jumped. 

But what was the pant of this 
offensive?

A failed assassination attempt 
against a former Iraqi president is 
die most proportionate response 
that comes to mind, but there 
would have been problems with 
that: first nobody can remember 
the name of a former Iraqi pres¬ 


ident second. President CHnton is 
lira m need of another faflorc. and 
third, it is against US law to 
attempt to loll a foreign head of 
state, even if the attempt foils. 

The only legal way for the 
United States to try to assassinate 
a foreign head of state is by faffing 
2 lot of other people at the same 
time. Thus when Ronald Reagan 
wanted to bump off Cokaiel 
Gaddafi in April 1986, he was 
obliged to drop a whole bundle rtf 
bombs on Tripoli, with pfones sent 
from British bases, causing many 
lives to be lost {though not.

What if 
America takes 
a back seat? 


S ome two years ago. as the rest 
of foe world celebrated the 
end of the Cold War and the 
success of Desert Storm, a confi¬ 
dential memo was circulated to 
China's senior cadres. The upheav¬ 
als in Europe had, it said, a silver 
lining: the communist threat had 
bound America and Western Eur¬ 
ope together, and the disintegration 
of the West would rapidly follow 
that of foe Eastern bloc.

If America is rally temporarily 
distracted by domestic problems, 
stoic reticence might be the appro¬ 
priate response: but the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration is closing down consu¬ 
lates and missions, and this week 
announced the dosure of 90 mili¬ 
tary bases in Europe. America will 
sorai, in the estimate of General 
Colin RmelL be spending as low a 
proportion of its gross national 
product on defence as it did in the 
19305. And Mr Clinton, as foe 
Europeans are discovering to the 
consternation of all but the French, 
is the first post-war American 
president to be ambivalent about 
free trade. What if America is 
indeed about to take a bade seat in 
world affairs? 

The shrinking of American hori¬ 
zons was dramatically evident at a 
Ditchley Foundation conference 
last weekend. The debates suggest¬ 
ed that Mr Hurd’s “wiseacres” may 
be under-rating, not exaggerating, 
America's indifference to Europe. 
There is a new willingness to go it 
alone, not just in strategic matters 
bid in trade. Speaker after speaker 
drove home two unpleasant mes¬ 
sages. The first was that there is a 
novel and massive cynicism, wide¬ 
spread in bag business as well as 
Washington, about the fate of the 
Uruguay Round in particular and 
beyond that about the survival of 
the post-war trading system under 
foe General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade. Most of foe American 
participants said that they would 
not be unduly alarmed if the Round 
failed. Trade was less significant in 
foe American economy than in 
Europe; and Gait, said one. was 
"an exercise in bureaucratic soph¬ 
istry with tittle or no relevance to 
international industry 0 ’- 
If there were new trade barriers, 
America had the muscle to sur¬ 
mount them. If the EC built a 
protectionist fortress, “sooner or 
later it will be forced to come bade 
to reality". As for Japan, it ignored 
even those roles by which it had 
agreed tn be bound. Americans did 
not believe that they “meant a 
damn thing" to the Japanese. If the 
choice fay. therefore; between rati¬ 
fying foe Uruguay Round and re-

In the service of numbers 


L ast week’s police reforms 
were announced to the 
world with foe words: 
“Police forces will have to 
meet annual target for solving 
crime... annual pay awards for 
policemen are to be replaced with 
performance-related salaries." 

The world, on the whole, said 
“Hurrah: get those police off their 

bureaucratic harlrrirfes and out 

fighting criminals. If ftqr fail to 
perform, hit them where it hurts." 
A prams system is to be introduced. 
Police chiefs witi have to meet 
national crime targets and targets 
for putting officers on the beat 
Policemen may be judged an speed 
of response to 999 calls and solving 
crimes. I can hear Whitehall* com¬ 
puters humming at the prospect 
I wonder how maqy professional 
readers of this paper would like to 
be paid the same way. Perfor¬ 
mance-related pay has become a 
public-sector craze. Thirteen years 
of “comparability with the private 
sector" have gone. It was a recipe 
for inflation. Since profit-related 
pay is hardly relevant to most 
public services, the new jargon of 
“performance" is fining foe pages 
of a hundred consultants’ reports. 
But professional performance is 
easier to demand than to measure. 

The police say baldly that the 
crude points system likely to be 
r ecommended by Whitehall will 
mean worse policing. Undue em¬ 
phasis wfll be placed in any pay 
structure on those aspects of their 
work that are quantifiable — and 
those that are unquantifiable w31 
be neglected. A policeman wfll 
maximise his. pay by racing 
through red lights from one inci¬ 
dent to another. He will not waste 
time staying to comfort the victim 
of foe last incident or liaising with 
community groups. He will cut cor¬ 
ners on confessions (known, euphe¬ 
mistically as “good cause corrup¬ 
tion*^. He will caution by the score 
and improve his dear-up rate by 
concentrating on crimes such as 
soliciting and drugs. Service to foe 
public wfll become service to what¬ 
ever is measurable. 

I suppose policemen would say 
all this. But foe police are not the 
only public servants now victims of 
the mania for bureaucratic mea¬ 
surement Head teachers are to be 
assessed by league tables. Their 
staff may have their incranes 
determined on truancy rates and 
the raam passes of their pupils. The 
national curriculum council has 
expressed concern that teachers 
appear already to be “teaching the 
test" rather than teaching the child. 
What did it expect? If exams are to 
be the measure ctf performance, 
exams will be taught before all else. 

General practitioners are experi¬ 
encing the same drift. Doctors can 
adjust their income by the number 
of oentical screenings, contracep¬ 
tive sessions and vaccinations they 
cany out. If they save money rax 
operations, they can spend it on 
their premises. This has nothing to 
do with then-own judgment of the 
needs of their patients or neigh¬ 
bourhoods. and all to do with 


taining the American law which 
obliges the administration to retali¬ 
ate against “unfair" trade, they 
were almost unanimous that Con¬ 
gress would - vote to keep its 
crowbar in place.

LI aw a . foe Eurasian fand- 
mass, allowing nei¬ 
ther Russia nor 
Germany to become too dominant, 
and an even stronger interest in 
maintaining a security umbrella 
credible enough to preempt any 
leanings in Germany (or Japan) 
towards nudear-power status. 

A division of labour is becom¬ 
ing apparent in Europe, 
with foe Americans concen¬ 
trating on the strategic partnership 
with Russia, while foe EC pretends 
- to take responsibility for its Central 
European neighbours. Such de¬ 
coupling of effort .would farther 
weaken the Atlantic affiance and is 
potentially extremely dangerous. 

Europeans should take careful 
note of some parting reflections by 
the outgoing US ambassador to the 
European Communities. James 
Dobbins, like the ozone layer, he 
said, the capacity of the Atlantic 
connection to shield the EC from 
changes to its east was diminish¬ 
ing. Unless remedial action was 
taken, he feared “not only the 
failure of reform in foe East, but 
even the unravelling of much foai 
has been achieved in the West over 
the past 50 years". 

The most striking parallel drawn 
at Ditchley was not with foe 1930s, 
but with 1949. Thai, a US president 
had to explain to a reluctant 
American public .that although foe 
Allies had won the war. Europe 
could become a very dangerous 
place if they stood aloof. Now. Am¬ 
ericans had to understand -that 
there were mortgages from foe past 
to be paid before they can cash foe 
peace divided. 

Even in the hands of a more obvi¬ 
ously inte rnationalis t administra¬ 
tion. the task of persuasion would 
be harder now titan in 1949. It is 
easier to unite against an evident 
threat than to join in the difficult 
and expensive prefect of managing 
European Instability. .New dunk¬ 
ing is needed, as fundamental to¬ 
day as when, more than 40 years 
ago. the world was c onfronte d by 
nuclear weapons. An American 
Secretary of State who sees in Bos¬ 
nia only “a humanitarian crisis a 
long way from home, in the middle 
of aiwfoer continent" is nra about to 
provide it Ominously, the White 
House did not dissociate itself from

Statistical assessment of-the professions is putting more 
and more power into the hands of central government 



I do not believe any minister is V 
remotely concerned about the risk 
inherent in thisdriftThe risk is dis¬ 
torting foe essence of a profession 
to allow performance criteria to be 
determined by central government 
The professions are rooted in 
irelaticnships of trust between prac¬ 
titioners and diems. This trust is 
undermined by “output measures", 
as it is try crude profiteering. That is 
why most professions have stem 
codes of ethics. 

Deciding how well a public 
service is being delivered is a 
challenge —as is determining pay. 
Monitoring of local doctors, teach- 
ers, lawyers and policemen has- 
often been remiss in the past But I 
am sure that monitoring is best 
handled, as in private practice, by 
the professional oversight of close 
colleagues and by feedback from 
customers. The monitoring unit 
has to be small enough to know the 
person monitored, otherwise the 
statistician is king. 


P olicemen are in a special 
position. They are the most 
truly local of all public 
services. They can be ac¬ 
countable only to their communi¬ 
ties. A good policeman, is not just 
cme who catches criminals: crime is - 
less than 10 per cent of even foe 
most assiduous constable's work. 

. The c urmi i political by ping of 
crime statistics gives a distorted 
view of police work. Satisfaction 
with a police force should be 
-opressed : by - the community 
through local democracy. 

. Abolishing-that; as. the gpvem- 
: meat wishes to do, and substituting 
Whitehafl-apponUed police au¬ 
thorities enforcing Whitehall's per¬ 
formance measures is foe surest 
Way to distance police from public. 
Many chief police officers hate the 
inconvenience of local democracy, 
and welcome foe fast week's pro¬ 
posed nationalisation. I bet in ten 
years* time they will look back to 
“the good old days" when police¬ 
men were directly answerable to 
local leaders and could lean on 
sudi leadership in time of need. 

The centralisation of perfor¬ 
mance measures. like the centralis¬ 
ation of local services generally, is 
no - aid'to efficiency. I find it 
astonishing that Tories now seem 
to believe otherwise. Centralism 
distances public servants from 
their clients and leads to waste and 
bureaucracy. We know all about 
this. The Home Office has long run 
its prisons centrally, as the health 
department has run its hospitals. 
These are foe least efficient least 
accountable sendees in Britain. 
Ministers are now frantically try¬ 
ing to get rid of both. 

Yet they cannot stop themselves 
making the same mistake with the 
police, doctors and teachers. No 
longer can Pope plead “Whate’er is 
best administer'd is best". What is 
best today is What is easiest to 
centralise and quantify. This fo rm 
of performance measure is not a 
citizen's but a civil servant's char¬ 
ter. Leviathan cannot stop gobbling 
more power.

Whitehall fads. Doctors are suppo¬ 
sed to work to foe General Medical 
Council’s ethical blue bode.

The equally deprived 
reas of Moray, and Argyll and Bute, were 
(duded from the Highlands application 
“cause the EC Commission (toes not 
cognise the boundaries which the Scottish 
ffice put forward and the European 
arliament approved. Those suffering more 
• jncentrated deprivation in Britain's inner 
ties might also question the very concept of 


regional poverty", which appears to apply 
to Merseyside but not to south London. 

The improved roads in Northern Ireland 
are a testament to what can be achieved 
when EC structural aid is wisely spent; text 
other schemes indicate how wasteful this 
kind of spending becomes without 
accountability and tough auditing. The 
proposed dhrarsion of the river Achdoos in 
Greece at EC expense, for example, is a 
reckless project which has been shielded 
from public scrutiny by the Community’s 
refusal to publish its assessments. 

Despite the punctilious approach of Bruce 
Mfflan, the regional commissioner respon¬ 
sible for the structural fund, its proper man¬ 
agement is still dependent on the honesty of 
national governments and the patchy EC 
monitoring of expenditure. The European 
court of auditors, the Community's financial 
watchdog, has complained often of the 
inadequacy of the statistics which member 
states provide. EC fraud already costs each 
wage earner in the Community £20 per 
annum. As structural spending increases, so 
Air MiUan and his colleagues must insist on 
greater transparency. 

The structural fund has been successfully 
used to woo poorer nations into the single 
market and assist the development of their 
political and economic systems. It has also 
beenused, wrongly, as a bribe to silence the 
same nations’ objections to monetary union. 
There is now a serious risk that structural 
funding — rather than deregulation and 
labour market reform — will be treated by 
the Community as a weapon with which to 
defeat European unemployment the prob¬ 
lem which confounded its leaders at Copen¬ 
hagen last month. The last thing the EC 
needs is a vast primitive and unaccountable 
welfare state arid a hidden industrial policy.

THE COST OF SINGLE PARENTS 

Fatherless families are not just a financial drain 


he Michael Mates drama and the Ameri- 
in raid on Baghdad created an unexpected 
anefit this week. They stopped the aflega- 
jn of government cuts in single parent 
fowances from becoming a tidal wave of 
Duse against the Social Security Depart- 
jent and its Secretary of State, Peter lilley. 
here is nothing wrong, of course, with 
.tacking Cabinet ministers. But in this 
irious season of public spending rumours 
little attention to a difficult issue can be 
mefirial: a lot of attention can be wholly 
nmterproductive. 

The price of single parent families ought 
- be a legitimate area of discussfomand was 
ised once again yesterday by John 
edwood, the Welsh secretary. Hie rising 
nanrial cost is just one aspect What 
- linisters ought also to be able to discuss is 
ie damage done to the social fabric by 
-.therless child-rearing. 

' It might be suggested that the relative 
' bverty of one parent families is often 
■ taggeraied. There are almost twice as 
lany two parent families living below the 
overly line as one parent ones. Given the 
' urge of welfare benefits which are available 
>her, it is often economically advantageous 
jt a woman to have a child and remain 
nmarried. Her circumstances may be hard 
ut she will be better off than many of the 
iw-eaming two parent families who help to 
upport her with their taxes. 

Because many of the anomalies come 
nder the remit of the housing ministry and 
xal councils, some of the current specula- 
on about Mr Lilleys “plans” for hostels for 
' nmarried mothers is misleading. It is local 
.ousing authorities who would be in a 
osition to institute such a policy. The Social 


Security Department could support the idea 
through changes in benefit arrangements. 
The responsibility would—and should—be 
more widely shared. 

' The way- that single parent benefits 
complement housing policy is part of the 
explanation for the three-fold rise in their 
cost since 1979. At present, local authorities 
- are obliged to house “homeless" single 
parent families as a priority. This means 
that motherhood automatically puts a 
woman (however young) at the top of a 
coupidfc housing list providing that her 
parents say that they-have evicted her foam 
tiie family hqme. Housing benefit then 
covfcrs’ lOb fca? cent ofthe tent and the 
mother automatically receives long term 
income support- All qf this can make having 
a baby look like a ticket to independence. By 
offering comprehensive support only outside 
of tiie ptoental home, the welfare system is 
contributing to the isolation of unmarried 
mothers. 

A social services culture has grown up 
which presents angle parenthood as an 
alternative lifestyle which may be chosen.as 
a matter of right The benefit system 
■ implicitly appears.to condone such a choice 
by making ft economically viable. Mr Lilley 
will be helped in his costcutting this y ear by 
his close ideological ties with the Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury, Michael Portillo. 
He may be hindered by the new more 
“political” cultureemanating from the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. But the debate 
must take place — openly and rationally, 
with maximum light amd minimum heat 
and an awareness that the social cost of 
encouraging single parenthood may be as 
great as. or greater than, the financial one.

Being less childish, they never spit and 
seldom swear at tiie umpire or abuse their 
equipment They are more sporting, more 
generous in victory, less petulant in defeat- 
meeting with triumph and disaster, and 
treating those two impostors just the same.

China’s hand in 
Hong Kong’s fate

Sir. In your leading article of June 29. 
“Reminder to Peking™, you righdy 
stressed zhe critical and urgent nature 
of yesterdays meeting of the Cabinet 
committee on Hong Kong Todays 
outcome, that the foreign secretary 
will visit Peking “to set the essentials", 
will be widely welcomed. 

The economy of Haig Kong is 
already so integrated with China that 
the committee will in reality be 
reviewing Britain's policy towards 
China — a country unbelievably 
changed since the 1984 agreement and 
now deficatelv poised at the break¬ 
through stage. 

Whatever we think of Mr Chris 
Patten's strategy, the result of his first 
year is something less than beneficial 
for the smooth progress of Hong 
Kong and its longer-term inter¬ 
national standing. The people of 
Hong Kong see that its net result is to 
leave the British government at the 
mercy of Peking for their economic 
development beyond 1997. and China 
effectively helpless in matters this side 
of 1997 if Britain chooses to be 
fractious — so much so that China 
apparently contemplates the creation 
of a shadow administration, however 
strongly it may deny the fact. 

Hang Kong cannot tolerate the 
absurd and dangerous prospect of jwd 
parallel administrations. Parallel 
lines tend not to converge. The lesson 
from our decolonisation is that we 
have to allow those who will be the 
masters to educate themselves. 

Hang Kang and our China policy 
wifi be well served if ministers deride 
on two points. The first is to reiterate 
their belief in the 1984 agreement, not 
only as fixed policy but also one which 
both parties wifi observe in spirit as in 
letter. In that spirit, the second 
decision would be to prepare for a 
seamless transfer at the flag change. 

If there is a Peking fox. shoot it now. 
Widen the Peking talks to put the en¬ 
tire machinery of government and not 
only the constitution of the Legislative 
Coundl as the first item. Invite Peking 
to assist in the preparation of the 
administration for the final years of 
transition and beyond. 

The point would be to lead to the 
appointment of a governor and the 
three senior officials acceptable to 
both sovereign parties, say, at the end 
of 1995, who would thus form the 
executive — for the govemmoit of 
Hong Kong will remain executive in 
form—before and after 1997.

Sir, The prime ministers remarks in 
the House of Commons (report, June 
16. early editions}, that it "beggars 
briief" _ ihat the numbers needing 
invalidity benefit could have doubled 
in the past eight years, have triggered 
wide and often iff-informed debate. 

Some people conclude thai the 
increase represents scroungers and 
malingerers, others thai the medical 
profession is nor doing its job prop¬ 
erty. Others assert that people are 
befog “persuaded" to claim as sick 
rather than as unemployed, to reduce 
the unemployment numbers. 

Much of what is bring said is 
offensive and alarming to sick and 
disabled people receiving invalidity 
benefit. Yer thee are logical reasons 
why the numbers are increasing. 

First, we know from figures in the 
National Audit Office 1989 report, 
updated by later figures from the 
Department of Social Security, that 
the numbers claiming for the first 
rime every year have not changed 
much since the early !9S0s. 

Because this is a benefit for me¬ 
dium-term or long-term incapacity, 
some people will recover and return to 
work, but others will not. So the 
numbers on this kind of benefit 
inevitably accumulate. And if jobs are 
in short supply, ir will be harder for 
people in poor health or with disabil¬ 
ities to compete with unemployed 
people who are fit. So it takes longer to 
get back to wark. 

Second. we know that the number 
of women on invalidity benefit has 
increased along with their growing 
presence in the labour force. Before 
1977, most working married women 
paid reduced national insurance 
contributions and so had reduced 
rights. Now they pay full contribu¬ 
tions and have acquired rights to 
invalidity benefit when they need it an 
the same basis as working men—and 
rightly so. 

Third, the published figures show 
that more than 70 per cent of people 
on Ihe benefit are aged 50 or older. 
Most of these came onto benefit after 
the age of 50 and are men and women 
whose health has declined after years 
of work. In times of high unemploy¬ 
ment they tend to be squeezed out of 
the labour force because of poor 
sickness records, and have the great¬ 
est difficulty in getting back to work. 

There may be a need to tidy up 
some benefit procedures. If people are 
being pushed into claiming as side 
rather than as unemployed, this 


should stop. Bui to make sick and 
disabled people the target of expen¬ 
diture cuts by deliberate action to 

reduce theft rights to benefit, or to cut 
the amount of their already limited 
benefit, is not acceptable. All of than 
have a right to be treated with dignity 
and justice. Anything less is demean¬ 
ing to us alL

Having stated its intention of 
reducing the number of people claim¬ 
ing invalidity benefit, the government 
has now announced changes to the 
way it supports disabled people in 
employment that will in effect force 
even more disabled people into depen¬ 
dency on benefits (Hansard. June 22). 

From April next year employers 
will have to make a contribution of 50 
per cent towards the costs of support 
such as special equipment, assistance 
with lank to work for people for 
whom public transport is inaccessible, 
and the personal reader service for 
blind people, which is currently paid 
for in full by dte Department of 
Employment. 

This proposal effectively penalises 
those employers who are positive 
about employing disabled people, 
white those who discriminate and fail 
to fulfil the requirements of the 
Disabled Persons (Employment) Act 
1944 to employ a 3 per cent quota of 
disabled people make no contribution. 

The government has a staled policy 
of using persuasion and education to 
encourage employers to take on more 
disabled people. Creating a position 
where emptojing a disabled person is 
mare expensive than employing a 
non-disabled person is a direct 
contradiction of that policy. 

By seeking to pay for new services 
by cutting resources from existing 
ones, the Government undermines afi 
the available support and does untold 
damage to the employment prospects 
of disabled people.

Safety in coaches 

From Mr T. R. Cedi 
Sir, The reason why seat belts are not 
fitted to most coach seats, as called far 
by Dr Christine Laine (letter. June 28), 
is that they are unlikely to have sig¬ 
nificant safety* benefits. Annual deaths 
of seated coach passengers seldom 
reach high single figures (in some 
years there are none). Very few deaths 
would be prevented by seat belts. 

Because of its construction, pass¬ 
engers in a ten-ton coach are far safer 
than those in a one-ton car, and suffer 
very differem forces in an actidem. 
Therefore, the protection require¬ 
ments differ. The only practical bdt in 
a wide-bodied coach is the lap type, 
which may be appropriate for aircraft 
crash-landing at three times the speed 
of a coach ana with prior warning, al¬ 
lowing passengers to adopt the best 
position. They are not ideal for road 
vehicles. 

Since 1988 coaches have had belts 
fitted to protect front-seal passengers. 
Other passengers are protected by 
padded energy-absorbmt seats in 


front of them, specifically designed to 
reduce injury to a “loose body". Lap 
belts would increase the number of 
spinal and abdominal injuries. 

The safety aspects of coach travel, 
and particularly the transport of 
childr en, are studied continuously, 
not only by the industry but also by 
academics and organisations such as 
the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents. In the light of these studies, 
considerable improvements are con¬ 
stantly being made to seat design, for 
instance, and bodty strength.

AC 
m CMG, OBE. Australian surgeon 
111 ^ and war hero who cared for 

Irfft. prisoners of war on the notorious 
Burma railway, died in a 
Melbourne hospital yesterday 
\ aged 85. He was born in 
Wangaraita, in the sate of

• impassively counted out the thirty 
.. seconds “grace” in which he might 

■ ; #npose himself for death. At the last 

• - second he was reprieved, but during 

this terrible ordeal, as he recalled: “I 
'pined for a cyanide prill” 
r • Such mental and physical torment 
continued almost daily, but Dunlop 
refused to be cowed. Treating wounds 
often with the most p rimi tive of 

• surgical instruments which he impro¬ 
vised from whatever came to hand, he 
was. throughout those years of appall- 
ing privation on the infamous railway, 
an inspiration to thousands of men 
who might otherwise have abandoned 
all hope. 

His efforts belied the nickname 

• which he bore through life and by 
. which he was universally known. It 

naturally had nothing to do with the 
deportment of this energetic man. In 
feet it arose through one of the more 
bathetic puns ever to have inflicted a 
jgobriquer on an individual. In youth. 
Rfis surname apparently gave rise to 
.. thoughts of a certain brand of tyre in 
the minds of his fellows. Tyre, in its 
turn, metamorphosed into tired-, and 
. ~ thus the most inappropriate of nick¬ 
names was born — and stuck fast 

■ --- Ernest Edward Dunlop was the son 

of a fanner and grew up at Sheepwash 
‘ Creek, in the northeast comer of 
• ; — Victoria. He was educated at Benafla 
. f High school and Victoria College of 
‘Pharmacy, Melbourne, before contm- 
uing his medical education at Mel¬ 
bourne University and St Barth-, 
olomews hospital. London. 

After house appointments at the 
Royal Melbourne Hospital and a year 
at the Royal Children’s Hospital, 
Melbourne, he came to London to the 
postgraduate medical school arHam- 

_. mersmith in 1938. In J939 he was 

appointed a specialist surgeon to the 
emergency medical services at St 
Mary’s Hospital Paddington. 

Before the war he had been a 
member of Australia’s part-time mili- .

tia, and when war broke out he took a 
commission in the Royal Australian 
Army Medical Corps where he was to 
spend the next six years, rising to the 
rank of colonel In 1941 Dunlop served 
in Greece. Crete and North Africa. 
Then, in 1942, be was sent to Java as 
part of a hastily-organised unit thrown 
into the Dutch East Indies to try to 
prevent them tram felling into the 
hands of the Japanese. As the Japanese 
advanced ir was open to Dunlop to be 
evacuated, but he refused, saying that 
it was his duty to stay with die 
•wounded in his hospital. 

Taken prisoner, he was transported 
for forced labour in Burma and Siam. 
There, as leader of the PoWs in a camp 
on the Burma-Siam border, for the 
next three years he became the 
inspiration and instrument of physical 
and spiritual survival to die thousands 
of captives toiling in atrocious condi¬ 
tions on the railway designed to link 
the two countries.. In the words of a 
fellow PdW: “When despair and death 
reached for us. Weary Dunlop stood 
fast, a lighthouse of sanity in a 
universe of madness and suffering”. 
Through his bearing in the face of 
sharedprivation, and by the ingenuity 
with which he improvised medical care 
for them. Dunlop helped his fellow 
prisoners to endure die unendurable. 
Finally.' on August 16.1945. gaunt and 
emaciated as they were, the prisoners 
learnt that die Japanese had surren¬ 
dered and that then: sufferings were to •. 
have an end. ”7 . 

-. Affer the war Dunlap stayed in 
Thailand for some time.’flaying a 
major rolein haptog repatriate PoWs! 
Then, back in Australia, he continued 
his medical career and ih 1967 he 
became consultant surgeon to the 


Royal Melbourne Hospital. He was a 
particular expen on cancer and his 
bode Carcinoma of the Oesophagus: 
Reflections upon Surgical Treatment 
was published in 1960. He was also 
concerned with alcoholism and drug 
addiction and chaired a number of 
committees dealing with the problem 
in his home state as well as being 
patron of die Australian Foundation 
on Alcoholism and Drug Dependency. 

He was active in the international 
community, particularly among the 
developing nations of the Far East 
After die Colombo Plan for economic 
and social development in Asia and the 
Pacific was established in 1950 he 
served as its adviser for Thailand and 
Ceylon, 1956. and for India, 196D64. 
He was also instrumental in die 
launching of the Dunlop/Boon Pong 
Medical Exchange Foundation be¬ 
tween Thailand and Australia, estab¬ 
lished in 1986 in honour of those who 
had worked on the Burma-Siam 
railway. This was one among many 
contributions he made to the health 
and welfare of populations across Asia 
and he was an honorary fellow of a 
number of national colleges erf Sur¬ 
geons throughout the region in recog¬ 
nition of his work. ■ - 

When Australia committed troops to 
the Vietnam war in die latter 1960s 
Dunlop donned uniform again. In 1969 
he went id South Vietnam as leader of 
die Australian surgical team there. 

One of his principal interests was the 
effects of their war experiences on the 
soldiers he lad tended in Burma. He 
worked, hard to better the plight of 
returning ‘ PbWs, many of whom 
needed support and counselling for 
long after they had returned home. 
Among die many state and national 


organisations through which he car¬ 
ried out this work was the Prime 
Minister’s PbW Relief Fund, of which 
he was chairman. In 1986 the govern¬ 
ment of Australia announced that a 
Melbourne research foundation to 
study war veterans’ needs was to be 
named after him. 

Dunlop was a fine sportsman. He 
was a university Blue in both boxing 
and rugby football and was capped at 
rugby for Australia twice against New 
Zealand, in 1932 and 1934. While 
working as a surgeon in London he 
played for the Barbarians in 1939. 

In 1986 he published The War 
Diaries of Weary Dunlop. These 
consisted of nates which he had made 
in Burma at the time of his captivity 
and. remarkably, had managed to 
conceal from the Japanese. They 
amounted to a unique contemporane¬ 
ous record of conditions an the railway 
there. 

Appointed OBE for his war work in 
1947, he was created CMG in J965 and 
knighted for his services to medicine in 
1969. He was appointed a Companion 
of the Order of Australia fAC) in 1987. 

Dunlop was a robust individual who 
seemed to epitomise much that is 
characteristic of the Australian mental¬ 
ity. He could be relied on as a stalwart 
“male” when the going got tough. To 
the end he remained devoted to the 
comer of Victoria where he had been 
bom and remained closely involved in 
the affairs of his state. Throughout his 
life he was sustained by a simple but 
strong Christian faith. He never bore a 
grudge against his captors for the 
suffering they had inflicted. 

Dunlop married, in 1945, Helen 
Fterguson. She died three years ago and 
their two sons survive him.

! His account of Mafia life

At his initiation in 1947 
in Los Angeles, he said, there 
were SO men in the room and a 
gun and sword on a table. The 
sword was used to draw blood 
and then he kissed each mem¬ 
ber an the cheek. 

Fratianno was considered a 
skilled prosecution witness 
who would spend days pre¬ 
paring for trials. His graphic 
accounts of mob “hits.” were 
delivered in maner-of-fact 
tones. Life in the mob was 
simple but deadly, he told an 
interviewer. “When the boss 
tells you to do something, you 
do it. You don’t do it they kill 
you” 

. He later said he became a 
government witness when he 
was confronted with murder 
charges in a Cleveland car¬ 
bombing and learnt at the 
same time that the Los Ange¬ 
les mob had put a $100,000 
contract on him. 

Bom in Naples. Fratianno 
moved to the US as a young

LORD BURNHAM 


Lord Burnham, 5th 
baron, soldier and saflor, 
died on June 18 aged 72. 
He was born on October 
22.1920. 

I BENEATH the slightly seri¬ 
ous. bespectacled and bearded 
exterior of Lord Burnham was 
a man of immense charm and 
joie de vivre. He was a keen 
saDor, and an outstanding 
navigator and helmsman, 
only rejected for the crew of 
the America’s Cup contender 
Sceptre because of his age. 

He was chairman of the Sail 
Training Association for 17 
years and devoted himself to 
getting hundreds of young 
people to sea, cutting across 
national and cultural bound¬ 


aries in die cause of interna- ' 

ticraal sporting friendship- - 

William Edward ,. Harry 
Lawson was the son of die 4th 
Lord Burnham. He was a 
King’s Scholar at Eton, where • 
despite being noted more for . 
the permanent smudge of ink 
on his collar than for his 
athletic abilities, he laid the 
foundations of some long 
friendships. 

At 19. on the outbreak erf the 
second world war, he went to 
France with his territorial 
regiment, the Royal Bucks 
Yeomanry. He returned with 
them via Dunkirk. In 1941 he 
transferred into the Scots 
Guards, his family regiment, 
and fought with them in the 
desert and in ltaly. After die 


war. he stayed on for a 
distinguished career, during 
wind) be commanded the 1st 
Battalion in Germany and 
England from 1959 to 1962 
-The highlight of his command 
was when his battalion won 
the Lawson cup — the major 
athletic championship of the 
Household Division — which 
was that year presented by 
Burnham’s grandfather. 

Burnham was a natural 
soldier and enjoyed his time in 
the Army but he also had a 
strong sense of family duty. 
When his father died in 1963 
he inherited die family home 

— Hall Banv Buckingham¬ 
shire. which was built fry the 
poet, Edmund Waller in 1660 

— then in urgent need of 


restoration. Burnham took, 
early retirement in 1968 and 
brought foe house back to its 

original glory. 

He believed in teamwork. 
"The great tiling about being a 
soldier” , he would say “is 
working with people who are 
all on the same side. You all 
work to the same end, unlike 
the business world" — an 
attitude which made him fam¬ 
ously easy to work with. 

He served on the Bench as a 
JP for 20 years until 1990. was 
a deputy lieutenant of Buck¬ 
inghamshire, president of the 
local’British Legion branch, 
patron of many local endeav¬ 
ours and organisations, and 
as a Freemason since 1950. 
rose to be Provincial Grand 
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Master of Buckinghamshire. 
He was also chairman of the 
Masonic Housing Associ¬ 
ation. which provides shel¬ 
tered housing. 

In 1970 he helped to orga¬ 
nise the International Sailing 
Training Race, now called the 
Cutty Sark Tall Ships Race, 
and persuaded various coun¬ 
tries including Russia and the 
Eastern Woe. to participate. 

He persuaded them to adopt 
the "Cruise in Company" 
Scheme, whereby they mixed 
the crews up. “A Cruise in 
Company is like the sailing 
Olympics but without the 
politics." These cruises are 
not. in feet, competitive. He 
was a hard working member 
of the Royal Ocean Raring 
Chib, a former Commodore of 
the Household Division Yacht 
Chib, and many others. 

As a friend, he was a good 
listener, a wise counsellor and 
a wonderful companion. A 
schoolmaster wrote of him in a 
report in 1932“Bill is living his 
usual absorbed and enthusias¬ 
tic life. It must be pleasant to 
enjoy living as much as Bill 
does". 

He is survived by his wife 
Anne, whom he married in 
1942, and by their three 
daughters (a son pr ed ecea s ed 
him). The title passes to his 
brother, the Hon Hugh John 
Frederick Lawson. 


boy for demonstrating to on¬ 
lookers how he could outrun 
police officers “fast as a wea¬ 
sel" after stealing fruit from 
street vendors. 

He was one of the first 
recipients of protection under 
a federal government witness 
programme. In return for 
regular testimony in 
organised crime cases, he 
received a new name, a new 
identity, a new address and 
$100,000 a year living 
expenses. 

But in 1987. almost ten years 
after he first turned informer, 
the US Justice Department 
derided to curtail his living 
expenses, on the ground that 
even ex-Mafia informants 
were expected to try to earn an 
honest living eventually. 

FYananno was not pleased : 
“I am a dead man." he told a 
news agency. “They just threw 
me out on the (expletive de¬ 
leted) street I put 30 guys 
away, six of them bosses and 
now the whole world is look¬ 
ing for me. I'm 74 years old. 
Where am I going to work at 
my age?" 


In fact, financially, 
Fratianno had put his under¬ 
world experiences to good use 
after leaving the mob. writing 
two books about his life and 
times as a mobster and ap¬ 
pearing on television talk 
shows. His books. The Mob: 
Vengeance is Mine and The 
Last Mafioso were illustrated 
with pictures of him with 
celebrities including Frank 
Sinatra. He claimed that the 
Mafia had infiltrated politics 
right up to the White House, 
and estimated its income from 
illegal activities at more than 
£50 billion. After losing his 
government income, Frat¬ 
ianno went on television to 
appeal to the authorities to let 
him leave the country. 

“My life is in grave danger,” 
he said. The Mob have a 
contract out on me and they 
mean to carry it through." 

Just how long he waited 
fearing that the next knock at 
his door might presage a 
violent death is not clear. His 
wife said he had been suffer¬ 
ing for some time from 
Alzheimer's disease. 


LORD JOICEY 


Lord Joicey, 4th baron, 
country landowner, died 
on June 14 aged 68. He 
was bom on February 28. 

1925. 

MICHAEL JOICEY was said 
to be the perfect country 
gentleman, putting bade into 
the land what he took out of it 
His polity was one of con¬ 
servation. which he practised 
throughout his 15,000 acres of 
Northumberland, inherited 
from his coal-owning 
forebears. 

His grandfather, a promi¬ 
nent northern Liberal MP. 
had been made a baronet 100 
years ago. the barony follow¬ 
ing in 1906. But after caking 
his seat in the Lords on 
succeeding his father in 1966. 
Michael Joicey let his fellow 
peers get on with it and 
returned to the northern land¬ 
scapes which he cherished. 

There he not only managed 
his estates, near the Scottish 
border, but became an author¬ 
ity upon their teeming wild 
life. He built up the rural 
economy by encouraging the 
growth of crafts and cottage 
industries, making; use of 
empty houses and term build¬ 
ings. and by establishing a 
burgeoning trade in local 
tourism. 

One of his more spectacular 
achievements was the restora¬ 
tion of Heatherslaw corn mill, 
a double-wheeled water mill 
on the River Till which now 
grinds corn with the same 



machinery and grindstones 
that were used when it opened 
in the 1840s. He even built a 
light railway to bring visitors 
from Etal — one of two whole 
villages on his estates. 

Another was the preserva¬ 
tion of Lady Waterford Hall, a 
former village school opened 
in the last century by Lady 
Waterford, the widowed artist 
who devoted the last 23 years 
of her life to painting murals 
of biblical scenes on the school 
walls. Joicey wrote a book 
about her unique masterpiece 
— now a village hall. 

Yet Michael Joicey was not 
born to inherit The younger 
son of the 3rd Lord Joicey, he 
did so only after his elder 
brother died of wounds re¬ 
ceived at Salerno in the second 
world war. Educated first at 
Eton, where he was captain of 


the Oppidans, he himself 
joined die Coldstream Guards 
shortly after his brother's 
death and served with the 1st 
Battalion in the later stages of 
the war, crossing the Rhine 
with the allies into Germany. 

Leaving the Army as a 
captain in 1947 he wenr up to 
Christ Church. Oxford, then 
joined Price Waterhouse to 
train as an accountant But 
accountancy was only a 
means to an end — which was 
the successful management of 
the family estates. He re¬ 
turned to the home farm to 
help his father in 1953. moving 
into Etal Manor on inheriting 
the title 13 years later. 

He soon became deeply 
involved in local charities and 
organisations, particularly the 
boy scours and the church. He 
was made a deputy lieutenant 
for Northumberland eight 
years ago and served for 20 
years from 1954 as master of 
the North Northumberland 
hunt. But Lord Joicey was a 
shy, retiring man with no 
great love of towns and public 
fife. He sought to be a caring 
custodian of the countryside 
and a kind and accessible 
landlord to his tenants — and 
was at his happiest among 
them. He died, not inappropri¬ 
ately. while our mowing grass 
beside the River Till. 

He is survived by his wife 
Elizabeth and by two sons and 
a daughter. His elder son 
James succeeds him as the 5th 
Lord Joicev.

Golden era of 
food retailing 
growth is over 
says Asda chief

THE golden era of growth for 
Britain’s food retailers is com¬ 
ing to an end as saturation 
finally takes hold, according to 
Archie Norman, chief execu¬ 
tive of Asda, tiie supermarket 
group. 

Mr Norman, who was 
brought in to revive the ailing 
group in 1991. unveiled better 
than expected pre-tax profits 
of £142.1 minion for the year to 
May 1,1993, compared with a

In marked contrast to lead¬ 
ing food retailers, such as 
Sainsbury. Tesco and Argyll 
which have consistently dis¬ 
missed suggestions that the 
industry is reaching satura¬ 
tion point, Mr Norman blunt¬ 
ly said: “The halcyon days of 
food retailing in this country 
are over." 

With the leading players 
investing about £2 bull an in 
new stores over the next few 
years, Mr Norman believes 
gross margins will inevitably 
decline as competition in¬ 
creases. “I find it surprising 
that other practitioners pre¬ 
tend it is not happening." he 
said. 

However, he insists this 
does not necessarily mean 
lower profits. He said: "Our 
objective is to create a business 
capable of sustained growth in 
this environment" 

Turnover at Asda Stores 
grew £88 million to £4.4 
bniian last year with a 3 per 
cent increase in like-for-fike 
sales as the benefits of the 
group's “Asda Price" cam¬ 
paign. directed at establishing 
the group as Britain's leading 
value-for-money national 
superstore chain, filtered 
through.

The company’s 
shares jumped 25p to 340p, 5p 
below the cash terms on offer, 
making it easy for Rentokil’s 
brokers to stand in the market 
and offer 345p cash a share, as 
permitted under City rules. 

Clive Thompson. Rentokil^ 
chief executive, said he had 
spoken to institutional share¬ 
holders in the past few weeks 
since the first bid. which 
gained few acceptances, and 
they had intimated that the 
issue was one of price. 

The stake was bought in the 
market from 12 institutions. 
Before the bid. 90 per cent of 
the shares were held by 31 
firms, with leu of them con¬ 
trolling over half the stock. Mr 
Thompson said in the 48-hour 
run-up to the revised bid he

had repeatedly tried to contact 
the Securiguard management 
but had been rebuffed. 

The cost of the bid would 
come from Rentokil’s existing 
cash balances, or from bor¬ 
rowings that would cost about 
6 per cent in interest charges a 
year.

what £76 million will cost us.” 
Mr Thompson said. On ana¬ 
lysts’ forecasts, even before 
better-than-expected interim 
figures from Securiguard this 
week, the bid would be slightly 
eaznings-enhanring for the 
rest of the latter’s financial 
year, he added. But Rentokil is 


a more cautious 
approach, saying the bid 
should merely be earrrings- 
neutral over foe same period.

Ar the end of a 24-month campaign, 
i? 1 r , Leec ? bis supporters torpedoed 
die Scottish lobby, two leading industrial 
groups and, it is claimed, stniK ministeri¬ 
al commitments by persuading the gov- 
emmmt to award the E5 trillion contract 
to refit Trident submarines to the 
J J?f™? 0 P 0rt RoyaI Dockyard, in Plymouth. 
* Workers at the rival Rosyth yard, in Hie. 
on the north shore of the Krth of Ruth, 
are still nursing a sense of anger and 
betrayal. 

That is not hard to understand- But for 
this 48-year-old shipbuilder's son from 
Barrow-tn-Purr^ss, the future of the 
Scottish yard and the 4,300 it employs 
would be secure for decades. Until Mr 
Leece sent an unsolicited offer to refit the 
Trident vessels to the defence ministry two 
years ago, Rosyth was assured of the 
work. Now the future of the Scottish yard 
hangs on a ministerial pledge to ensure 
that alternative surface ship refurbish¬ 
ment comes their way for a wfrfle. 

In Plymouth, though, they speak of the 
chief executive of Devonport Manage¬ 
ment Limited {DML) with gratitude. 
Mentioning this brings a reaction aWn to 
embarrassment “That is for others to 
say," mumbles Mr Leece, eyes veering 
; away. 

Mr Leece was not a papular man when 
he first came to Plymouth six years ago. 
His brief, as bead of the firm which had 
just won the contract to . pm Europe’s 
biggest dockyard complex, was to intro¬ 
duce commercial efficiency to an opera¬ 
tion grown flabby on decades of Spanish 
practices. Moreover, he was to do so at a 
time when defence cutbacks and engineer¬ 
ing improvements were reducing die 
amount of work available. So he began 
with die brown envelopes. In less than six ' 
years, 6,000 employees have been, shed, 
paring the workforce.to 5,400. 

But overmanning was just a symptom. 
“The yard was 15 to 20-yeaxs behind the 
times in terms of altitudes to people, 
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wrote on the rig design won him his 
prized qualification as a chartered engi¬ 
neer. A woodcut showing its principles 
forms a paperweight on his desk. 

Three years as engineering manager at 
Brown & Root (UK) complete the path to 
Devonport. Brown & Root is a one-third 
partner in DML, along with Weir Group 
and BICC. 

The Devonport battle, he readily ad¬ 
mits. has beat lough. He is looking 
forward to a holiday. “You don’t realise 
just how tired you arc until it is over.” he 
says.

Yvonne, wonts in the yard’s 
personnel department, the other in the 
graphics department of a local news¬ 
paper. Mr Lecce says that although they 
don’t hold h against him. hrs career moves 
disrupted their education. Looking back, 
he says: "I should have thought more 
about the total family.” It is a sentiment 
not uncommon among those who have 
slogged their way up the hard way. Mr 
Leece also regrets not spending more time 
in the Lake District, where he is fond of 
walking. 

Not that he will have much time on his 
hands in the years to crane. If he stays at 
DML. as he insists he intends, there will 
be further job losses, the development of 
the Trident facility and an aggressive 
programme of bidding for surface ship 
refits offered for competitive tender to 
manage. 

On the day that Devonport won the 
Trident deal, Mr Leece was carried 
shoulder high through the yard by some 
of his workers. He believes starting as an 
apprentice has given him “an understand¬ 
ing of some of the concerns and abilities 
and limitations of some of the people out 
there who do the bulk of the work". 
Diffident at the outset in his dealings with 
outsiders, local observers say he has 
emerged from the campaign as a leader in 
the community which now accepts him as 
one of its own. 

Expectations have been created: within 
his area, Mr Leece appears ready to 
deliver. “I think the squeeze on the defence 
budget is such that sensible ideas are 
bong received enthusiastically by the 
ministry of defence," he says. “There are 
more things we can do to deliver better 
value to our customer “ Mike Leece has 
not finished making waves.

portance. The customer is marooned 
in a financial underclass that limits 
their life. Employers, unable to pay 
even casual staff in cash, send 
cheques that have to go through a 
building society savings account if 
the worker has no bank account It 
often takes ten days before money 
can be drawn. 

Apply again in a year's time, the 
banks tell toe customers, whose 
credit scoring criteria show them as 
feckless- No wonder so many people 
have only a building society savings 
account and queue up to get money 
cut several times a week. 

A report from the National Associ¬ 
ation of Citizens Advice Bureaux 
says that banks and building soci¬ 
eties should provide reasons for 
refusing or closing an account It 
may be that when a customer knows 
what the problem is that they can do 
something to allay the fears of the 
branch manager. NACAB feels the 
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Lindsay Cook 
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code is failing to protect customers. 
Could this be because the banks are 
still out of touch with their public? 

Safely on the other side of the 
glass screen, tellers do not appear to 
recognise file overwhelming embar¬ 
rassment when they alert a whole 
queue to the fact that the cash 
required cannot be withdrawn. It 
may be that the account has plenty 
of money, fait that no notice has 
been given of the cash withdrawal, 
or there may be some other technical 
detail. Customers may not always 
follow the stria rales of their 
accounts, but they do not deserve 
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Poor prospects despite 
pensions ‘revolution’

FIVE years after the much 
vaunted pensions “revolu¬ 
tion”, intended to encourage 
people to make their own pro¬ 
vision, a warning has been is¬ 
sued that up to half the work¬

The warning comes amid 
widespread concern that the 
government’s attempts to art 
the cost of state pensions have 
instead cost it billions of 
pounds and resulted chiefly in , 
a bonanza for salesmen eager 
to earn large commissions 
selling personal pension 
plans.

which they were launched. . . 

The rebates, which cost 
mare than £9 bflfion between 
1988 and 1993 and saved only 
£3 billion, have now been re¬ 
duced. This means that less 
money is §oing into the per¬ 
sonal pension from die state. 
So successful was the govern: 
merit campaign to privatise 
pensions that only 25 per cent 
of workers are now in the state 
top-up scheme, although 
many who are not should be 
considering a return to it 

Women over 40 and men 
over 48 are usually better off in 
Serps. It is not, however, in die 
interest of salesmen to tell 
their customers to return to 
the state scheme, so some may 
not have been informed. 

It is also not in salesmen's 
interest to tell people they 
would do better to stay in their 
company scheme than trans¬ 
fer into a personal p ension . 
The Life Assurance and Unit 
Trust Regulatory Organis¬ 
ation is investigating the mis- 
seliing of personal pensions. It 
has discovered an increase m 
the number of policifis lapsing, 

which might indicate that 
policies were sold to people 
wrongly- ' _ 

Companies were asked to 
detail how many personal 
pensions taken out by people 
previously in an occupational 
scheme, had lapsed during the 
third quarter of 1992. The 
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National Association of Pen¬ 
sion Funds (NAPE} in. its sub¬ 
mission to Sir Brian Jenkins in 
die run-up to die formation of 
the Personal Investment" Au¬ 
thority, has called far an extra 
licence to be required by pen¬ 
sion salesmen before they can 
sell these plans. Lautro is con¬ 
cerned about the number of 
people being sold policies and 
encouraged to transfer from 
occupational schemes when 
they would be better off stay¬ 
ing with a company scheme. 

Since persona] pensions 
were launched, employees 
have been able to choose 
whether to jean a compan y 
pension scheme. A growing 
number are choosing no t to. 
The NAPF, whic h repr esents 
pension schemes with seven 
million members, has seen the 
number of new employees 
joining yhemea fall from 100 
per cent ro S! per cent In, 
companies where employees 


have to make a conscious 
decision to join the pension 
scheme, only 74 per cent sign 
up. Others require new staff to 
opt out Same of die people 
who do not join will have an 

to 

cancel, but employers suspect 
many others are making no 
provision at afl. 

In some cases, people may 
not join a pension scheme 
because of financial pressures 
canted by die recession. Those 
who do not join company 
pension schemes are usually 
turning away a sizeable contri¬ 
bution to the scheme on their 
behalf. 

Few employers will make 
contributions to personal pen¬ 
sion plans for employees so 
the employer benefits from not 
having to hand over typically 
10 per cent of gross salary or 
more to the company scheme. 
Tbal means the individual 


who chooses a personal pen¬ 
sion. has to put in probabJy 
three times as much to equal 
the amount that he would 
have to pay to an occupational 

scheme. 

In addition, company pen¬ 
sion schemes usually offer 
death-in-service insurance of 
up to four times their annual 
salary and possibly more. 

Many have been frightened 
off company schemes fay the 
penalties paid by early leavers 
an defined benefit schemes. 
The NAPF estimates that by 
2020, die basic annual state 
pension will be equal to the 
average monthly wage packet 
Sops would double this. In 
the past ten years, it has 
dropped from 22 per cent of 
average earnings to 17 per 
rent. 

This will mean a big drop in 
income for those who have not 
made any pension provision, 
says the Association.

The banks recognised that 
confidentiality was important to 
customers, but few customers have 
perceived any difference in the way 
they are treated. Instead of their 
addresses being passed to insurance 
subsidiaries, now the branches mail 
out the insurance material to cus¬ 
tomers that have been identified as 
potential customers. 

1 Bank customers now have to give 
express consent for their account 
details to be passed to an investment 
subsidiary of a bank.

forms for accounts make sure that 
this consent is given at the outset, or 
competitions are promoted for cus¬ 
tomers that require such express 
consent as a condition of entry. 

Hardly in the spirit of tine code, 
but banks point out that they are in 
business to make a profit They can 
dose an account without explana¬ 
tion or send a letter to customers 
telling them to write no more 
cheques, not because they are over 
their borrowing limit but because 
the bank is withdrawing the service. 
Pity the customer away from home 
with a cheque book as the only 
means of paying. 

Warning note 

Y et again, life offices have had 
to have it spelt out to them by 
their regulator that they can¬ 
not sell customers wonderful sound¬ 
ing policies without explaining the 
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risks involved. The latest wizard 
wheeze to be promoted ljy life com¬ 
panies is a concept rather bizarrely 
known as “staggered vesting” or 
phased retirement. This is essen¬ 
tially a means of encashing pan of a 
pension fund every year over a per¬ 
iod of time to buy a series of annu¬ 
ities instead of using the fond on 
retirement to buy a single annuity. 

It has not escaped the notice of the 
Life Assurance Unit Trust Regu¬ 
latory Organisation that marketing 
literature often plays down such 
risks as falls in annuity rates and in 
investment return on the money still 
in the fond waiting to be encashed, 
as well as glossing over the higher 
cost of staggered vesting. It has now 
issued a bulletin warning life offices 
that they must not sweep these 
under the carpet 

Lautro had to issue similar warn¬ 
ings over misleading marketing of 
last year's flavour of the month, 
with-profits bonds. Companies seem 
incapable, or unwilling, or both, of 
marketing policies honestly. N'o 
wonder they worry about their pub¬ 
lic image. 


THOUSANDS of people who 
took out personal pensions in 
July 1988 could find they are 
not allowed to continue mak¬ 
ing contributions after nexi 
month if they do net tel! their 
insurer they are still eligible 
for tax relief. 

Under Revenue rules, no 
one is allowed to have a per¬ 
sonal pension — apart from 
those sold to receive rebates 
from the state scheme — and 
be a member of an occupa¬ 
tional scheme at the same 
time, because they would be 
getting two lots of tax relief. 

The self-employed and those 
who either choose not to join a 
company scheme or are not 
eligible, can get tax relief at 
thter highest marginal rate mi 
contributions to personal pen¬ 
sion schemes. Someone under 
35 can put up to 175 per cent of 
net earnings into a scheme. An 
estimated 45 million people 
have personal pensions. 

When file first new-style 
personal pensions were sold 
five years ago. the Revonie 
made it dear to insurers that 
they would be expected to 
contact filter policyholders ev¬ 
ery five years to check they 
were still eligible. Anyone who 
has joined a company scheme 
since taking out a personal 
pension, should have stopped

paying new contributions to 
the personal pension. 

Policyholders have to fill in 
a form confirming they are 
still eligible and return it 
within 33 days of their pension 
anniversary. The form must 
be filled in even if circum¬ 
stances have not changed. If it 
is not. insurers will not be able 
to take any more contributions 
and poUoes will be paid up. 

Many people who pay regu¬ 
larly by direct debit may not 
realise for some time that 
premiums are not being de¬ 
ducted, insurers fear. 

Insurers started writing 
three months ago to those 
whose fifth pension aimiversar 
ry fells this month. They will 
continue to do this on a roQing 
basis as more policyholders 
reach that anniversary. 

But in some cases, nearly 
half the policyholders contact¬ 
ed have failed to respond with 
file completed form, while in 


others a third have not replied. 
Only the employed are bring 
contacted because self-em¬ 
ployed people would not have 
the option of joining a com¬ 
pany scheme. Most insurers 
are writing several times and 
getting their salesmen to con¬ 
tact policyholders, fearing that 
they will lose customers and 
customers will lose the chance 
to build up their pension. 

Standard life, one of file 
largest pension providers, 
wrote to 2^060 policyholders in 
May, but only 65 per cent 
replied. It wrote again in June 
and raised the response rate to 
75 per cent It has written 
again this week to the 
re mainin g quarter, warning 
them that they have only 30 
days to reply. Standard Life 
estimates it will have to send 
out 36.000 letters this year. 

The company hopes to raise 
its eventual response rate to 85 
per cent, but said that in some 


cases even those who had 
replied had filled in the form 
wrongly and had to be contact¬ 
ed again. Others had moved 
and nor given the company 
their new address. 

Legal & General said it had 
a response rate of 89 per cent 
But Peter Timbertake. L&Cs 
marketing manager, said: 
“Even if 1 or 2 per cent do not 
reply, it is a maser of concern 
because people will lose out.” 
L&G wrote in May to 555 
policyholders who had taken 
out personal pensions in July 
1988. It wrote again in June, 
enlisting brokers’ help to con¬ 
tact people. 

It has just written to people 
who took out policies in Au¬ 
gust 1988 and says it has had a 
75 per cent response rale. It is 
offering a choice of an L&G 
pen or umbrella as an incen¬ 
tive to return the form. 

The Prudential believes it 
will have to write to 20.000 
people between July 1993 and 
July 1994 but this is only a 
small proportion of the total 
number of policyholders who 
have been in schemes for five 
years. It is writing only to 
those whom the Prudential's 
agents have not been able to 
contact

“Tax evasion in France is 
rife, which is one of the 
reasons there is a system of 
taxing individuals based not 
cm income declared, but on the 
basis of apparent wealth and 
lifestyle.” the guide says. 

Anyone who has a home in 
France and spends more than 
183 days of the tax year there 
will have to pay French tax. 
Even spending less than that 
in Fritnoe will not exempt 
someone who spends more 
time in France than anywhere 
else or whose wife and child¬ 
ren live in France. Those 
working in France or receiv¬ 
ing income mainly from 
French sources are liable to 
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French leave Peter Mayle, one of the Britons in France, where tax can be a worry 


French tax. French taxpayers 
are responsible for compiling 
tax returns and are not meant 
to wait until they are sent a 
return by the authorities. 

The French taxman will not, 
however, always take at face 
value everything he is told. 
The guide says that the 
taxman can enquire into your

“If there 
is a discrepancy between your 
apparent wealth and your 
declared income, which you 
cannot explain away, then

I refer to die snide by 
Lindsay Cook (Weekend 
Money, June 26) which refers 
rathe re-emergence of con tract 
races in the sale of repossessed 
homes. This is ail so unneces¬ 
sary and unfair. 

For some years. I was an 
estate agent in Queensland. 
Australia, and there, under 
the auspices of the local pro¬ 
fessional association and ap¬ 
proved fry the stale govern¬ 
ment, a standard contract of 
sale and purchase is normally 
used for residential property. 

This contract is prepared by 
die estate agent and entered 
into by both die vendor and 
the purchaser as soon as the 
basic terms, such as price and 
completion date, have been 
agreed, with time being the 
essence of the contract The 
agent holds the agreed deposit 
in his special trust account, the 
contract is passed to the solici¬ 
tors for searches to be carried 
out and. usually, completion 
takes place within 30 (toys or 
less from die day the purchas¬ 
er and vendor agree to the 


transaction- Hie contract en¬ 
tered into by the parties is 
binding except for such mat¬ 
ters as defects in the title, 
adverse matters arising from 
searches and faults discovered 
in the property and, of course, 
it can be subject to a number 
of matters, such as the pur¬ 
chaser obtaining finance for 
the purchase. Such simple 
arrangements provide both 
parties with certainty and they 
continue to enjoy adequate 
legal protection. 

Of course, if there was a 
proposal to introduce such a 
system into tins country, I 
would expect vociferous resis¬ 
tance, particularly from the 
legal profession. The feet is, 
however, as 1 have demon¬ 
strated. in other places convey¬ 
ancing systems are in place

word (fees), because banks, 
insurance companies and 
commission-based advisers 
are all dawning to offer “free 
advice”. This is a myth perpet¬ 
uated in Mr Prigmore’s letter 
where he suggests that fees are 
payable in addition to premi¬ 
ums — as if commission was 
not payable in addition to the 
basic premium! 

The true cost of scrolled 
“free advice" is twofold. First 
where such advice (surprise, 
surprise) leads to the sale of a 
product the commission pay¬ 
able fa usually much greater 
than fees charged by profes¬ 
sional advisers such as myself. 
Second, and perhaps more 
importantly, a method of re¬ 
muneration which offers an 
incentive to the adviser only to 
sell a product, as opposed to 
advising mi all foe options, fa 
obviously open to foe risk of 
abuses such as mfa-seUmg and 
bad advice. Such bad advice 
often costs foe client far more 
than fees or commission. 

In short the existence of free 
advice is as questionable as 
foe p ro v erbial free lunch.

The local authority has also 
denied liability, although it is 
up to authorities to make sure 
that bunders comply with the 

regulations. 

One of the owners moved 
into his flat in a Yorkshire 
town and discovered that the 
sound-proofing of his second- 
floor home was “atrocious" 
He said: “When someone 
opens the gate into the car 

park area and scrapes the bolt 
uong trie ground, it sounds as 
u it is right in my bedroom." 

He is also disturbed by 
noise from the flat below, the 
living room of which is under¬ 
neath his rwo bedrooms. 

Buyers of new houses find it 
more difficult to get a mort¬ 
gage without an NHBC or 
other warranty, widely seen 
by lenders as an insurance 
against shoddy workmanship. 

In the first two years, the 
warranty covers all defects in 
newly built properties raised 
by the builder not confonning 
to NHBC standards. Major 
damage caused by structural 
defects is covered for the next 
eight years. 

However, concern is grow¬ 
ing in some quarters that the 
cover offered by the NHBC is 
too narrowly drawn and many 
people do not realise that they 
normally have no rn m eb aek 
through the warranty if build¬ 
ers have ignored regulations. 

The NHBC said t h a t its 
warranty covered failure to 
comply with building regular 
tions only if the NHBC rtsetf 
had acted as building control 
inspector during the construc¬ 
tion, checking to see that the 
builders were complying with 
the regulations. 

Even then, home owners 
would not be covered if the 
defects in a building did not 
imminently threaten health 
and safety. There are similar 
restrictions an tin? liability of

local authorities, following a 
1990 court ruling: 

It. is up to-ah NHBC- 
registered builder to decide 
whether be wants the NHBC 
to act as bmkfing control 
inspector or whether to leave 
this to die local authority and 
just get a warranty that will 
cover structural defects but 
not breaches of regulafians. 

Cohn Outram, the secretary 
of the management company 
that runs the block of flats, 
first complained to the local 
authority on -behalf of die 


residents, but was told that 
there were no prescribed stan¬ 
dards for sound insulation. 
The only rule is that it must be 
“reasonable". 

Mike dements, the local 
authority's director of techni¬ 
cal services, said that, in most 
cases, homes built in certain 
familiar materials were 
“deemed to comply" with 
budding regulations. In the 
case raised by Mr Outram, the 
builder had actually changed 
the materials after applying 
for planning permission, but 


the ones that he had used were 
still considered tty the local 
authority to be acceptable. 

The Department of the En¬ 
vironment which draws up 
building regjutetions. said that 
local authorities were general¬ 
ly responsible for administer¬ 
ing them. 

The rules say that the walls 
or stairs separating one house 
from another or from another 
part of die same building 
should resist “the transmis¬ 
sion of airborne sound", while 
floors must “resist the trans¬ 
mission of impact sound". 
Detailed guidelines are given 
for the densities of floors, 
stairs, walls and joists, but are 
not statutory requirements. 

After complaining, to no 
avail, to the ministry and to 
the focal government ombuds¬ 
man. Mr Outram was told to 
try the NHBC The flats were 
sold with a ten-year warranty. 
However. Mr Outram was 
told that because the focal 
authority had acted as build¬ 
ing inspector, the NHBC was 
not responsible and even if it 
were, its liability did nor 
extend to sound-proofing. 

Mr Outram said the war¬ 
ranty was not wonh the paper 
It was written on. He added: 
“The purchase of a new prop¬ 
erty cannot guarantee that 
someone is making a sound 
investment because there no 
longer appears to be any 
quality or structural control 
over the building industry. 
The building regulations are 
not enforced and no one can be 
held responsible for any fail¬ 
ure to comply with them." 

The government-run Build¬ 
ing Research Establishment 
tested the block and concluded 
that sound-proofing was be¬ 
low a “reasonable" level. 
However, the local authority 
told Mr Outram that it was 
not necessary for a completed 
house to pass such a test to be 
considered "acceptable". 

Mr Outram is now seeking 
at the very least to force the 
local authority to meet an 
estimated EU500 Nil to put in 
cavity wall insulation. “I am 
looking for someone to get 
their knuckles rapped for the 
audacity of ignoring budding 
regulations, "he said.

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OVER the past few years — 
and particularly since returns 
tam building society deposits 
have fallen — many private 
client stockbrokers have been 
shedding their traditional im¬ 
age as fisty dd firms that can¬ 
not be bothered with anyone 
but the very rich, and have 
begun to target the less 
wealthy. 

Many are prepared to look 
after portfolios as small as 
£10,000 or £20,000. while Oth¬ 
ers have no minimum. Typi¬ 
cally, these portfolios will be 
channelled into one of a range 
of products, such as invest¬ 
ment or unit trust portfolios. 

Fred Carr, chief executive of 
Caxr Sheppards, which has a 
packaged investment manage¬ 
ment service for people with a 
minimum of £20,000. said: 
“Old money by and large 
won’t be shifted, and new 
money gets itself sorted pretty 
quickly. Where the market is 
is the retirement market-" 

Beyond that of course, there 
are six million or so people 
who, according to ProShare, 
have become shareholders 
since I960. 

Stuart Valentine, director of 
research at ProShare, said: “I 
think brokers are beginning to 
realise that among those 
people with three or four 
companies, there are some 
that have money stuck in the 
building society and they are 
now gelling nervous as inter¬ 
est rates have come down." 

One of the first brokers to 
target the less wealthy was 
Kilfik & Co, with offices In 
Hampstead, Chelsea and 
London's West End. It was set 
up in 1989 to target what it 
rails the "asset poor, income 
rich". These are successful 
people between 45 and 60 who 
have typically finished paying 
school fees, are dose to paying 
off their mortgages and can 
save substantial sums 
through personal equity 
plans. 

Matthew Orr. a partner in 
Kfflik, said: “I think getting to 
your customer will be the story 


of the nineties. The history of 
stockbroking was that you bad 
a small core of weahhy indi¬ 
viduals passed down through 
the generations. They were 
interested in protecting their 
customer base rather than 
developing it... I think that 
[developing the customer 
base} is just happening now." 

Brokers are also seeking 
customers through wider ad¬ 
vertising. Albert E. Sharpe, a 
broker with offices in 
Birmingham. Bristol, and 
London, recently ran a cam¬ 
paign on Classic FM. 

Many of the brokers that 
focus on the lower end of the 
market have introduced a 
range of financial services. 

Dunbar, Boyle and Kings¬ 
ley, a London firm, has a ser¬ 
vice called the Over 50s Retir¬ 
ement Flan, for which anyone 
with more than EJ0,000 is 
eligible. In many cases, the

But he was 
conspicuously uneasy and de¬ 
liberately ambiguous when 
answering questions about 
whether he lad been told to 
confine his efforts to a support¬ 
ing role-“It would be foolish of 

me to reveal any of our plans,” 
HiO said. "I always want to 
win but I cannot discuss team 
tactics. You wQl have to ask 
Frank Williams about that" 
Williams, wbo has previously 
maintained there were no 
team orders, was also tight- 
lipped.

Derbyshire

The umpires were inspecting 
the ball after every over, as 
they are entitled to do. and 
they made no complaints at 
the time.” Tony Brown, the 
TCCB administration secre¬ 
tary, said: There has been no 
suggestion from the umpires 
of any malpractice.” 

The board sent pitch inspec¬ 
tor Harry Brind to Northamp¬ 
ton yesterday after the 
umpires had reported the 
pitch as ‘‘poor” after the fall of 
17 wickets on die first day 
against Nottinghamshire. 

The Northamptonshire

Absent friend whose 
dynamic displays 
thrust her to the top 








I n sport more than in life, out 
of sight is out of mind. In 
years go come, nobody will 
remember that the centenary 
women’s champion at Wimbledon 
won the tide in the absence of die 
best player in the world. Sport's 
insatiable appetite must be fed 
champions. This afternoon, as 
Steffi Graf and Jana Novotna step 
on to centre court, Monica Seles 
wifi be relegated to the role of a 
statistic in the television .ratings 
game. If she bothers to watch at 
all. that is. Few would blame her if 
she switched off the button for 
good after the events at a tourna¬ 
ment in Hamburg on April 30. 
when she was stabbed while a 
match was taking plaoe. 

At the age of 19, Seles has done 
most things in the game. She has 
won eight grand slam titles and 
earned just over $7 million in 
prize-money, enough to keep her 
family in' the regal manner to 
which they have become accus¬ 
tomed. more than enough to 
justify the decision to swap their 
home at Novi Sad. in eastern 
Yugoslavia, for a new base in 
Florida seven years ago. 

But Seles has not just been the 
dominant player in the women's 
game for the past two years, she 
has been its most celebrated 
personality* forever dangling new 
images in front of the television 
cameras, changing colours like the 
seasons, embracing new styles 
with the ease and sophistication of 
a super-model on the catwalk. 

One moment she was Madon¬ 
na. the next Suzarihe Lenglen or 
Little Miss Muffeb one moment 
she was dressed in slinky black, 
the next in flowery pink and 
wearing a straw hat.' Her many 
utterances, delivered at machine- 
gun speed, were received with all 
the reverence of the Oracle at 
Delphi. Seles has always been part 
tennis player, part media super- 
star. and. without her. Wimbledon 
1993. centenary year or not. has 
been a novel with plenty of sub¬ 
themes but no main plot Quieter 
on court and off. 

Two years ago., she effortlessly 
dominated the back pages by not 
playing; last year, by making too 
much noise about playing. She 
was warned, for her grunt, but 


adapted her baseline style vvefl 
enough to reach her first Wimble¬ 
don final. This year. Seles has been 
remembered primarily by the 
erratic.formation of the players’ 
counside chairs—some faang the 
court, in traditional pose, others 
with backs to the umpire — and 
the presence of a burly security 
guard in the front row of the stalls. 
Seles’s spectre has hovered over 
every match. 

“We definitely miss her.” Pam 
Shriver said. “We missed her in 
Paris for the French Open and I've 
sensed that we miss ha- more here 
at Wimbledon. She has style and 
she is a bit of an enigma. People 
want to talk about her and write 
about her. But everyone on the 
tour just wants her to get better 
and get back soon."

who has at last fulfilled her 
enormous potential at Wimble¬ 
don. the final most people wanted 
disappeared three months ago 
with the flash of a lunatic's blade. 
Novotna versus Graf could be a 
great tennis match, better than 
many have predicted. Seles 
against Graf would have been 
pure theatre, a great rivalry played 
out on the most dramatic sporting 
stage in the world and for the one 
prize that has eluded, might 
always elude, the two-handed 
phenomenon, 'mere are not 
enough characters to fill the void 
left by Seles's enforced departure. 

As.ever, with Seles, truth has 
merged with fiction to produce a 
series of conflicting reports about 
her recovery from the stab wound 
that pierced rausde and mind with 
equal deadliness.

Stephanie Tdleson, Seles is 
still undergoing “rehabilitation" in

Tolleson added. Other sources 
suggest that Seles will certainly 
not play before her twentieth 
birthday, on December 2. and 
might never compete again. Seles'S 
doctor is not willing to set a date 
for her return. 

Though a series of psychiatrists 
have detailed the problems Seles 
will face before she mil be ready to 
return to the court again, the 
extent of the mental damage can 
oily be a matter of guesswork. 
Apart from her lethal ground 
strokes, hit with relentless power 
off both side s, S eles's great 
strength is her strength of mind.

“If it was a knee injury, you 
would know how long it would 
take to get back. The problem is 
that nothing like this has ever 
happened before so you’ve got 
nothing to go on,” Shrrver added.

Becker’s well of inspiration runs dry 


REMEMBER that golden 
youth who won Wimbledon in 
1985? A mere boy. whose 
tennis was foil of joy. Diving 
all over the place, playing 
keepy-uppy with the ball be¬ 
fore crucial points, as if it was 
all the biggest lark in the 
world. 

He was always punching 
the air and leaping abouL 
Every line of his body ex¬ 
pressed his Relight in - the 
world and what was in it His 
name was Boris Becker. 

By an odd coincidence, that 
was the name 1 of the player 
who lost to Pete Sampras 
yesterday, a tormented, angst- 
raddled soul whose every sec¬ 
ond on court was a savage and 
brutal torment. 1 wonder if, by" 
chance, the two Boris Beckers 
are related. 

Becker won Wimbledon. 
that first time as if he were not 
so much a player as a kind of ' 
natural ■ force, sent to blow 
away the established order of 
things. He did so without 
asking questions, without 
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knowing the meaning of self¬ 
doubt or of worry. He seemed 
not to think at all. to play in a 
trance of deiight 

Doubt and worry have since 
become his constant compan¬ 
ions and they were with him 
all the way yesterday. By the 
second set the agonies were 
all around him as he paced the 
baseline, muttering to himself 
anti playing little air-shots, 
gloomy and self-despising. 

Sampras always looks 
gloomy. Be that as it may. he • 
played the most sublime ten¬ 
nis yesterday. Becker was 
hardly guilty of throwing the 
game away. But when he 
sought that blinding inspira¬ 
tion and the glorious certainty 
of earlier years, he found 
nothing. 

Becker never forgave him¬ 
self for losing the first set tie- 
break but the fact is that 
Sampras really played him off 
the court in those last two sets. 
Sampras played tennis as fine 
as he will ever play in his life

his chin from his chest 
Sampras cannot play glori¬ 
ously without looking miser¬ 
able at die same time; that is 
his nature. Becker cannot 
suffer agonies of misery with¬ 
out it being quite wonderfully 
dramatic that is his nature. 
Becker's joy and his roaring 
triumphs have lit up the centre 
court His agonies of self- 
reproach are just as com¬ 
pelling. 

Becker reminds me of a poet 
whose muse has departed, a 
person who. in finding matu¬ 
rity. has lost his inspiration.

And when they reach even the 
comparative maturity of their 
mid-twenties, they go to the 


well as usual and the well is 
dry. 

Becker was dearly fighting 
for the inspiration that puts 
him into a different dimen¬ 
sion: a tennis player of colos¬ 
sal substance, no mere 
versifier. For a couple of 
minutes, he fought a desperate 
rearguard action in the final 
game, seeking inspiration.

slow", and it showed. The 
difference between very good 
and excellent the difference 
between victory and defeat at 
the highest level of the game, 
is all a matter of inches. He 
lost the tie-break because he 
lost a single point on his 
service. On that , point, the 
match swung. 

Becker said that Sampras 
will find the final a different 
experience from a semi, a very 
considerable step up. Sam¬ 
pras has made himself the 
world No 1 hut he has not won 
a grand slam event since his 
own period as a wunderidnd, 
when he won the US Open in 
1990 at 19. 

Becker followed his first 
Wimbledon victory with 
another the next year, an even 
more remarkable achieve¬ 
ment Sampras followed his 
US Open win with a year of 
decline and spoke of his great 
relief when he surrendered his 
tide the following year. He 
knows what it is to suffer on a 
tennis court 


“If he keeps his cool he can 
win it” Becker said. “If he 
plays like that, if he serves like 
that and keeps his cool, he can 
win it” . 

Keeping his cool is the last 
thing Becker has ever tried to 
do. He is the antithesis of cool; 
his best playing and his 
slumps of selHoathing are 
both matters of wfaite-hot pas¬ 
sion. 

Tennis so often seems an 
ordeal for him. a constant 
frustration that foe effortless, 
joyful inspiration of his youth¬ 
ful days can no longer be 
found. “I am not Ear away 
from my best” he said. The 
difference between Becker 
nowand Becker at his best is 
also a matter of inches. That is 
also the difference between 
defeat and victory. 

And then one of the tabloid 
newsboands chipped in: “Bo¬ 
ris. you have several overdue 
videos from a focal video store. ;

IN SPITE of being deprived 
of the nostalgia that would 
have' been brought to the 
hundredth final by Martina 
Navratilova, the women’s sin¬ 
gles could still reach a suit¬ 
ably historic conclusion 
today. Jana Novotna, if she 
wins, would be the first out¬ 
sider to do so in modem 
times. 

No player outside the top 
four seeds has claimed the 
title since 1962, when Karen 
Susman beat Vera Sukova. 
whose daughter. Helena, was 
knocked out in the quarter¬ 
finals this week. According to 
the Wimbledon seeding com¬ 
mittee. that was also supposed 
to be the stage at which 
Novotna should have left 

Instead, the eighth seed 
defied expectations by first 
playing well enough to elimi¬ 
nate the fourth, Gabrida Sa- 
batini,. and then by playing 
almost perfectly to dispose of 
the second. Navratilova. If 
she maintains that rate of 
progress, there is no logical 
reason why she should not 
overcome the top seed. Steffi 
Graf, this afternoon. 

The finalists are both 5ft 9in 


tall 24 years old and, consid¬ 
ering their recent meetings, 
evenly matched in more than 
height and age. Grat though 
she has won all but three of 
their 19 duels, has been taken 
to the limit in (he last four. 

As long as Novotna retains 
the belief she exhibited so 
vividly in the semi-final on 
Thursday, she could beat 
Graf on grass for the first 
time. Ask Navratilova: “If she 
[Novotna] plays like that she 
can win the final,” she said. 
“It was the best match I've 
ever seen her play.” 

Ya one difference between 


the finalists is so vast that it 
promises to be decisive. Graf 
has appeared on the centre 
court during the second Sat¬ 
urday six times in the last 
seven years. For her. the 
potentially dauntin g experi¬ 
ence comes wi thin the usual 
run of events. 

Novotna has never been 
through it She has reached 
the final of a grand slam 
tournament, the Australian 
Open, but that was two years 
ago and Wimbledon has its 
own unique aura. 

Ask Graf. “1 wasn't ner¬ 
vous.” she said of playing in 



her first final in 1987. “I was 
just excited to be there.” 
Unable to control the emo¬ 
tion. she was “too loose” and 
was beaten in straight sets by 
Navratilova. 

Although she still tends to 
be initially tentative; as 
against Conduta Martinez in 
her semi-final, she has since 
learned to impose her author¬ 
ity, which, in the absence of 
Monica Seles, has seen her 
reinstated as the world No L 

She has lost only four of her 
46 matches this year — to 
Seles, Navratilova and twice 
to Arantxa Sinchcz VIcario — 


and her present unbeaten 
sequence stands at 19. She 
knows what she must do to 
extend it to 20. 

“I have to have a solid serve 
and work on my returns,” she 
said. Similar qualities will be 
required of Novotna, especial¬ 
ly if there is no natural 
conclusion to a set. She has 
yet to win a tie-break against 
Grat The statistic confirms 
that the champion has always 
been superior at critical 
points. Today, should be no 
different.

JOS£ Maria Olaztibal's form 
has been flickering for some 
tune.

John McHemy. a quietly 
spoken young Irishman, had a 
70 and’is one stroke behind 
Olazibai. So are Bernhard 
Langer and Per-Ulrik Johan¬ 
sson. Langer, the US Masters 
champion, continues to defy 
the pain of his stiff neck by 
playing some superb golf. In 
the first two rounds, he has 
used a one-iron on both days 
at the short 6th. a hole 
measuring 230 yards. He is so 
accurate with this difficult 
dub that his ball finished 
eight feet from the hole on the 
first day and yesterday he 
almost hit the flag. 

' “I try and block out the pain 
when I am over the ball." 
Langer said. “When I swing, 1 
feel the muscle ride up over 
the shoulder blade and that 
hurts. Thank goodness I only 
get the pain on the backswing. 
and the swing only lasts one 
second or so."

He has been driving 
poorly for some time. In 
England a couple of weeks 
ago. he acquired a new wood¬ 
en-headed driver — he never 


uses a metal wood — and with 
it he has found a greater 
degree of accuracy than he has 
had for months. 

He said his 67 was one of his 
most satisfying rounds for 
some time. There are few more 
popular men than Olazabal, 
27. An improvement in form 
would help him climb the 
Ryder Cup points tabic. 

A European team without 
him at The Belfry would be 
inconceivable yet, at present, 
he stands fourteenth behind 
Costantino Rocca, Jamie 
Spence and Joakim Ha egg- 
man. to name but three who 
have never played in the 
match.

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Behind a languid 
exterior, coffee¬ 
house chess is a cut- 
and-thrust 
intellectual battle, 
says Roger Boyes

J ean-Paul Sartre was not a 
strong chess player but he 
was. of course, a great caffe 
lizard, and so one has to take 
him seriously' on die question of 
•intellectual stimulation. “Apart 
from philosophy,” he rWlaimed . “I 
know no finer fuel for the brain 
than chess and coffee.” 

You do not have to be a Left Bank 
existentialist to understand the 
curious magic of caffe chess.' of 
sitting for hours drinking coffee, or 
wine, dramatically reaching for¬ 
ward to stab out cigarettes and. 
while seeming not to care, playing 
hard to win. 

The cafe game has many vari¬ 
ants. You can play for money, for 
attention, to escape from the family, 
to humiliate your friend (a much 
underestimated pleasure}, or to kill 
time. Above all you can treat has a 
sensual experience. Unlike die 
mortal combat of tournament-, 
chess, it is the continuation of. 
conversation by other means. 

Not surprisingly, the tough top.. 
boards of the tournament circuit 
are dismissive of caffe cbess. One of 
foe greatest and rudest chess 
players of all time, Alexander 
Alekhine, used the phrase "coffee¬ 
house prodigy" as a stock insult 
Yet he was himself a cafe player. A 
former tsarist officer, he was 
arrested after the Bolshevik revolu¬ 
tion playing chess in an Odessa, 
coffee house. Trotsky, the best chess 
player among the Russian revolu¬ 
tionaries, saved him. In Paris and 
New York cafes. Alekhine would 
play chess for money deep into the 
night He was a drunk, but 
somehow this did not affect his 
combinational genius on the board, 
only his manners. During a tour¬ 
nament in Slovenia in 1931, he saw 
the wife of a rival sitting at a 
pavement cafe and promptly threw 
his cigarette in her cake. 

In fact the gulf between dub and 

cafe chess is not so vast the quality 

of play in cafes is usually tower, the 
distractions greater, but they are 
part of the same obsessional spec¬ 
trum. Alfred Rubin's novel Die 
ondere Seite —The Other Side”— 
depicts two chess players at a cafe- 
table sunk in concentration, while 
on the other side of the window foe

world crumbles. At foe end of foe 
book there are apocalyptic scenes 
outside the cafe, while inside there 
are two skeletons overrun by ants.

Even foe money motive is cam-, 
mon to tournament and cafe. The 
first “professional" player was 
probably the Spanish- priest Ruy 
'Lopez, inventor til the Spanish 
Opening, who played for gold in 
the 16th century. Not so very 
different perhaps from the Sunday 
chess at foe Data, foe Madrid bar 
run by Jesus de la Cruz, a 28-year- 
dd chessmaster. and his partner 
Gonzalo Lobon. Tbe players throw 
300 pesetas (£1.60) into a kitty and 
embark on a series of five-minute 
games . The players are very 
serious," says Senor lobon. “most¬ 
ly middle-aged, but they enjoy a 
copci and a smoke.” . 

P lainl y there is a difference 
between the chess hustlers in New 
York dives and, say. Jan Tiram a n , 
the Dutch grandmaster, wbo once 
travelled to a tournament in foe far 


north in a cold mini-van and found 
he could not afford a warm hotel 
bed unless he won first prize. The 
most highly motivated player in the 
tournament, he wot the money. 

The distinction then is between 
those who play for money to fund 
their chess obsession, and those 
wbo use chess to make money. In 
tbe coffee bouses of foe 19th 
century, the latter were in foe 
asc endant ; rarely is a cafe match 
beautiful or memorable. Yet the 
best chess bars or cafes radiate a 
seriousness that transcends petty 
gambling and pays genuine tribute 
to the game. On the old trading 
route between Halle and Dessau in 
eastern Germany, there is an 
unremarkable village called Loeb- 
eritz. At its heart lies a pub called 
Tbe Grape, a focus for passionate 
chess players since foe 3870s. At 
first it was simply a matter of 
getting out foe board after the local 
choral society had belted out their 
Lieder. But, helped by a local 
industrialist it began to attract top 
talent including the former world 


champion. Etnanud lancer. Still a 
pub, it has become something 
more: a pit-stop for champions. 


L asker is the model for most 
cafe players. Apart from 
being world champion 
from 1894 to 1921 - a 
record length of time — he was a 
philosopher, mathematician, play¬ 
wright poet and a brilliant card 
player. At his peak, be gave up 
tournament chess for two years to 
concentrate on mathematics. But 
he was all too human, a chain- 
smoker of cheap cigarettes, he 
would blow foe fumes on to his 
rivals. Lasker is a hero to cafe chess 
players because he captured some 
of foe romance of the game. 

Novelists such as Elias Canetti 
(who uncannily described an un¬ 
hinged chess world champion 
called Fischer in his 1935 novel 
Blendung). Stefan Zwdg and Vla¬ 
dimir Nabokov all seized on chess 
and its human dilemmas. Their 
bocks were informed by the pre¬ 
war cafe chess culture, by Freud — 


who had quickly derided that chess 
was an oedipal game — and by a 
sense that chess represented some 
kind of order in a world of 
crumbling empires. 

That all makes sense to the Polish 
emigres who play chess and drink 
tea m south Kensington and Paris, 
to the Russian Jewish immigrants 
in New York and Jerusalem, to foe 
elderfy Hungarians in Vienna. For 
these people, life often froze at the 
moment they were forced to leave 
their homeland, and chess repre¬ 
sents one of foe few certainties of 
their new lives. Cafe chess is thus 
all too often an old man’s game. 
Another reason why Lasker re¬ 
mains a hero to them — he was still 
playing brilliantly at foe age of 65. 

Sadfy the chess cafe tradition is 
withering. Many European coun¬ 
tries report a strong youthful 
interest in the game, but computer 
chess seems more appealing to 
teenagers than a board in a pub or 
a cafe. Most university towns of 
central Europe have a cafe or two 
with a board behind the counter. 


but it rarely sees action. Commu¬ 
nist rule in foe east tried to 
transform chess into a form of 
front-line ideological sport — talent 
spotters roamed the dubs and gave 
intensive tuition to promising eight 
or nineyear-olds. Cafe chess was 
seen as a bourgeois relic of empire. 
It survived despite official displea¬ 
sure but only just 

The rebirth of capitalism has 
made tilings worse. The young 
talent of eastern Europe has little 
time, the old can barely afford the 
prices. The Hungaria, a glorious 
tum-of-the-century haunt in Buda¬ 
pest. has been renamed the New 
York cafe and foe players have 
disappeared. The Royal Restaurant 
has closed its chess parlour for lack 
of customers. 

yet there are alternatives. In 
Budapest's outdoor spas, knots of 
chess fans gather in search of a 
game. The favourite is the elabo¬ 
rate stone-carved courtyard of the 
Szechenyi spa, named after Hunga¬ 
ry's great liberal reformer who set 
up Hungary's first chess club.

capable it becomes. 

I found this out for myself 
when reading Proust. At foe 
beginning, when I had got to 
the end of one of his page-long 
sentences, I had forgotten 
whai was ai the start of it but 
with perseverance I was soon 


reading for enjoyment rather 
than brain exercise. 

WeYe all getting used to 
information being presented 
in “palatable nuggets", but Dr 
Theodor Dalrymple recently 
put forward his theory that 


youth is boredom, caused in 
pan by modem teaching 
methods which say that learn¬ 
ing has to be fun. So attention 
spans are diminished unless 
the “lesson" is as exciting as 
the things we watch on videos. 

One youth I know named 
Ambrose is highly intelligent 
but was badly educated, and 
used to say things like: 
“What’s Handel?" 

One day his mother and 1 


were watching him lying on 
the floor making telephone 
calls. He kept slapdialling — 
not concentrating when he 
was keying in the numbers, 
and getting the wrong ones. 

His mother said: “I always 
thought that my children 
would be deverer than I am, 
and would introduce me to 
new fields of knowledge." She 
laughed fondly. 

Ambrose sat up indignant¬ 
ly. “What do you mean? I'm 
far deverer than you are!" 

“No darting, you're not,” 
said his mother. “Why. only 
the other day you had to ask 
me foe meaning of the word 
hitherto.” 

Ambrose stared at her in 
contemptuous silence for a 
few seconds. Then he said: 
“Well, knowing the meaning 
of hitherto hasn't done much 
for your varicose veins.” 
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Shoulder deep in the thermal 
waters, the players take out floating 
cork boards and lay out their pieces 
on the stone ledge at the pool's 
edge.

T he tour operator said it 
would be action-packed: 
white-water rafting, camel 
trekking, mountain biking 
in tiie Atlas range and hiking in the 
Moroccan sub-Saharan desen for 
six days. But journalists are not 
renowned for their fitness and are 
reputedly more at home on a bar- 
■ stool than on the back of a camel, so 
I was given only the briefest 
glimpse of what you can expect on 
the full 17-day expedition. 

The rafting sounded most dar¬ 
ing. During a three-hour drive by 
Land Rover from Afourer — three 
hours from Casablanca — high into 
the mountains. 1 imagined riding 
the rapids, battling against power¬ 
ful currents, fighting to stay afloaL 
I was disappointed. The Ahnsal 
river, far from being a swirling 
cauldron, was like an advertise¬ 
ment for Radox. Real expeditioners 
go between March and April, when 
the river level is higher. 

I plunged knee-deep into the 
sparkling water, in a wet suit, to 
begin a gentle six-mile ride down 
the river. In two-and-half hours, the 
sights were unforgettable: barbary 
monkeys, giggling Berber women 
and children washing their clothes, 
valleys, gorges arid occasional 
glimpses of snow-capped mountain 
peaks. 

Locking paddles with the adjoin¬ 
ing raft captained by an exuberant 
Frenchman, provided the biggest 
action thrill. But this was not die 
Battle of Trafalgar ornamental 
fishponds have seen more drama. 

Lunch in the Berber village of 
Ttlouguite was more adventurous. 
Food was served in a traditional 
mud. straw and stone house with 
the only splash of colour on the 
walls provided by a portrait of the 
King of Morocco. 

Tagine was on the menu; it 
usually is in Morocco. Cooked in a 
conical clay pot. it is a mixture of 
goat, or lamb, with sweet potatoes, 
peas, spices, paprika and vegeta¬ 
bles. The food was followed by hot 
mint tea. an acquired taste. 

Back in the Land Rover, we set 
off for the most dramatic part of the 
venture: Marrakesh. The architec¬ 
ture is awesome, expedatly the 
Koutoubia Mosque, with its 190ft 
minaret 

The covered alleyways leading to

sub-Saharan Jebel Sahro region, 
north of Zagora. the old staging 
post for the trans-Saharan cara¬ 
vans. No sand dunes though. 

After dinner in a huge Berber 
tent — tagine again — it was like 
bedtime in The Waltons, but at 
more than 3,000ft above sea level. 
“Goodnight, Andrew'’. "Good¬ 
night. Paul", “Goodnight. Carol", 
drifted around the rocks as we 
slipped into a restless sleep, trying 
bravely to ignore the possibility of a 
visit from a mountain fox. The hip 
flasks helped. 

1 was up in time, just to see the 
tips of dawn's rosy fingers, before a 
four-hour trek. I felt like Lawrence 
of Arabia in my Tuareg blue head- 
gear. although my £4.99 training 
shoes spoilt die effect 

The romantic-sounding God's 
Gate mountain, Bab-n-ali. was die 
destination. Only when you arrive 
and look back at the dramatic 
mountain terrain unfolding be¬ 
neath you do you understand the 
significance of the name.

the souks seethe with craftsmen, 
sellers, beggars and thieves. The 
tanneries, where children clothed 
in rags and looking younger than 
ten were trampling leather skins by 
foot in the stinking heat, evoke 
scenes from Oliver Twist . 

Djemaa el Fna, the most infa¬ 
mous square in Morocco, is an 
explosion of colour, chaos and 
confusion. Snake charmers, mag¬ 
icians, weight) ifters. boxers, acro¬ 
bats and dancers vie for tourists' 
money. They offer everything from 
hash to sex, “girls or homo"; no 
wonder Joe Orton loved being 
there. For 70p you can buy the 
services of a guide who literally 
beats a path through the hordes 
which besiege every tourist It is a 
sensible investment 

After Marrakesh, the tranquillity 
and beauty of the spectacular Draa 


valley, surrounded by more than 
3.200 acres of palmeries — fig. 
walnut and grape — was a welcome 
contrast. 

Real adventure: a two-hour 
mountain-bike ride on parched 
dust tracks, through remote Berber 
villages, nestling below the dramat¬ 
ic peaks, with little boys in scruffy 
shorts, the girts in brightly col¬ 
oured knee-length dresses, often 
barefoot in the boiling heat, peering 
and pointing at our odd-looking 
procession. It is hot and thirsty 
work, but deeply satisfying. 

Tie sand and rock terrain is 
dominated by the remarkable Ait 
Ben Haddou kasbah. a magnificent 
fortified fortress. 

We drove along a rough and 
remote track at the southem foot of 
the Atlas mountains to camp 
overnight in Ouminlsdin in the 


S teeped in history, it was the 
scene of the Berbers' last 
stand against the French in 
the Bartle of Bou Gaffer in 
1936. You could almost sense the 
sound and smell of battle in the 
fresh mountain air. 

Led by a guide. I inched gingerly 
along tiny tracks, down daunting 
rock faces, resting at tiny oases. 
Lizards scuttled underfoot on the 
stony terrain. The sun’s heat was 
relentless. It could have been a 
scene from a biblical epic. I could 
hardly believe I was there. Walking 
in the Peak District will never be 
the same again. It was exhilarating. 

I even stumbled across a nomad 
tent. The children were delightful, 
and alone. Their mother and father 
had gone shopping.

J ust three miles southeast 
of Souillac, our starting 
point, the climb begins, 
and we leave behind the detail 
of the lush valley, with its tight 
field patterns largely unbro¬ 
ken since the French revolu¬ 
tion. 

it is easy, when walking, to 
let the imagination stray 
ahead. Breathless, hot and 
with die first of the days 
summits seemingly no closer, 
the mind begins to conjure up 
encouragement. It presents an 
image of the definitive picnic 
site: a lofty limestone perch, 
commanding a breathtaking 
view of a broad sweep of the 
Dobdogne, lined with tall, 
dark poplars. 

From here it will be possible 
to contemplate the remainder 
of the day's route; the geology' 
that has carved a landscape 
beyond artistic imagination.

because it is surpassed. 

Across the river, far below, 
is the Renaissance Chateau de 
la Treyne. In the valley, .the 
human hand is everywhere, 
and yet nowhere out of harmo¬ 
ny with nature. At this mo¬ 
ment, a human hand appears, 
a crab at the edge of the 
precipice. Attached is the hu¬ 
man, a young French climber 
struggling with the overhang. 

What is the etiquette? Does 
one offer a hand? The dilem¬ 
ma is solved as he hauls 
himself on to the causse. Our 
morning's “climb" — up the 
easy way — has been set in its 
true context: rewarding, but 
hardly challenging. We ap¬ 
plaud' gently. He has the 
grace, and the energy', to 
laugh. He also lias a Renault, 
parked out of sight and 
lurches off down a track. For 
us. the march goes on. to

village of Loubressac, and a 
room in die Hotel LouCantou. 
The sky suddenly darkens and 
thunder and lightning orches¬ 
trate a brief son et lumiire to 
enhance the chateau’s fairytale 
setting. 

By the third or fourth day, 
the only surprise is that each 
hotel is of as high a standard 
as the last. The wonder of the 
first nights meal, at Le Grand 
Hotel in Souillac, has been 
replaced 50 miles an, in St- 
C6rd, the final destination, by 
a certain nervous anticipation. 
Despite the hunger engen¬ 
dered by physical activity, the 
prospect of five full courses 
and a fruity red from Cahors 
looms large. 

All meals are included 
(lunch is the picnicj and cash is 
. necessary only for drinks in 
die evening, and for the very 
few but very welcome cafe 
encountered in villages en 
route. Be warned: this is not 
the land of the cashpoint, but 
nor is it a land of double 
yellow tines, over-zealous 
street signing and overt com¬ 
mercialism. It is, however, a 
land of deer and la chasse, 
small farms and their atten¬ 
dant chiens bizams.

Armed with the maps pro- 1 
vided and direction cards, the

To an inveterate 
backpacker, the luxury of hav- 
* ifig die suitcases , transported 
: each day is a joy verging on 
■sirL You need only a day bag, - 
for the picnic, camera and so 
on, and waterproof jacket My 
trip was in the first week in 
May. It rained on day one and 
thereafter the weather was 
glorious. 

History shadows die travel¬ 
ler everywhere in la vallde de 
la. Dordogne, where caves 
reveal traces of early humans 
and even the treescape speaks 
of harder times; walnuts and 
chestnuts were grown once to ' 
guard against the failure of the 
rye crop. The oaks, of course, 
shelter the prized truffle. 

If the traveller is English, 
then die more poignant his 
passing. Ahead of him rode 
Simon de Montfort Here died 
Richard Coeur de Lion. The 
beautiful castles and fortified 
villages were created in the 
cauldron of the ’Hundred 
Years War. The English are 
bad; how, not mounted on 
foundering horses but borne 
in Volvos. Their intent today is 
not to tear down foe walls and 
towers of the ferns and cha¬ 
teaux, but to convert them for 
holiday homes; £35,000 can 
buy a dream property, but foe

An anonymous reader kindly 

ffnt me a ddightftiJ book entitled A 
Fu/ter on the Midden, in which 
Rachel Knappet describes her 
farming experiences in the 1950s. It 


takes a very short time for 
her to come to toe conclu¬ 
sion that “all farmers are 
temperamental at certain 
times of toe year. When. it. 
rains and all toe hay is- 
cut... toe boss goes about 
looking Eke a thunder 
cloud with a hard linn 
between his eyes and a snappy 
retort for anyone who is brave 
enough to speak to him. The men 
have a stoical philosophy which 
supports them under ton hail of 
curses- that fills the air at these 
times.” 

Well, stoicism is running out fast 
in this fondly. My enraged wife 
declared last week that "the only 
way to get any attention round here 
is to be a lump of dead grass”. 

But despite the travails of mak¬ 
ing hay, I am now managing to rise 




above it be more states¬ 
manlike about my farm¬ 
ing; draw on toe examples 
set by our leaders, and look 
an events as battles that we 
must win and not hurdles 
placed there mischievously 
by nature. 

And so, desiring to be a 
leader of events rather than a 
victim. I called Farmer White, my 
Elsenhower, into toe bunker to 
discuss D Day: D standing for 
Desperation. The hay had by now 
had so much rain poured upon it 
drat it was almost as sodden as 
when it was mown some eight days 
previously.

One day to dry, Eisenhower and 
I decided, and then cart it to the 
stack: victory snatched from the 
jaws of defeat and all that. I shoved 
my mug of tea aside, my jaw 
already going slack in anticipation 
of a rousing speech. Victory 
pumped through my veins. I looked 
across at toe damp field of grass, 
not believing it could ever make 
hay. “It could be our finest hour." I 
thought to myself. 

1 rang Farmer Watson who, 
thankfully, was wearing his hear¬ 
ing-aid. and told his battalions to 
stand down: then 1 started to raise 
an army of my awn. I rang Dilly 
first DiDy was in the Western 
Desert He knows how it has to be. 
He answered toe call. “Give us the 
tools and we will finish..." Then 
he thought again: "No, Iff bring 
nr own fork. Better than yours ” 

And so within a day of that 
fateful decision, my Dad's Army of 
helpers went into battle and swept 


the hay into the most glorious stack 
this farm has ever seen. 

On toe scale of world events, this 
has been a small skirmish, but it 
has meant a great deal to me. It is 
easy to turn your back on fanning 
problems when, these days, there 
are so many courses of action to 
ermacr you from toe hole you are 
in. It would have been no problem 
for me simply to buy-in toe hay we 
needed for the winter. But 1 chose 
not to, for those whose farming 
practices have provided my inspi¬ 
ration had no choice in these 
matters, and neither must 1. 

Tempting though it is at times, 
we shall never surrender. Our 
haystack stands now as an emblem 
of our determination. As fanners 
go. I know in my own heart that I 
rank more in Caprain Mairt- 
waring’s league than Churchill’s. 
But it is toe same for all of us. 
Without victory there is no 
survival.

F or many, toe idea of 
getting away from it 
all at the weekend is to 
relax in a rural setting: 
cows in toe field, birds in the 
hedgerows. So who, one won¬ 
ders, would want to suffer 
backache and blistered fingers 
by working cm a farm all 
weekend? - Rather a lot of 
people, says an organisation 
called Working Weekends on 
Organic Farms (Wwoof). 

Since 1971, Wwoof has intro¬ 
duced toe keen — usually 
townies wanting to know more 
about organic forming or gar¬ 
dening — to those fanners 
who need help on their phos¬ 
phate-free domains. 

I found Sharon Halmkan, 
aged 22, lending a hand in a 
one-acre field of hay cm Hilary 
and Robert Maidstone’s nine- 
acre smallholding near Nor¬ 
wich, Norfolk, «ie scorching 
Saturday afternoon. 

It was her second weekend 
Wwoofing. as it is known; her 
first was <hi a 175-acre form. 
There she weeded mechanical¬ 
ly, harrowed and was given a 
chance to plough a field: “ft 
was the first time I had done it 
I am amazed that they let me 
loose on the tractor; I ended up 
making a triangular shape in 
the field.** says Ms Halmkan, 
who is a laboratory technician 
for a pharmaceutical company 
and lives in Gravesend, Kent 

The Maidstones also have a 

four-acre field, where they 
grow vegetables and fruit and 

keep geese and bens, and 

occasionally a pig. and work 
two other fields, borrowed 
from neighbours.

Ms Halmkan joined Wwoof 
after seeing an advertisement 
“I was a bit nervous, but !

Feather report 




A t the beginning of Janu¬ 
ary, I wrote about toe 
thousands of wild 
swans on toe Ouse Washes, 
that strange, beautiful terrain 
that lies between the fenland 
canals on toe Cambridge- 
Norfolk border. Most of the 
swans are now for away, 
breeding in the Arctic, al¬ 
though two injured Bewick’s 
swam and two injured whoop- 
ers have remained behind and 
can be seen on the lagoon. 

Apart from these lingerers, 
whai else can be found on the 
Wadies six months on? Much 
of toe flooded land has revert¬ 
ed to meadow for the summer, 
and the really spectacular 
birds of this season are the 
black-tailed godwits. They are 
tall, handsome waders that 
walk about in the remaining 
pools on their long legs, dip¬ 
ping their heads beneath toe 
water and probing for food 
But they need dry land for 
nesting, and this year there 
was already plenty of it by 
May, when they like to begin. 
As a result two pairs have 
bred successfully on toe Wash¬ 
es for toe first time in ten 
years. They are often to be 
seen from the hides at Welney, 
Norfolk, where toe Wildfowl 
and Wetlands Trust has its 
centre (0353 860711). 

Lapwings and redshanks 
have had a good summer, 
with their young now practi¬ 
cally full-grown, The lapwings 
fly from toe fields to the 
muddy edges of the pools with 
a slow, wobbling motion. The 
redshanks speed from one 
feeding-place to another on 
sfim wings with silver trading- 
edges. and when they settle, 
tow walk about delicately on 
their bright red legs. Both 
species wfll soon be forming 
loose flocks and moving away, 
the redshanks mainly going 
down to the coast There are 
also one or two greenshanks 
about — larger, paler birds 
than the redshanks, with an 
upturned bill and green legs. 

Snipe also breed in the 
meadows, but they have not 
done so well yet they are later 
breeders than the other com¬ 
mon waders, and some of their 
nests were washed out in toe 
June rains. 

There are also plenty of 
small birds in this watery 
countryside. Along the edges 
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Spirit of the water meadows: the yellow wagtail

eating three goose eggs. The 
family is enjoying the pork. 

Tigs are very inquisitive,* 
says Mr Maidstone, who con¬ 
fesses that.they do get attached 
to their breeding stock: an old 
Jacob ewe, well past her 
prime, is stfll with than. 

The Maidstones plan to buy 
some more pigs, which are 
useful recipients when the 
cows produce too much milk 
fra the famfly*s needs. Mrs 
Maidstone also makes bum 
with some of the surplus milk. 
A vegetarian, Ms Halmkan 
was not planning to taste toe 
meat but she enjoyed Mrs 
Maidstone’s freshly baked 
bread. 


The vegetable patch needs 
wealing constantly.- The 
Maidstones use raised beds, 
where toe soil is dug so deep 
that it becomes looser and 
more aerated. Among other 
vegetables they grow potatoes, 
garlic, beans, cabbages and 
Jerusalem artichokes. 

While both farmer and voh 
unteef can do well out of a 
Wwoof arrangement, a visitor 
must be prepared to cooper¬ 
ate with toe bests plans and 
vagaries, toe weather and 
whatever else comes his or her 
way. The fanner, who may 
have » be patient with begin¬ 
ners, can also reap great 
rewards if toe Wwoofer is 


experienced. People from 
Hungary, Germany and 
Spain as well as Britain have 
worked with the Maidstones. 
“AD are coraptetefy different A 
few are thinking of farming 
like this themselves, so they 
want to learn," Mrs Maid¬ 
stone says. 

Apart from Wwoofers, the 
Maidstones. who both work 
part-time, have no outride 
help, and keeping control of 
their smallholding is hard 
work. They wish they had 
known about Wwoof before 
they bought their land 12 years 
ago. “It would have been nice 
looking at other people's 
places, to see bow they do 


things,” Mr Maidstone says. 

The next step for Ms 
Halmkan, having completed 
two weekends satisfactorily, is 
to join Wwoofs Kx-lt-Yourself 
scheme, where she can call 
any form listed and plan visits 
of several months at a time, if 
she wants. As yet, she says, she 
has no urgent plans to farm; 
the real thing is tough, and 
soon shatters any romantic 
iOusians about organic farm¬ 
ing.

of the rivers and canals, you 
see a yellow wagtail every few 
hundred yards, sitting on a 
fence or on a thistle with its tail 
bouncing up and down. With 
their yellow underparts and 
greenish backs, and their 
quick, undulating flight, they 
seem like the spirit of the 
water meadows. They have a 
short sweeping call, recog¬ 
nisable from a long way off. 

Hundreds of swifts hurtle 
past screaming, as you walk 
along the canal banks. Sand 
martins twist and turn above 
the water, as they have done 
since time immemorial — but 
this year the}' are of special 
interest A vertical cliff of sand 
was dug out not far from toe 
centre three years ago and was 
immediately discovered by 
sand martins, who burrowed 
out nest-holes in it Last year 
there were 20 pairs: this year 
fewer returned at first but in 
the past few days — unusually 
late for them — more have 
arrived, and they look as if 
they are going to nest too. 

The landscape is lush now 
— swathes of purple loosestrife 
grow at the edge of the water, 
toe sallows and osiers are 
dense with leaf, the reeds are 
tall. Young sedge and reed 
warblers are hiding in places 
like these, with their parents 
still feeding them. A hobby has 
been sweeping across the la¬ 
goon: house and sand martins 
are favourite prey, and it can 
catch them on toe wing. 

There are two or three 
months of abundant food 
ahead for the yellow wagtails 
and the warblers, the swifts 
and swallows and martins. 
The adults will have time to 
recuperate from the labours of 
breeding, and the young will 
have time and leisure to grow 
up. But all of these birds are 
summer visitors to Britain: 
and by the time the wild swans 
return, and the meadows have 
vanished under chill water, 
they will be very far away.

Cream of Cornish pasties 


Josephine 


Fairley finds out 
what makes Ann 
Muller’s 
specialities 
worth a detour 


T hey do not see many 
Securicor vans on the 
Lizard peninsula in 
Cornwall. Until a 
Herefordshire businessman 
ordered one, a few weeks ago. 
to collect two dozen Cornish 
pasties from Ann Muller's 
Lizard Pasty Shop, the last 
occasion anyone could remem¬ 
ber was when the security firm 
came to fetch some gold ingots 
discovered on the cliffs of this 
southernmost point of Britain, 
which had somehow failed to 
reach their destination. The 
pasties, fortunately, fared 
better. 

Mrs Muller. 39. is accus¬ 
tomed to people going out or 
their way to try her pasties. 
Not only do Cornish people 
make regular pilgrimages to 
her bakery from all over the 
country, one couple travelled 
all the way from New Zealand. 
"Friends had told them that 
they had to have one of my 
pasties if they came to Europe. 
They were actually going to 
the Lake District but they 
made the detour specially.” It 
is not difficult to appreciate 
why. Compare the rich, crum¬ 
bly pastry and fresh-tasring 
filling of Mrs Muller'S hefty 
L2oz, El JQ pasties with the 
versions commercially avail¬ 
able. and there is no contest 
Although bom on the Liz¬ 
ard, Mrs Muller never expect¬ 
ed to become a Cornish pasty- 
maker extraordinaire. Her 
only previous catering experi-

ence was waitrussing in a 
vegetarian restaurant in 
Netting Hill west London. 20 
years ago. to eke out her art- 
school grant *Td never even 
made a pasty till about ten 
years ago. even though it's 
something which aU the 
women in my mothers Cor¬ 
nish family traditionally did.” 


She learnt in an emergency, 
when she was summoned by 
her mother. Hettie Merrick, a 
professional pasty-maker, to a 
Breton agricultural fair, 
where demand was dramati¬ 
cally and unexpectedly out¬ 
stripping supply at a stall Mrs 
Merrick had set up. “At the 
end of a day of pasty-making, I

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could crimp them as fast as 
mother." Mrs Muller says. 

Soon afterwards she began 
making pasties- for neigh¬ 
bours. “whod bring gifts of 
fresh fish they’d caught or 
vegetables they'd grown, and 
who treated my living room 
like a waiting room, sitting 
around gossiping over cups of 
tea if the pasties hadn't come 
out of die oven yet". 

Inspired by the response, 
Mrs Muller and her mother 
started selling their wares 
from a stall in the nearby 
market town of Helston. grad¬ 
uating to a shop in Forthleven. 
But when juggling family and 
pasty shop became too much, 
Mrs Muller’s husband trans¬ 
formed the garage of their 
semi-detached into a pasty 
kitchen, where she is able to 
crimp away to her heart's 
content, keeping one eye on 
the Zanussi industrial oven, 
and one on her teenage son 
and daughter. She opens four 
days a, week, from Tuesday to 
Friday, when a steady stream 
of pasty fans beats a path to 
her kitchen door. She reserves 
the other three days for her 
family. 

Her mother, meanwhile, set 
about writing a history of the 
pasty, complete with family 
stories and recipes (and avail¬ 
able by mail order from the 
shop). As Mrs Merrick docu¬ 
ments in her pocket-sized 
book, there are infinite varia¬ 
tions on a theme: liver and 
onion, cheese, egg and pars¬ 


ley, beef, egg and bacon, pork 
and squab, all “pressure- 
cooked" inside an unbleached 
pastry casing without pricked 
airholes. “You can put any¬ 
thing in a pasty — even fruit" 
says Mrs Muller. “The only 
rule is that all ingredients are 
used raw — which is what 
distinguishes a pasty from any 
other pie" Vegetables are sliv¬ 
ered, meat or fish chopped into 
* 2 in cubes. She herself prefers 
a vegetarian version made 
with wholemeal flour—which 
she is proud to sell to the 
discerning wholefood pioneers 
who founded Cranks, and 
who have a cottage nearby. 

P asty myths and leg¬ 
ends abound. Nobody - 
can quite pinpoint 
when pasties originat¬ 
ed, "but there’s a letter in 
existence from a baker to 
Henry VIITs Jane Seymour, 
saying ‘hope this pasty reaches 
you in better condition than 
die last one...'" Over the 
centuries, they became the 
staple diet of Cornish miners, 
engineers, blacksmiths. Ev¬ 
eryone but fishermen. “It's 
bad luck to take a pasty on 
board," explains Mrs Muller, 
whose husband Tony mans 
the Lizard lifeboat Wien she 
made the mistake of going 
aboard the lifeboat with a 
pasty in her bag a few week¬ 
ends ago, it developed engine 
trouble. "Then 1 was trans¬ 
ferred to another boat and 
that went wrong, too. The 


captain of the boat rang my 
husband later that night to say 
he’d identified the problem 
with the boat: 'Ann Mullert 
bloody pasties'." When fisher¬ 
men set sail, they leave their 
pasties ashore — one reason 
why home-made pasties are 
traditionally marked , with the 
owners' initials, to avoid con¬ 
fusion. (For a Cornish wed¬ 
ding recently. Mrs Muller was 
asked to supply 140 of her 
pasties with the bride and 
groom's initials surrounding a 
pastry heart). 

On terra firma, meanwhile, 
the portents are clearly more 
auspicious: “According to su¬ 
perstition, ft’s pasties that keep 
the devil out of Cornwall” she 
says. 

Mrs Muller dreams of one 
day franchising the business, 
establishing little "Cornish 
kitchens” (“An Gegyn", in. 
Cornish) in the high streets of 
Britain, selling fresh,' I2oe 
pasties subs tantial enough to 
satisfy all but the heartiest of 
appetites. "Actually. I dunk 
they've the potential to be the 
perfect British fast food, a’ 
native alternative to Kentucky 
Fried Chicken and McDon¬ 
ald’s." Meanwhile, far-flung 
customers wishing to enjoy 
Mrs Mullert pasties must 
make a detour to the Lizard, 
Or call Securicor.

How to kill 

your 

crustacean 

Tips on the most humane way to 


dispatch lobsters and crabs 


I HAVE been 
testing crab 
and lobster 

recipes and have come to the 
conclusion that to get the 
freshest, sweetest product, you 
should cook the crustacean 
yourself, rather than buying it 

ready-cooked. 

However, cooking it your¬ 
self means killing it yourself. 
There is. according to the 
RSPCA. no known way of 
killin g lobsters absolutely hu¬ 
manely. and if thane is any 
uncertainty, the animal needs 
the benefit of the doubt. 

Some people suggest stun¬ 
ning them electrically: others 
recommend putting the lob¬ 
ster into lukewarm salt water 
and very gradually raising the 
heat. The short, sharp blow 
through die nervous system 
has its advocates, too. But in 
Canada and Maine, lobsters 
are plunged into an inch or 
two of last boiling water. 
Some cookery experts insist 
that the lobsters die in a few 
seconds. The RSPCA says that 
h can take two or three 
minutes for a lobster to die in 
boiling water. If a large nura- 
berofcrustaceans are being 
cooked in a big pot. it can take 
much longer because the wat¬ 
er will take much longer to 
come back to the baiL 

L obsters live in very cold 
water, and the. RSPCA 
recommends, as the 
least inhumane way of killing 
them, and the (me most feasi¬ 
ble for a domestic kitchen, 
chillmg the lobster in ice 
slurry or in die freezer fur 
about 30 minutes, which re¬ 
duces the creature to a state of 
torpor: it is then killed by 
piercing it through the cross 
mark in the carapace with a 
heavy deaver or kitchen knife, 
cutting right down, to the 
chopping board. This is the 
fastest and most efficient way 
to kill a lobster, if you are deft 
with these implements, and is 
the preferred method of many 
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you will see a 
small hole at 
the base of a 
distinct groove. Paralyse the 
crab by firmly piercing this 
nerve centre to a depth of at 
least half an inch. Complete 
the process by pushing the awl 
or skewer between the move- 
able plates at the mouth, 
between the eyes. The crab can 
then be boiled or steamed. 

Once the water has come 
back to the boil, allow 15-20 
minutes for a 2-31b crab. 
Canadian and Maine lobsters 
have a thinner shell than the 
Scottish or European lobster. 
The usual weight is about 
lUlb/570g. Allow [2 minutes 
for a Canadian lobster and 15 





For steaming or grilling, the 
lobster can be split right down 
the middle and opened exit All 
that need to be removed are 
the feathery gills under die 
carapace, the stomach sac of 
gritty substance in the “head" 
part, and the intestine, which 
runs down the middle of the 
"tail" and is quite visible when 
the lobster is opened. 

As for crabs, these creatures 
have two nerve centres, and 
these should be destroyed 
before the creature is cooked. 
The RSPCA advises using an 
awl or a similar pointed 
instrument Turn the crab on 
to its back, lift the tail flap and 




for a Scottish lobster, after die 
water has come bad: to the 
bofl. The shell of a Scottish 
lobster is a much more de¬ 
fined. dark-blue colour, 
whereas the Canadian lobster 
shell is greeny-brown. Both, or 
course, turn bright red when 
cooked. 

While f found that both 
Canadian and Scottish lob¬ 
sters have a similarly good, 
firm, chewy texture when 
cooked, the flavour of the 
Scottish lobster was more 
“meaty" and subtle, and the 
Canadian one was more 
saJty/sweet I would be happy 
to have other. 

If you decide to buy a lobster 
already cooked, make sure 
that its tail is tightly curled. A 
limp-tailed lobster indicates 
that it was dead and possibly 
deteriorating before it was 
cooked. A crab should feel 
heavy for its size, with no 
sound of liquid sloshing 
around inside.

Spending in pursuit of perfection 


THE perfect cellar is one that 
contains exactly the right 
quantities of precisely mature 
red and white wines that you 
can affiant have space for, and 
want to drink. Infuriatingly, 
as no two bottles of wine, even 
from the same case, develop 
and mature in the same 
manner, pouring perfection 
into your wine glass is rare. 
Wealthy wine buffs have rath¬ 
er more chance than the rest of 
us because, with no money 
and space problems, they can 
simply acquire case after case 
of the right names and vin¬ 
tages. knowing that most will 
come good, if not greaL 

ANY disap¬ 
pointments can 
always be sold 
on. This is one 
reason, inciden¬ 
tally. to be waiy 
of buying any 11-bottle cases 
on sale at auction: the twelfth 
has usually been tasted and 
found wanting. 

With more limited means 
and space, selection is the key 
to the perfect cellar. Bui first 
make certain that you have 
enough good, everyday house

white and red wines 
to prevent you from 
raiding your matur¬ 
ing cases whenever 
you want a drink. 

Take note. too. of 
family and friends’ 
preferences: anyone 
dining regularly at your table, 
especially if they are enthusi¬ 
astic wine drinkers, will need 
to have their vinous likes and 
dislikes taken into account 
Unless you and yours are very 
white-wine orientated, red 
wines, given that they age 
more slowly and. when at 
their peak, remain there for 
considerably longer than 
while wines, are likely to 
provide the bulk of your cellar. 

Above all, when contemplat¬ 
ing laying down a wine cellar, 
don't cheat The wines to cellar 
are the bottles you know you 
drink, not the ones you think 
you ought to drink. As before, 
forget about cellaring any 
wine priced at £3.50 and 
below, or any whose back 
labels are honest enough to 
suggest a six months hence 



drink-by date. Both 
bottles will break 
up. not mature with 
age. 

If £100 sounds a 
. big sum to spend on 
wine, sadly, as those 
of you who bought 
my £100 cellar suggestions at 
the end of May will know, 
these days it brings you less 
than two cases of wine to 
stash away. 

Top up therefore with the 
recently arrived best of the 
southwest bunch, the smoky, 
fruit-laden Limoux Chardon- 
nay from Hugh Ryman. With 
age this white will become 
richer and seemingly oakier 
stilL The best Alsace whites 
also fill out with age. so expect 
this delicate, flowery, fruity. 
Pinot Blanc to taste better in 
six months than it does now. 

Red wines at this price level 
made from the long-living 
syrah grape are rare, so 
pounoe on the spicy-inky 
Domaine Barthes and expect 
it to become more velvety and 
perfumed with time. 


Faiveley’s red burgundies are 
always a treat, and his big, 
full, liquorice and plum lay¬ 
ered humble Knot Noir from 
a great burgundy vintage is no 
exception. Reward yourself for 

open! bottle of th^splend^ 
flowery-biscuity Hamm 
Champagne.

Frances Bisseil recalls the fishy flavours 
-Of Maine with pots of recipes / 


DIANA LEADBETTER 
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THE inspiration for 
today's dishes 
comes from “down 
east" in Maine, New 
England, where I 
spent part of last 
summer. I have 
waited patiently un¬ 
til now to regale you with lobster 
reapes, as this is the best time to 
buy lobsters in Britain, whether 
you choose the Atlantic lobster 
from Canada and Maine or the 
. European lobster from Scotland 
I ) (see the article on opposite page for 
■ how to choose and cook fresh 
lobsters and crab). 

Before my visit to New England, 

I had thought lobster over-rated, 
and preferred crab. Now that I 
have tasted freshly caught and 
cooked lobster, I am not so certain. 
In Maine, lobsters were so plentiful 
that they were cm every menu, from 
the seaside shack to the grandest 
restaurant. I ate steamed lobsters 
at a friend's house overlooking the 
harbour in Camden. Maine. The 
correct accompaniment, she said, 
was "drawn" butter, melted and 
clarified. She was right The sweet 
meat that was both tender and 
slightly resistant to the tooth, needs 
nothing more. With it we drank a 
Martin Codex Albarino from Ga- • 
Jiria in northern Spain. 

. Lobster pizzas were temp ting, 
•I too. as were the glorious confec¬ 
tions of lobster in various spicy- 
sharp. home-made cocktail sauces. 

My favourite way to eat lobster, 
though, was the famous Maine 
lobster roll. It is so simple to make 
that it needs no recipe. All you do is 
combine, freshly cooked lobster tail 
meat with good qualify mayon¬ 
naise and heap it into a split soft- 
buttered roll. This makes a perfect - 
lunch with a glass of dry white 
wine or cold beer on a hot day. 

AH the other ingredients for a 
“down east" feast were dose to 
hand. Roadside stalls were piled 
with sweet com cobs, for steaming 
or barbecuing and eating with the 
fingers, or for making into a soup 
with a few more summer veg¬ 
etables. On the drive into Machias 
to eat blueberry pie at Helen’s, a 
waterside restaurant famous for its 
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the high open moors, or 
blueberry battens, were hazy-blue 
with fruit ready for picking. 

From now until early autumn we 
in Britan can get imported Ameri¬ 
can blueberries, or pick our own 
later in the summer, tf you cannot 
get them for a pie. I suggest you 
make a blackcurrant crumble: 
flavour it with leaves of mint, peach 
or scented geranium on foe bottom 
of foe dish and under the crumble. 

HERE are some of the lobster 
dishes I have cooked over foe last 
few weeks, using both Atlantic and 
European lobsters. Remember that 
the latter, with its thicker shell, will 
need cooking a minute or two 
longer if cooking it whole, but not if 
split open and steamed or grilled. 

I use my wok for steaming 
lobster, and I like to Savour bom 
lobster and steam with oriental 
herbs and spices. Fora Provencale- 
styie dish, flavour foe steam with 
thyme, bay, fennel and lemon zest 
tucking some garlic, thyme and 
fennel around foe lobster, and 
serve it with a dipping sauce or ofl 
flavoured with pastis or basfl. 

Steamed lobster, oriental style 

_ (serves 4 as a starter) _ 

2l^-lhfo/570£80g uncooked lobsters, 
flavourings for the lobsters (see below), 
aromatics for die steam free below) 

Having first rhilleri them (as des¬ 
cribed opposite), chop each lobster 
quickly and cleanly down foe 
centre, putting foe point of a heavy 
knife or cleaver through foe cross - 
mark on foe carapace, right down 
to foe chopping board. Open out. : 
and remove foe s tomach sac in foe 
head and the intestine, whkh runs 
the length of foe tail. 

Place foe lobster halves mi a_ 
plate, set on a rack in a steamer. . 
Put some aromatics in the water. I 
. like to .use a slice of fresh ginger, a 
long sliver of orange peel or a piece 
of dried orange peek and a split 
stalk of lemon grass or a sprig of 
lime leaves. 

To Savour die lobster, sparingly 
spread on a mixture of grated . 
gmger. chopped spring onions and 
garlic, or. garlic chives and some . 
crushed, fermented Madtbeans, or 
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a splash of soy sauce. All of these 
ingredients are available from 
oriental supermarkets. Cover and 
steam the lobster for eight to ten 
minutes, once the water comes to 
the bofl. TYansfer foe lobster halves 
to dinner plates, and serve with a 
dipping sauce of toasted sesame oil. 
soy sauce, rice vinegar and, if you 
lflre. a little chopped chilli and 
grated ginger. • -

A little fresh lobster meat will go a 
long way when mixed with blan¬ 
ched beansprouts. sliced and de¬ 
merged cucumber, crushed, toasted 
peanuts, sliced, dried mushrooms, 
chopped mint, basil and coriander. 


roll wrappers, bank Dung, whim 
are also available from oriental 
supermarkets. The wrappers need 
to be dipped in cold water and left 
to soften for a few minutes. Eat 
them on the day you make them, 
preferably within a few hours. 
Salad spring rolls of this kind make 
a delicious, light, lunch. Small 
versions can be made for starters. 


MY version of lobster bisque 
depends on bow I have cooked the 
lobster and with what aromatics. 
With the steamed oriental lobster. 1 
made a marvellous lobster and 
lemon grass bisque. If you use less 
pungent aromatics, your version of 
bisque will be closer to the classical 
one ft 1 you can spare some lobster 
meat, it will add greatly to the 
sumptuousness of the final version. 
Tomato purge is sometimes recom¬ 
mended to intensify the colour, but 
I much prefer to use a little 
vegetable purge, which is available 
in tubes from supermakets. Save 
any lobster juices accumulated 
during preparation and cooking, 
and use it in the soup. 

Lobster and lemon grass bisque

Meanwhile, in a separate sauce¬ 
pan. cook foe lemon grass, onion 
and celery in the re maining butter 
until foe vegetables are trans¬ 
lucent. Sprinkle an the flour and 
stir it in to absorb the butter. Stir in 
the vegetable purte and gradually 
strain m the milk, stirring continu¬ 
ously to obtain a smooth mixture. 
Add the soft parts of the lobster 
shell, bring to the boil, and simmer 
for ten minutes. Allow to cool 


slightly before putting in foe food 
processor or blender. Process for a 
few seconds and then press 
through a sieve into a dean 
saucepan. Reheat, adding any lob¬ 
ster juioes and the cream. Season 
with mace, salt and pepper, and 
serve immediately. 

A few spoonfuls of leftover 
lobster bisque makes a delicious 
sauce for steamed or poached white 
fish. I like the soup served chilled, 
with plenty of chopped dill in ft. 
Did is excellent with lobster, as it is 
with most shellfish. 

Another way of making freshly 
cooked lobster meat go further is to 
mix it with slioed. freshly cooked, 
waxy potatoes and diced celeriac. 
chapped dill and mayonnaise, and 
serve it as lobster salad. 

Cooked and diced lobster, mixed 
with cream or melted butter, makes 
a very tasty filling for a baked 
potato.

Statues to urns 


The smell of alfresco cooking is in the air. Nicole Swengley puts on her apron to test barbecues, and also suggests how to beautify the outdoor eating area )['* 

Light up for 
a sizzling 


summer 


L ike the first swallow, it is a 
sure sign of summer when 
barbecues start appearing 
in garden centres, D1Y 
warehouses and department stores. 
Even though alfresco cooking is so 
weather-dependent, barbecues 
seem to stir in us some primitive 
urge for open-air cooking, which is 
why sales of barbecue appliances 
exceed about £1 million a year. But 
just how successful your dejeuner 
sur i'herbe will be depends largely 
on choosing the right barbecue. 

Traditionalists prefer to cook 
over charcoal, which bums well 
provided you allow about 45 min¬ 
utes to get it going before cooking. 
The beginner's favourite, the hiba- 
chi (not a brand name — it is 
Japanese for “fire bowH. made of 
cast iron or sheet metal, is a reliable 
performer and can be controlled by 
draught vents. However, hibachis 
are not free-standing, and even the 
triple grill size cannot cope with 
large quantities. 

Do-It-All and Homebase both 
sell double-size hibachis at £7.99. 
while John Lewis stores stock the 
Odell triple grill. £14. A superior 
type is the Morso Grill 85. £174 
from Divertimenti. 45 Wigmore 
Street. London Wl (0420 542654 for 
other stockists). 

Disposable barbecues are cheap, 
clean and portable — perfect for 
picnics or holidays. The foil 
tray/grill comes with its own 
supply of “self-igniting" charcoal 
and is ready for use in about 15 
minutes. The small ones cook 
enough for one or two people (£3.45 
at Sainsburys Homebase). al¬ 
though a party size is also available 
at about £7. 

Free-standing grills with screw- 
on or boit-on legs are a good 
medium-price choice. The more 
sophisticated versions have adjust¬ 
able grill heights, spits, a storage 
shelf or tray below the grill and a 
windshield. Trolley barbecues on 
wheels are similar and are much 
easier to move around. 

John Lewis selis the free-stand¬ 
ing Odell Tristar. £25.50. and Odell 
Eurostar. £49. while Homebase 
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has the free-standing Verona at 
£3199 and the Kirklees Firenze 
trolley at £49.99. Do-It-AJl sells the 
Winchester Udall trolley barbecue, 
£39.99. while John Lewis has the 
Blade Knight Vicenza. £59. 

When choosing this type of 
barbecue, it is important to check 
its stability. Also look out for thin or 
bare patches of nickel-chrome plat¬ 
ing on the food grill, and check that 
the bars are dose enough to hold 
small sausages and chicken wings. 
Air vents in the fire bowl mate 
lighting and control easier. 

Kettle-type barbecues offer great¬ 
er scope still. Their enclosed cook¬ 
ing areas can be used for roasting, 
baking and smoke-cooking as well 
as grilling. When the lid is lowered, 
heat is reflected off the inside 
surfaces to cook food evenly. 

Kettle barbecues are free stand¬ 
ing and easily wheeled around. 
Some versions provide special sec¬ 
tions for cooking vegetables, and al I 
have air vents in the fid and fire 
bowl, and an ash collector. They 
can be used in exposed, windy 
areas, since the charcoal grate and 
food grill sit tow in the fire bowl. 
Wagon barbecues are a rectangu¬ 
lar. covered version of the kettle 
type. Most have a warming grill 
and at least one side table. Some 
also have a rotisserie. 

Selfridges stocks the popular 
22b in Weber One-Touch, £139.99, 
while the 18in model sells at 
Homebase for £99.99. John Lewis 
sells the Barbi Kettle. £75, while 
Do-It-All has the Landmann De¬ 
luxe. £69.99. 

Despite high prices, gas barbe¬ 
cues are growing in popularity 
because of their push-button sim¬ 
plicity and lack of mess. Look for 
those canying a tag saying they 
conform to British Standard 
BS5258. These barbecues work on a 
cylinder of liquefied petroleum gas 
(LPG), which is fairly portable and 
stores easily. As the food cooks, 
released juices fall on a hot bed of 
volcanic nock or man-made ceram¬ 
ic briquettes. Smoke rises to envel¬ 
op the food, giving a barbecued 
flavour.

With a push-button spark ignit¬ 
er. gas barbecues are easy to light, 
even in windy conditions, and 
cooking can start within ten min¬ 
utes. The cooking heat is precisely 
controlled using a knob rather than 
raising or lowering the food grill. 
After cooking, the gas is turned off. 
Volcanic rock or ceramic briquettes 
can be burnt dean and will last 
several years. 


A mong the less expensive 
models are the new Ther¬ 
mos PEIS, £79.99, and an 
old favourite, the Ther¬ 
mos WG22. £99. both stocked at 
Argos Superstores. Argos also sells 
the new Camping Gaz 6000.

Water smokers — free-standing

To keep costs down many people 
chose to build their own barbecue.

Different brands and qualities 
mean exact comparison is not 
always possible — but then, the 
chance to buy something 
a bit different is one of the 
main attractions. Not ev¬ 
eryone looking for some¬ 
thing to stick under a pot 
plant needs the heavy- 
duty Stewart plastics that 
dominate domestic 
garden centres, so in 
easy to see where the 64p 
flimsy French number 
scores over Stewart's 
£2.4912in saucer. 

In France, choice seans 
to be everything. Plastic 
tables and chairs are 
available in every size, 
shape and strength- This 
year, stores on both sides 
of the Channel are offer¬ 
ing dark green tables and 
chairs that look a shade 
more elegant than the 
standard cheap white 
plastic, although they 
doubtless, stffl hoM that^ 
unwelcome "puddle of 
rainwater just as efficient¬ 
ly. Prices here vary from 
£9 to £12 a chain in the 
French supermarkets, the 
best are E7.

Mudi as we might yearn to 
spend the summer sipping cham¬ 
pagne on the lawn, sometimes 
there is real work to be done, and 
the radcs of unusual tools should be 
enough to tempt even the most 
reluctant toiler. There is a seeming¬ 
ly endless array of lethal weapons 
tor use in the battle against 
plantain and raarestafl. with 
prongs protruding in all directions. 
When it comes to tilling the sod. 
there are little hand hoes and forks, 
as well as a full range of long- 
handled tools that are hard to find 
ax home: B&Q now sells a long-

but the French fight bade with 
forks, hoes and rakes for those who 
cherish their barks. They cost about 
£10 a time: 1 was spoilt for choice 
when 1 fell for the baby hoe: one 
supermarket had four, ranging in 
price from £2 to £8. not counting the 
ones with prongs or spikes on the 
reverse of the blade like a hortiod- 
tural daw hammer. 

Name-brand equipment can also 
come cheaper — although some 
models are markedly more expen¬ 
sive. A Gardena rose sprinkler was 
£6.16 in France: compared with 
£10.99 here, but the same compa¬ 
ny's hose trolley, which cost £39.99 
in. Britain, was £63. Hie Wolf 
multichange range was particular¬ 
ly good value across the Channel, 
as little as a third of the recom¬ 
mended prices at home; for exam¬ 
ple, a rake head that cost £14.95 at 
Notcutts was £5.87 in Le Touquet 
The biggest bargains of all come 
in the pottery sections, and the 
further south you go. the cheaper 
the terracotta. Any gardener tour¬ 
ing near the Spanish border would 
have to be mad not to leave space in 
the car for the biggest pot they can 
fit in. but smaller savings 
’ are to be had all over the 
country. Giants that 
would cost hundreds of 
pounds here are available 
for between £75 and £100, 
while at the other end of 
the market machine- 
moulded troughs can cost 
a fifth of the British price. 

Finally, having bought 
the pots, why not bring 
something back to put in 
them? Agriculture minis¬ 
try rules allow each trav¬ 
eller to import up to five 
plants for planting at 
home (with some excep¬ 
tions), and it's worth tak¬ 
ing advantage of this not 
only because of the prices 
hut also because die 
French bedding is gener¬ 
ally further advanced 
than ours. In April or 
May. you can buy well- 
established geraniums or 
busy lizzies that would 
barely be plugs at home, 
although you risk devas¬ 
tation m a late frost 
Busy lizzies, begonias, 
ageratum or African 
marigolds sell for about 
D for ten in France, 
which makes the bizzies 
excellent value. Even bet¬ 
ter were the fancy impa- 
tiens in litre pots (£3 
upwards each at home), 
at just over £8 for ten. The 
same goes for litre zonal 
pelargoniums, at £1.40 
each — and in a day pot 
Magic.

Although collecting 
mflh aria is an almost entirely 
male field, memorabilia asso¬ 
ciated with women is doing 
wdL In the past four or five 
years, items from the ATS and 
Land Army have had a surge 
in popularity, Mr Bosley says. 

For the more serious collec¬ 
tor. a Sothebyls sale in March 
included the Eulen Nielsen 


collection of antique arms and 
armour, assembled by the late 
Norwegian architect Every 
piece was sold, realising a 
grand total of £569.526, which 
included a full suit of German 
fluted Maximillian armour at 
£13.225, orginally estimated at 
between £5.000 and £8.000. 

Even though many collec¬ 
tors would consider killing for 
a quality suit of armour from 
medieval times, most exam¬ 
ples have rusted away or 
simply disappeared. Such was 
the demand for the last com¬ 
plete medieval suit to appear 
at auction ten years ago that it 
fetched £1.7m. 

More common is the ar¬ 
mour mass-produced in the 
19th century for the mansions 
and castles of the nouveau 
riche. Because of the shortage 
of original, earlier armour. 
Victorian suits of armour, 
scorned until recently, can 
fetch about £5.000 at auction. 

There are many fakes about, 
but more prevalent is the 
“tarting up” of existing items. 
Beware of policemen’s helmets 
converted into the headwear of 
the Oxford Light Horse regi¬ 
ment. and the fixing of fake 
badges on to items. Out-and- 
out fakes indude the Glengar¬ 
ry badges made by a Mr Fox 
of Southsea around 1900 to 
imitate those from Scottish 
headdresses.

In The Sunday Telegraph, the 
spy expert Christopher Andrew 
dodged the issue of the book's 
realism but called Archer “a 
marvellous storyteller". In The 
Sunday Times, the novelist Kate 
Saunders said it was “an enter¬ 
taining. pacey page-turner" but 
carefully tried to distance herself 
from it: “Someone has to write 
books that can be enjoyed by 
simpletons."

Inside the temple of the lions 


Ruth GledhiH joins 
Sikh worshippers 
in the Midlands to 
celebrate 
akhandpath 

H I COVERED, my 
head, removed my 
shoes and entered 
over the marble 
floors of the white- 
walJed langar, the 
communal kitchen 
and dining-room on 
the ground floor of die temple. On 
the walls hung pictures of Hindu, 
Muslim and Sikh holy men hon¬ 
oured as saints by Sikhs; also 
pictures of the ten gurus, from 
Guru Nanak (bom AD 1469) who 
founded Sikhism in the Punjab to 
Guru Gobind Singh (died 
AD 1708). 

It was Sunday evening, and I 
was there to witness the final two 
hours of die akhandpath, a 48- 
hour ceremony in which priests 
take turns to recite the 1,430 pages 
of the Sikh scriptures, the Guru 
Granth Sahib, which begins with 
the words ik onkar. samam. God is 
one, God's name is truth. Sikhs 
recite this phrase every day at 
dawn, and read a chapter of 
scripture each nighL 
My host, Harbinder Singh, was 
followed everywhere by his three- 
year-old daughter. Kamalpreet. 
Even at that age, worshippers 
cover their heads and bare their 
feet inside the temple. 

Harbinder Singh is director of 
the trust formed to celebrate the 
centenary of the death of the last 
Maharaja of the Punjab, Duleep 
Singh, who lived a gentleman's life 
on a Suffolk estate after his lands 
were annexed by the British and he 
resigned his rights to the throne of 
the Punjab — and the Koh-i-Noor 
diamond — in exchange for a 
pension. He is buried at Elveden. 
The Wolverhampton temple will 
lead the celebrations, on August 1. 

Shortly after 7pm. men and 
women began to drift upstairs, by 
separate staircases, to sit cross- 
legged on either side of die blue and 
white carpeted hall where they 
would worship. Before sitting, 
most first went to the raised 
platform at the front, to offer 
money or food. An exotic gold 
tabemacle-style structure, the 
Sachkand. was inscribed with gold 
letters stating that this was the

home of God; the place where the 
scriptures were kept On either side 
were paintings of two “saints” who 
founded the Nanaksar sect of 
Sikhism in India. The sect concen¬ 
trates more on the spiritual than 
the political side of their religion. 

On the platform was a khan da. 
a circle flanked by swords and with 
a double-edged sword in the centre: 
die rirde represents strength and 
unity; the outer swords spiritual 
and temporal power: the inner, the 
duty of Sikhs to defend themselves 
and the weak. 

The five priests, in white robes to 
symbolise purity, having taken it 
in turn to recite for two hours each, 
the ceremony was nearing its cli¬ 
max, the bhorg. The temple’s spirit¬ 
ual leader. Sant Baba Amar Singh, 
was abroad and so the temple pres¬ 
ident, DrSadhu Singh, a computer 
engineer, took the lead. He sang, 
accompanying himself with a har¬ 
monium, and the priests added to 
the crescendo with a tdbla . a 
percussion drum, and bells. 

The 100 Sikhs present were told 
to give one tenth of “truthfully 
earned income” to the temple or to 
the poor. After the congregation 
had scattered rose petals on the 
platform we stood to pray, and then 
settled back for readings. 

A priest from Leicester. Jagdev 
Singh, gave a lecture about the 
third guru, and at the end everyone 
was given “holy pudding”, semoli¬ 
na cooked in butter, water and 
sugar, before moving downstairs 
for a communal meal. Sikhs are 
vegetarians. Addictive substances.

such as alcohol and tobacco, are 
taboo. They live a life of strict 
discipline Most get up before 
sunrise to wash and meditate 
before going to work. From about 
25 Sikh families In the Wolver¬ 
hampton community in the early 
1960s. the number has grown to 
about 25.000 Sikh individuals. 

The temple was founded in a 
nearby house, bought in 1975. Until 
recently, the Sikhs met in a 
dilapidated hall. The present £1.5 
million building was completed in 
May, and a project to build a 
temple-style entrance, with a gold¬ 
en dome, will begin soon. 

All Sikh men take die surname 
Singh, Persian for lion. The women 
take Kaur, which means princess. 


On the anniversary of the official 
birth of Sikhism as a religion, in 
April 1699, Sikhs who wish to be 
baptised adopt die five Ks at a 
ceremony. Amrit Paan. These 
mandatory insignia (which apply 
to boys and girls) are: unshorn 
hair, or kesh; a small wooden 
comb, kanga, to keep the hair tidy; 
a sword, or kirpan ; a steel bracelet. 
kara, to symbolise unity; and a 
style of briefs, kachera, to allow 
ease of movement in warfare. 

Sikhs consider themselves to be 
warriors, but in Britain are en¬ 
gaged in one of their toughest fights 
yet: against the secularisation of 
their young. 

• Temple ceremony culminates between 
7pm and 9pm each Sunday.

hostas to 
slug it out 

Francesca Greenoak discovers that 
hostas are fighting the molluscs 


H osas have been grown 
and valued in Japanese 
gardens for more than 
l .000 years, but it was 

fh« ^ European gardens, where 
quickly became established. 
^ of these ancient garden 
h^tas such as Hosta tandfolia 
and Hosta plantaginea are stDi 
commonly grown, but the past few 
decades _ have seen an intense 
irHeresz in the genus and a huge 
proliferation of different kinds. 

Nine years ago Richard and 
Mary Ford set up Paris Green 
Nursery at Wethenngsett, in Suf-' 
rolk, and decided to spedalise in 
hostas. Next week at the Hampton 
Court show (see Best Buys}, they 
wiU be displaying some cuhivars 
introduced from the United States. 

The Fords also grow hostas of 
English origin, commending some 
of the grey-blue leaved cuhivars 
such as “Halcyon” They have also 
found some interesting novelties of 
their own. Propagating the popular 
“Gold Standard 1 *, which is typically 
gold-leaved wife a green margin, 
they discovered among the progeny 
a plant with a striking green-gold 
stripe down the centre of a predom¬ 
inantly green leaf.

I grow ody a few hosta cuhivars. 
but they show the diversity of the 
genus: a variegated Hosta crispula, 
the shiny., narrow-leaved land-, 
folia, and a grey-leaved Hosta 
sieboldii elegans. I grow them in 
pots as a precaution against snails, 
blit also because 1 can better 
appreciate the textures and form. 
At Park Green, they protect all the 
hostas in spring, using slug pellets 
sparingly. 

Mary fiord advises growing cul- 
tivars with thicker, stronger leaves 
that are held high off fee ground in 
. gardens wife high mollusc popula¬ 
tions. and she cites fee stupendous 
“Krossa Regal 1 * as ah example.This 
is a handsome, grey-blue leaved 
hosts, its foliage held in an elegant, 
bunched vase shape. Later in fee 
season, it produces purple-blue 
flowers that rise over a metre. 

Other mollusc-resistant recom¬ 
mendations are fee large-leaved 
“Sum and Substance”, which 
makes a very substantial plant wife 
glossy yellowish-green leaves. Only 
lor large borders, it can reach 
almost two metres in Its mature 
spread, its lavender flowers reach¬ 
ing a metre or so. 

I took home with me “Invrnri- 
ble", a small plant with, glossy, 
dark leathery leaves. I intend it for 
my shady border where I shall look 
forward to its scented white flow¬ 
ers, and find out if its shig-resistant 
reputation stands up in my garden. 

Mr and Mrs Ford became inter¬ 
ested in hostas after finding how 
weO they did at their previous home 
with a sandy garden in the kind of 

Conditions supposedly fnimirat to 

them, fa a rich moist soil, hostas 
Will survive both drought and a 
sunnier-than-position In gardens 
where drought is ' a perennial 
problem, such as those in East 
Anglia, cuhivars such as fee varie¬ 
gated and vigorous “Francee” or 
“Wide Brim” are a good choice.

HIGH summer is peak time for 
herbs. Smafrpots of basil bought 
now will last through fee season 
oa a sunny windowsill (pinch out 
the flowering stems to keep it fresh 
and bushy). Thyme also grows, 
well as a pot plant and is attractive 
as wefl as useful when two or three 
varieties are planted together in a 
shallow pot or seed pan. Parsleys 
can be bought now in pots or sown 
for autumn and early winter use.

WHAT TO WEAR 


When elegant women head 
for adventure, they 
go dressed in Lady 
Karen Beelers easy, 
go-anywhere designs in linen, 

_ cotton and silk. _ 

Josephine Fairley finds out 
what gives the clothes, and 
their much-travelled creator, 
such enduring appeal 


F rom her atelier in 
south Kensington, 
Karen Bedey dresses 
the world’s most ele¬ 
gant backpackers. “Who rays 
that if you dimb mountains, 
you have to wear shorn and a 
T-shirt?" demands the mostly 
French, partly Irish woman 
who took up design to stop 
herself going “stark raving 
mad" when her husband (then 
ambassador to Cairo) retired. 

It was in Egypt where she 
played hostess at the 
embassy for more 
than seven years, that 
Lady Bedey’s unusu¬ 
al approach to 
clothes evolved. “I 
was inspired by the 
desert and the Arabs’ 
comfortable dothes. 
which above all 
allowed movement— 
like when getting on 
and off a horse or a 
carnet" she explains. 

When Sir Harold 
Bedey retired to Eng¬ 
land. she found her¬ 
self at a loose end. 

Then in 1979 Prin¬ 
cess Dina, the for¬ 
mer wife of the King 
of Jordan, asked 
Lady Bedey to “shop- 
sit” at Arabesk. her 
emporium of Middle 
Eastern exotica and 
antique Arab jewel¬ 
lery. while she went 
on an extended hon¬ 
eymoon. 

At that time, the 
1970s love affair with all 
things ethnic was fading. So 
with the intention of creating 
something “more appealing to 
Western eyes". Lady Bedey 
decided to become a designer. 

Her fust creation was the 
“desert shirt”, an elongated 
version of a man’s coQadess 
shirt, whidi became a runaway 
best-seller. thanks to its time¬ 
less appeal. So timeless, in fact, 
that some early customers are 
still .waxing their very first 
version, to die commercially 
minded Lady Bede/s “intense 
irritation”. This was followed 
by dozens of other pieces which 
evolve each season, enabling 
her hundreds of devoted cus¬ 


tomers to build up an entire 
wardrobe of relaxed dothes. 
infinitely wearable whatever 
your age. 

The range is now sold from 
Image d’Or, Ae boutique she 
opened five years ago. Before 
Lady Ddamare (thelegendary 
beauty at the focus of Kenya's 
White Mischief scandal) (tied. 
Lady Bedey dossed her exdu- 
sivdy. She still dresses Lesley 
Blanche, the 92-yearoki wid¬ 
ow of French writer Remain

f. who now lives in France, 
other clients are in their 
teens. “But mine are dothes for 
women who do things, rather 
than ladies who lunch," she 
says. 

Among her clientele she 
numbers writers, artists, and 
no less than five psychiatrists. 
Her longstanding customer, 
the artist Penelope James (pho- 
>hed here), explains: 
i’s are the ufomaie 
founging-aroand dothes. The 
silks are also perfect, head- 
turning. sophisticated evening 

wear.” . 

Their infinite padcabiiity — 
all-natural linens, cottons and 
almost weightless silks, alwqys 


with elasticated or drawstring 
waists for ease — has made 
them a favourite with travel¬ 
lers. whether by cruise liner, 
planeordonksy. Another artist 
diem, 38-year-old Francesca 
Kelly (also pictured here), says 
“They realty come into their 
own then: take a capsule ward¬ 
robe of six nieces, rolled up. 
and you needn’t pack another 
stitch." 

Lady Bedey is relieved die 
never had to create anything 
for Freya Stark, even 
though the veteran 
globetrotter was a 
frequent guest of the 
Bedeys in Cairo.

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MARATHON 

Part three of coach Mel Batty’s marathon training schedule: get out in the morning dew or evening coo l 


T he summer months axe 
high season for athlet¬ 
ics. However, for long¬ 
distance runners it is too hot in 
Europe to stage many of the 
“people's” m arathon s which 
have gainwt such popularity 
during the 1980s and 90s. 

In stead, ambitious runners 
are continuing their training 
out of the midday sun, prefer¬ 
ring the freshness of the early 
morning and the cool of the 
evening for their sessions. This 
is particularly important if you 

are taking holidays in hot 
dimaies Try to maintain your 
tegular exercise while away, or 
you will lose some of the fitness 
that you have built up in the 
past two months. 

It may sometimes be difficult 
to fit in afl your regular home 
sessions because of social or 
family commitments: Howev¬ 
er, something is better than 
nothing. It is probably easiest 
to tram in the cool early 
morning, leaving you free to 
enjoy the rest of the day 
without the nagging prospect 
of having to fit in the session 
during the evening. 

If you are forced to miss a 
week’s or a fortnight’s training, 
do not worry. Just repeat the 
schedule from die last week 
when you completed all of the 
outings, and that build up 
—sin according to the sched- 
_j. Treat this period as one of 
consolidation. There is plenty 
of time before the London 
Marathon next April. 

Remember to wear loose; 
light clothing, such as a vest 
and shorts during hot weather, 
and if you feel any chafing 
between your thighs or on your 
nipples (“runner's nipple” is 
now a weft-known medical 
condition), smear some Vase¬ 
line the afieded parts.

Drink plenty during the day; 
you may like to cany some 
water or juice on the run. 
Spoons shops stock plastic con¬ 
tainers of different sacs, hold¬ 
ing from a quarter to a foil 
pint. They can be easily held 
during a run and many ath¬ 
letes have found them useful 
either for very long sessions or 
in hot conditions. - 


Do not forget to do the 
warming-up exercises we pub¬ 
lished here last month before 
your outings. They are one of 
the best guards against inju¬ 
ries, which are the bane of 
many athletes. If you do fed a 
twinge, rather than just mus¬ 
cular stiffness, do not train. 
Take a few days off until you 
are certain the injury has gone . 


away. If not, consult a physio¬ 
therapist: many are listed in 
running magazines. 

When I was competing, 
shoes did not have the cushion¬ 
ing iff modem products. 
However, injuries are still com¬ 
monplace. I suffered from shin 
soreness, and Eamonn Martin 
missed two seasons because he 
was forced to have an opera¬ 


tion on an Achilles tendon. 
However, he recovered and 
went on to win the NutraSweet 
London Marathon in April. 
Sadly, he is still dogged by 
injury, and was unable to 
complete the 10.000m in 
Rome last Sunday. 

Many top runners, includ¬ 
ing the great Sebastian Coe. 
whose style always seemed 


fluidity personified, suffer from 
a slight imbalance in their gait. 
Several consult specialists and 
have onhotic insoles put in 
their shoes to help to correct 
the unevenness. If you are 
injured, do not try to get back 
too quickly. Return to one of 
the earlier schedules and grad¬ 
ually work your way up again. 

Even beginners for the mar¬ 
athon need pace. If you are 
planning to run a sub-four 
hour marathon next year, you 
will need to run nine-minute 
miles all the way for about 3 
hours 56 minutes. However, 
your body must get used to a 
much quicker pace so you fulfil 
your long-distance potential. 

One way to improve your 
sustained speed, as opposed to 
the explosive speed needed for 
the 100 metres, is to have one 
session a week of fimlek, a 
Swedish word meaning “speed 
play”, in which the athlete does 
some faster running inter¬ 
spersed with jogging. This is 
not a session of jogging and 
sprinting. The fast running is 
only fast relative to your 
normal pace. 

For your first session, care¬ 
fully do your warm-up exer¬ 
cises and then jog ten minutes. 
Next run slightly Caster than 
your usual pace for a couple of 
minutes, so that you finish the 
two minutes breathing quite 
hard. Then jog for five minutes 
as a recovery. Repeat three 
times. Go steadily. Aim for a 
steady sustained speed rather 
than a sprint Aim to pass a 
certain number iff lamp-posts 
or to readi a particular tree. 
Eventually, you wiO be able to 
progress to longer spells of fast 
running, mixed with shorter 
efforts.

A n Englishman's home 
is... what, exactly? The 
answer may He in Bel¬ 
gium. where building has 
started on the first “British Home 
for Europe": a house which, accord¬ 
ing to its builders, represents the 
average Briton’s dream home. The 
house will also be used as a 
showcase for all things British 
when it is opened to the public next 
April, possibly by the Prince of 
Wales. The timing coincides with 
the fiftieth anniversary of the 
liberation of Belgium, and the 
opening of the Channel tunnel. 

Everything for the house, from 
door-knobs to drainage pipes, was 
made in Britain. The aim is to 
persuade the continentals to buy 
British furnishings and building 
materials. Marks & Spencer. Ar¬ 
thur Sanderson & Sons and British 
Gas are among the exhibitors. The 
bricks are by Butterley Bricks of 
Derby, the lintels by Catnic Lintels 
from Wales. 

Supported by the British embas¬ 
sy in Brussels and the Department 
of Trade and Industry, the 
£600.000 house is being construct¬ 
ed under the guidance or the British 
builder. Custom Homes. 

“We wanted to build a house 
which would epitomise the dream 
of an ‘English'house," says Chris¬ 
topher Heath, the managing direc¬ 


British plot to 
conquer Europe 

A ‘British Home for Europe' is being built in Belgium to boost 
our building and furnishing trades. Rachel Kelly reports 


tor of Custom Homes. “The price 
seems high, but that, reflects the 
high cost of land in Belgium and 
the house is sety in grounds of 
about three quarters of an acre. 
Also it has a prestigious location 
next to the Royal Antwerp Golf 
Club, which is rather like living on 
the Wentworth estate in Surrey." 

To discover the recipe for the 
perfect home, the company exten¬ 
sively consulted its British custom¬ 
ers. and found that many of the 
cliches are true: the Englishman's 
dream house is an amalgam of 
architectural styles, with a vague 
Georgian leaning. Though there 
are no roses round the frontdoor of 
the show house, there are bay trees 
either side. The front elevation is of 
classical proportions. To one side of 


the house stands a detached, three- 
car garage. 

Inside there emerges a distinc¬ 
tively “English" way of laying out 
rooms. The desire for privacy 
means that many English people 
do not like open-plan rooms. “This 
is quite different to the American 
ideal,” says Mr Heath, who has 
worked in the United States. 
“Though the British flirted with 
open-plan in the 1970s and 1980s, 
when there was a wave of knocking 
through walls, the mood now is 
very much back to a series of 
smaller rooms." 

The British Home for Europe has 
rooms leading off the main hall, 
ensuring privacy. Rooms for eat¬ 
ing. living, sleeping and relaxing 
are all kept separate. There is a 


separate study, games room, li¬ 
brary and tackroom. “I think the 
British prefer to do their own thing 
in their own room; it may be 
something to do with their eccen¬ 
tricity. or perhaps it's got some¬ 
thing to do with the dislike of being 
observed."Mr Heath says. 

Sufficient storage space is essen¬ 
tial, Mr Heath says. The British 
like a place for all their possessions. 
“If in doubt, build more cup¬ 
boards ” Upstairs in the three- 
storey showhouse there are five 
bedrooms, all with built-in cup¬ 
boards. 

The dream English garden is 
similarly enclosed. Mr Heath says, 
reflecting his company *$ research. 
“Our British Horae in Europe 
incorporates boxed hedges and 


cordoned fruit trees in the formal 
area, as well as terraces and a 
summer house." An American 
garden, in contrast would have no 
obvious boundaries; one lawn 
merging with the next especially in 
the suburbs —'' a feature that Mr 
Heath attributes to the lingering 
old WDd West plea of “don't fence 
me in”. 

Building of the showhouse began 
a month ago in the district of 
Kapdlen. one of Antwerp's most 
exclusive suburbs, just north of the 
city. The site is at the heart of what 
marketing men call the “Golden 
Triangle” — the meeting of Bel¬ 
gium. Holland and Luxembourg, 
with the German and Trench 
borders not far away. 

The house will be kept for five 
years as a show house; then it will 
be sold. The first three months will 
be a promotional period for the 
furnishing, building and interior 
decorating trades to display then- 
wares. 

For all the house's Englishness. 
the builders hope that us design 
will appeal to other Europeans. 
John Bafley, the chairman of 
Custom Homes, says: “We feel the 
design can stretch across frontiers- 
and be adapted throughout Eur¬ 
ope. Just because it is British in fed. 
there is no reason why other Euro¬ 
peans should not find it attractive"

THEATRE: Benedict Nightingale reviews the world premiere of a play by Russia's Mikhail Shatrov 






You can’t get away from Uncle Joe’s 



Vanessa Redgrave as Lynn Forster 


M ikhail Shatrov has had every 
reason to be obsessed with 
Stalin since 1938. when he was 
six. That was the year his unde, a 
prominent Bolshevik, was put on show- 
trial and executed. Soon afterwards some 
30 of his relatives, among them his father 
and mother, ended upon the gallows or in 
the gulag. Little wonder Unde Joe stalked 
the plays Shatrov wrote during the 
’ Khrushchev and Gorbachev thaws. Little 
wonder the old ghoul even haunts his new 
Maybe, a piece which is set in and 
supposedly concerns the United States. 
The play brings Vanessa Redgrave to 
Manchester and. according to the pro¬ 
gramme. was written at her behest She 
has got what she wanted, too: a play about 


the troubles endured by libera] Americans 
in the 1950s. But the slant is Shatrovian. 
McCarthyite persecution and Stalinist 
terror, if not eractly equated, both become 
key tests of the main characters' integrity. 

The form — at times it seems the 
formula — is the play-within-a-play. One 
moment it is 1993. and Redgrave is Lynn, 
a hundred, wan woman who tells her 
idealistic daughter that politics bring 
nothing lad trouble. Then it is foe late 
1930s or early 1950s, and she is trans¬ 
formed into a younger version of the 
white-haired figure who has been sitting 
speechless behind her in a wheelchair. 
She becomes her own mother. Patiicia, 
who was the kind of human radiator to 
which Redgrave still brings mare wattage

than any other actor in the British theatre. 

Patricia's problem, it alterges, was her 
lover, a famous film-director called Alan 
and played in somewhat strenuous style 
by John Bennett In 1938, he talked very 
passionately, of helping Stalin's foes; but 
when he had foe chance to warn Trotsky'S 
son of his impending murder, all he could 
do was gulp and gobble in cowardly 
panic. He had an opportunity to redeem 
himself, and perhaps reclaim Patricia, by 


refusing to name names to foe House 
fWnittpfr on un-American Activities. 
But he blew ft, in the process robbing her 
of job, wherewithal and. it seemed, sanity. 

This is torrid stuff, especially when 
Redgrave. Bennett and Margaret Robot- 
son, playing the Polish Trot to whom thfy 
have given aid, are bombarded with pig. 
booming voices foal see m to believe 
Pushkin, Chekhov and Tolstoy were all 
commies. But it is not always very 
cr edib le (why those sub-Bocartian hints of 
Trotsky Jrt death?), nor does it eyercut 


the time s wi tches. But not even Vanessa 
tve and foe sun itsdl working in 
, would be aMe to conceal that foe 


most to matter, foe 

one between Alan and Patricia, is pretty 
sketchily conceived and skirapfiy 

explored.

Much ado about the 


nature of Shakespeare 


M ark Rylance has 
played Hamlet 
and Romeo for 
the Royal Shake¬ 
speare Company, and a dozen 
leading roles elsewhere since 
his memorably blubbing Baby 
in The Caucasian Chalk Cir¬ 
cle 1 2 years ago at the Glasgow 
Citizens. But the role that 
intrigued the popular press 
was his weather-beaten Pros- 
pero in his own production of 
The Tempest two years ago 
this summer. 

On Tuesday. Rylance opens 
as Benedick in Matthew 
Warchus's production of 
Much Ado About Nothing at 
foe Queen's Theatre. It is the 
first Shakespeare to appear an 
Shaftesbury Avenue since 
Gielgud was there, also as 
Benedick, in 1955. 

The previews and pre- 
London tour have been played 
in a heatwave, but two sum¬ 
mers ago, Rylance’s open-air 
and alchemical The Tempest 
toured the ty lines of England 
in the most inconvenient wea¬ 
ther imaginable. At its open¬ 
ing in the Rollright Stones, 
Oxfordshire, winds lashed the 
pavilions of Earth. Air. Fire 
and Water, driving rain hori¬ 
zontally at audiences shelter¬ 
ing under plastic sheets on the 
sodden ground. Rylance's The 
Tempest was competing 
against the real thing. 

But if he looked weather¬ 
beaten he did not la the 
weather beat him. though his 
victory over foe elements was 
a close-run thing. “It rained 
every day in June. When we 
played at the Globe on 
Bankside the place used to fill 
up with water, because it was 
just a hole at that time. Sowed 
spend hours sweeping foe 
basement But in the end it 
was a kind of blessing in 
disguise. I think the rain made 
it look a more profound pro¬ 
duction than we would have 
attained if we had had sunny 
weather the whole time. 

The experience tested my 
faith to the core. I mean, after 
a while l just thought I was 
cursed. One night at the Globe 
I was on duty — someone had

to sleep in the camper van to 
protect the set, and I’d got up 
at three to push the water off 
the market stall that was our 
dressing room. I told myself I 
must wake up in an hour's 
time to do it again — and I 
woke up at five, went out and 
everything had collapsed. My 
costume had been left exposed 

to the heavens _ 

and was dren¬ 
ched. I stood 
there looking up 
to the rain curs¬ 
ing. 1 don't think 
I would have 
found that aspect 
of Prospero on 
my own."

same time performing foe lead 
role, in or out of foe rain, are 
temporarily a thing of the past 
Much Ado (with Jana MdTfeer 
as Beatrice) is directed by 
Matthew Warchus. foe 26- 
year-old whose trade record 
indudes a mag nificen t life is a 
Dream at foe West Yorkshire 
Playhouse. The producer is 
Thelma Holt, who worked 
with Peter Hall on foe last 
Shakespeare to play in the 
West End, the Dustin Hoff¬ 
man Merchant of Venice. 

Rylance says: “Her two 
ideas were, first, to encourage 
young directors and give a 
place to actors who didn’t 
want to go to foe big com¬ 
panies any more, yet who had 
some training in Shakespeare. 
Second, to bring Shakespeares 
to the West End that were not 
just star vehicles; more a 
rounded company, as you 
would get in the RSC and foe 
National." 

Here again he is discovering 


that calamities are sometimes 
beneficial. That is something 
that occurs in Much Ado. Don 
John has nothing but destruc¬ 
tive intentions, I suppose, but 
actually does as much if not 
more good than his brother, 
whose intentions are loving. 
Don Pedro has an incredible 
imaginative energy. He per¬ 
ceives that 

Benedick and 
Beatrice would 
be very good to¬ 
gether, which no- 
one else per¬ 
ceives. He 
downright 
pushes Claudio 
into his mar¬ 
riage. He’s Jove, 
really. In fact, he 
talks of himself 
as Jove at one 
point There’s al- 


stumbled an some lecture 
courses on the hermetic and 
cabbalis tic teachings of foe 
Renaissance, and they proved 
really illuminating to my 
work, to foe Shakespeare 
plays particularly. They 
opened doors to foe basic 
structures that playwrights of 
that time may have been 
working with, in their at¬ 
tempts to mirror nature as 
closely as possible through 
those old observations of na¬ 
ture. and how the more invisi¬ 
ble workings of nature seem to 
lie at the heart of ft." 

After a slight pause, he 
suggests why it might be that 
Don Pedro and Don John, 
who are Spanish princes, are 
returning to Sicily from the 
East why Claudio should 
come from Florence: and why 
the play should be set in 
Messina, where its famous 
Straits lie between Scylla and 
Charybdis. 


ways a plan, and iris always to 
do with uniting things, which 
is really foe negative side of 
kwe. wanting to unite every¬ 
thing as quickly as possible. 

“Whereas on the other pi¬ 
lar, of these two Pillar s of 
Hercules brothers, you have 
foe more intellectual impulses:

“Since playing Hamlet I

these details are there by 
chance, there is no Way 1 could 
ever convince you. But I’ve 
come to feel that Shakespeare 
is a more conscious writer 
than some people give him 
credit for. He’s not just an 
actor running things crff for the 
printing press. The words 
seem to me even more careful- 
chosen.

Is it restrictive that the 
richness of Shakespeare 
comes into view after such an 
esoteric approach? The proof 
will be in foe performance. 
Rylance hopes one day to 
direct a Cymbeline suffused 
with Celtic imagery. Butin the 
meantime foe martial Beatrice 
is waiting in Messina to be 
coaxed into wedlock.

RECORD REVIEWS: Peter Schreier relishes some little-known tunes; and Allen Lowe raises the spirits remembering past giants 


Diversifying Schubert 


I n his continuing project to 
record every song Schubert 
wrote by foe centenary of foe 
composer's birth in 1997. Graham 
Johnson, as accompanist and de¬ 
viser. has been opening ears and 
minds wide to undiscovered cor¬ 
ners of his work. Now, in his 18th 
volume for Hyperion, (CDJ 33018) 
he has uncovered a new song cycle. 

Well, nearly. In turning his 
attention to Schubert's settings of 
the psychotic, yet affable poet. 
Ernst Schulze, he was strode by 
haw ten of foe songs from foe 
Poetisches Tagebuch, written with¬ 
in a single year, formed a stepping 
stone to Schubert's last great cyde. 
Winterreise. Johnson’s response 
was to offer an ordering, and 
suggest a working title for the 
group: “Auf den wilden Wegen" 
TOn the Wild Paths"] indicates foe 
rejected lover's frame of mind. 

Peter Schreier, whose turn has 
come in Johnson's great roll-call of 
Schubertians. sets off on the jour¬ 
ney with his tenor in rude health. 
He and Johnson are as intuitively 
attentive to the blustering energy 
and pathos of these songs as 
Schubert himself was to foe words 


of foe poet Many of the songs are 
little known: the one plum is the 
much-loved “1m Fruhling”, with its 
soundscape of a spring sky reflect¬ 
ed in the stream and, indeed, in 
Schreier's own doudless voice. 

The other motif in this volume is 
Schubert’s skill in composing the 
strophic song: in other words, in 
avoiding setting verse after verse to 
exactly the same tune. No matter 
how refined foe skili of foe compos¬ 
er, Johnson rightly points out that 
our own loss of familiarity with the 
simplicity of folksong and 
hymnody makes essential the pres¬ 
ence of an equally imaginative 
performer. Schreier is ideally cast 

Those familiar with his frequent 
performances of Schubert'S Die 
schdne Mullerin. both live and on 
disc, will know that the tenors 
performances are as much in foe 
nature of a poetry reading as a song 
recital. Schreier's alertness to the 
scent and taste of the word, and his 
skill at making foe prosody bite 
into the music, makes these excep¬ 
tionally gripping performances. 


His characteristic high tenor 
register scythes through rhyme and 
rhythm as the sickle flies in 
“Emtehed" Schubert's harvest- 
home; the four verses of evening 
stillness in “Abendlied" are kept 
alive through equally perceptive 
detail in the piano accompaniment 

Schreier’s Schubert follows hard 
on foe heels of the previous 
Hyperion volume, Lada Pimp's 
recalal of the composer's songs from 
foe year 1816 (CDJ 33017). Again, 
Johnson’s commentating and pro¬ 
gramming skills are much in 
evidence, and Popp’s soprano in 
fine form. She spins a mobile line 
for "Lied", a haunting ballad sung 
by foe watersprite. Undine: and 
moves on, in the same key, to 
Ossian’s epic prose-poem. “Loda’S 
Ghost" in which foe Gaelic Fingal 
foe of foe cave) rattles his spear at 
the Nordic ghost of Odin. 

The dark, yearning mood of 
many of these songs suits the 
weight and legato qualities of 
Popp’s maturing voice: such ne¬ 
glected masterpieces as "Autumn 
Evening" are balanced with radi¬ 
ant May songs such as Holly’s 
"Fruhtingstied". and even a rare

comic ditty or two. including the 
"Klage um Ali Bey". 

Margaret Price has already 
made her Schubert contribution in 
Volume 15: now Hyperion has 
released an outstanding itew recital 
of Schumann songs (CDA 66596). 
Price brings both vigour and foe 
unique qualities of her indigo half¬ 
voice to the 12 Kemer-Ueder, and 
recreates foe fragile ecstasy of the 
Op 39 Liederkreis.

W hen musicians gather to 
pay homage to the giants 
of the past the results are 
often curiously soulless. Spontane¬ 
ity is usually foe first casualty. 
Players can reproduce celebrated 
compositions and solos note for 
note, with absolute precision, yet 
still allow the spirit of foe original 
to slip through their fingers. 

Allen Lowe’s “modern portr a it" 
of Louis Armstrong is undeniably 
ragged in places, but it makes 
compelling listening simply 
because it refuses to play fay the 
normal rules. There are no slavish 
imitations on Mental Strain At 
Dawn (Stash STCD-563L only a 
collection of free spirits celebrating 
Armstrong's legacy. 

The venture is underpinned by a 
puckish sense of humour. Lowe’S 
nine-piece ensemble, foe. Jack 
Purvis Memorial Orchestra, is 
named after a colourful trumpeter 
who. aside from recording one of 
the earliest known tributes to 
Satchmo — “Gopyin' Louis”—also 
branched out as a che£ pOot and 


arms smuggle - and was eventually 
sent to prison for robbery. 

Some of the music cm this live 
album (recorded at New Yorks 
Knitting Factory, a haven for 
avant-garde jazz and Dadaist rock¬ 
ers) is every bit as chaotic as 
Purv is's life. The programme veers 
from a conv entional “Chinatown. 
My Chinatown" to merrifally brief 
passages of atonal improvisation. 
Logically, it should end in disaster. 
Somehow it works, give or take the 
occasional longueur. 

Holding the project together is 
that marvellous trumpeter Doc 
Cheatham, who was a few weeks 
short of his 87th birthday at the 
time of this recording. One of foe 
few surviving links with foe 1920s, 
Cheatham still performs with ex¬ 
traordinary grace and economy. 
His deft phrasing contrasts with 
foe sa n dblasting tenor saxophone 
of David Murray and foe fyntism 
of foe tenor revivalist Loren 
Schoenberg. To hear three such 
diverse improvisers on foe same 
ba n dsta n d is a rare experience. 
Purists, beware.

An eight-part history of the oil industry opens with the 
story of John D. Rockefeller and the crusading 
journalist, Ida TarbelL By means artful, dubious and 
foul Rockefeller saw off his competitors, made 
Standard Oil the dominant power in the field and 
made himself the richest man in the world. Tar bell, 
daughter of one of his victims, bravely campaigned to 
have his monopoly busted and lived to see the 
Supreme Court oblige. This American-made series 
derives from a best-seDmg book, and Pulitzer prize¬ 
winner. by D&nid Yerain. it combines authority and 
entertainment in equal measure and sustains a lucid 
narrative with a judicious use of interviews, archive 
film, and, not least, still photographs.

Tomorrow, Channel 4,

An astonishing film that man¬ 
ages to convince you that 
political nationalism is an 
uncomplicated ly good thing. It 
begins with grainy, black and 
white news footage: quick cuts 
of Baltic nationalists clashing 
with Soviet troops, tracer bul¬ 
lets. a shot of demonstrators, a 
roiled-up cigarette burning 
against a gun barrel. 

Then it moves into the 
documentary it was designed 
to be before history got in the 
way. it shows the 1990 Latvian 
Folk Festival, attended by 
thousands of emigres, as well 
as those who never went 
away, dressed in their colour¬ 
ful tartans and reds, their 
snowflake hats and fancy 
moustaches, singing banned 
songs of national pride and 
religious rebellion. 

The film unfolds gradually, 
in interviews and elegiac 
music and long, loving shots 
of faces and landscape. There 
is no commentary and it does 
not need one. The old man 
who proudly says: “I'm the 
oldest living conductor in the 
Baltic... this century almost 
succeeded in wiping us out" 
The mother who kisses her 
returning son and knocks his 
glasses off by her embrace but 
is too happy crying to be able 
to put them back on straight.

Abstract Cinema

This is a fascinating history of 
the attempts to create a type of 
cinema that is non-figurative 
— “visual music" seems to be 
the popular term for it 

Some of the stuff is silly, 
particularly the more recent 
rather po-faced work (which 
comes with die appropriate 
po-faced commentary from its 
perpetrators), but some of it is 
magical. 

Highlights include Harry 
Smith’s jazzy explosive stuff 
with colours and geometric 
shapes from the 1940s. and 
and an astonishing work by 
Len Lye. 

Lye’s 1979 film. Particles in 
Space, was made as he was 
dying of cancer. He etched on 
to black film, frame by frame, 
white dots which, with an 
urgent drum soundtrack, be¬ 
come the gaily dancing images 
of his dissolving cells. 

It is fascinating to see how 
what was once the avant- 
garde has become incorporat¬ 
ed into the mainstream: to 
become commonplace images 
of advertisements, pop videos, 
even Hollywood movies. But 
the avant-garde moves sol¬ 
emnly on, now using comput¬ 
er technology to achieve what 
was once done by painting 
frame by frame. 

Borderlines: Plight of 
the Earls 

Thursday: BBC2,730pm 
Written and presented by Hec¬ 
tor McDonnell, this poetic 
portrait of the peers of Ireland 
is wonderful. McDonnell him¬ 
self is the younger brother of 
the 14th earl of Antrim. He 
looks a lot like Errol Flynn; he 
has a slight gone-to-seed 
charm, an easy way with this 
curious mix of historical dino¬ 
saurs and contemporary cra¬ 
zies. and has the engaging 
habit of bursting into giggles 
for no apparent reason. 

The Irish peerage was 
founded by the Normans in 
the 12th century and, apart 
from brief periods of political 
power, has bad very little 
point to it The more sensible, 
present-day peers keep up 
their castles as mom aments 
for the public The battier ones 
are monuments themselves, 
apparently requiring more 
maintenance than they get 

There’s John de Courcy, die 
Baron Kingsale, who looks 
like a regency fop and does his 
best to squeeze himself (in his 
ermine) and McDonnell on a

two-seater sofa at his home in 
Somerset “! came back from 
Australia in '87 and I haven't 
done a great deal since,” he 
says. “I’m a sort of general 
handyman...

Or there's Lord Dunsany.

He ends his programme 
with a poem, “Few will re¬ 
member the sad Irish lord," 
and has done his best to rectify 
that while showing that in 
fact there was no point to 
them in the first place. 


Crime Limited 
Thursday, BBCl, 830pm 
Television programmers seem 
to think we can’t get enough of 
these crime re-enactment pro¬ 
gram m es. Nick Ross, doing 
his suave solicitor bit presents 
this new one. Its alleged aim is 
to focus on the' travails of 
victims of crime, and to this 
end it covers two stories: one 
about a roan who was. under 
suspicion for his own daugh¬ 
ter's murder, the other about a 
woman plagued by an obscene 
phone caller (who turned out 
to be a local bank manager, 
which confirms something:

Along the way Moore, a 
bulky, crumpled, bespectacled 
man who tends to wear a 
baseball cap and jeans, meets 
Fred the E victor (one of die 
businessmen in town).
